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PREFACE. , 




Ortugali , given by Alphonfus the fixtb King of 
Cal tile ( after a jignal KiHory obtained againii 
the Mahometans , Anno 1089.) in Dowry 
with his Daughter Therafia' to Count Henry , 
Grand-child to Robert Duke of Burgundy , ( in 
Ke commence of hts extraordinary {though but 
perfonal) a ffi fiance in the Bat tail, and to bale 
there fo cchfiderable a Strength , where the incur fions of the Moors were 
mofi frequent and terrible ) hath been maintain'd, enlarg'd ( at home and I 


abroad) tu.d recovered , by Courage and Policy not below thofe Defects 
which got fo unufual a Match and Portion for a Stranger . 

2. Count Henry took Vifcu WLamego from the Moors, yet left 
Portugall with Neighbouring Frontiers , for Southward it was bounded 
with the 7 \i uer Mondego, ( infefted with the Invajions of the Inf dels) 
Northward with the River Minho, towards the Rifing Sun it had the 
Province Bcira, and towards the Setting , on the Sea- fide the City Porto, 
which being the only Port , urpo[j<jYt by the Moors, and chief y frequented 
by the French, f erns more reafonably then fame other Etymologies , to give 
the name to the Kingdme of Portugall. 

3. Alphonfus Henriques, SontaCount Henry ( as the fatal greatnefs 
of Rome nude its fir ft King Romulus a Somdier) was not fecond to 
any in Story , in Courage and ABion\ He defeated Albucaran King of 
Badajos, and took the City , rat fed the Siege of Coimbra, befieged by King 

(Eujlinius, with three hundred thou fa) id men : In the year 1 139. at the 
Battail of OriqUe ( where impartial and concurrent Hilaries count an 
hundred Moors for every Chriftian ) he overcame Ifmarus and four more 
Mahometan K ings , on which he was ( as fume affirm ) often the Fight 
faluted King by his own Souldiers j from that Aftionalfo , the Virgil of 
Portugall Luis de Camoens (in the 53. and 54. Stanzas of his third 
Canto ) derives the bearing of the Arms of the Kingdome , which are 
five fmalljbields Azure , in a great fhield Argent, left plainly his Fa- 
ther.

Though the more venerable Teflimony of a Latin Record made of the 
Oath Alphonfus Hcnrioues took in the year 1152. ( before the Bifljop 
and Magijlracy of Coimbra, and the Bijhop of Braga ) about the Fifion 
he f aw before the Engagement, faith, he wad proc lamed King before the 
Fight , as was fore-told by Chriit , who ’at the fame time commanded him 
to take for his Arms what he paid for the Redemption of Man, and what he 
was fold for to the Jews , to which the King added for his CwftMoCcs’s 
Serpent ■, A Type of cbriH j The words under the Kings Oath are, 
Gcntem tuam invenies alacrem ad bellum &c fortem & potentem ut 
fub Regis nomine in hac pugna egrediaris, Necdubiccs, fed quicquid 
peticrint libere concede.

After this advantage 
on the Africans, his third Son the Infante. D$m HcnriqU tCqmmcmder of 
the Cavalliers of Christ (an order founded by Dennis the fixth King of 
Portugal againfl the Infidels, on the D/ffolutibn of that of the Knights 
tempters ) incited by the obligation of his Office and Family, fet upon the 
Dtfco very of the Wellcrn Coaftof Arabia, of which, in the expedition 
of Ceuta (cujus pars magna iint ) and other paj] ages made over 
thither, he had got the bejl Information he could find among ft the Moors 
He began his defign Anno 1420, by fending forth every. year two or 
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three Sh : ps, which were to pafs Cape Non , the furthefl of the Spamfh 
difeovoies, and by them fo named , like Hercules pillars, from their de- 
fy an cfpklmg further^ hi all the Voyages of twelve years they came but \ 
to the Cape Bojador, (fo named from its Launching out ) which no man 
had the boldnefsio double , lecaufe finding that Cape to fljoot out West- 
ward about forty Leagues further then the re jt of the Co ail , and at the 
beginning of the Cape a Bank of Sands to run the fame tray , the unexpe- 
rienced and raw Pilots ( ufedthen to Sail by the Shore) durfl not jla^d 
off fix Leagues ( which had avoided the Flats) and go fo far \\ eft- 
ward. The Infante undaunted by the consideration of expence or danger, 
continually fet out Fleets and gave Orders to the moil skilful l Snd flout 
■ cmwanders to adventure* the pajfing that then fo formidable Cape 5 In 
hefe Foya^eS Porto Sar.fto was , after a great Storm, recovered and found 
out, ( and fo named from the Prefervation ) , afterwards the Ifland Ma- 
deira, fo called from the thick Woods upon it } with Kcfolute and Magna- 
nimous per fever ance , F'att and Prodigious expence, unheard of Suffering 
and Danger , heat lafl paH the Cape, and in forty three years carried on 
his Difcoveries frbrn Cape Non in twenty eight degrees and an half, of 
Northern L itnude to Cape Sierra Lionc in 7* of the fame Latitude, ■ 
which makes on the Shore 430. Leagues . In the Sea, befidts thofe already 
mentioned , were found out in his time the Canary I /lands, and thofe of j 
Capoverde j He laid the foundation of that great Defign, not thought of 
by any of Vie A/tients, but Scmiramis, Bacchus, and Alexander the 
Great , and till now, above the narrow Souls of fo many fuecceding Ages 
the 13 th . of November in the year 1463. was the Day of kis glorious 
Memory.

DlOgO Cam returned with the news to the Ktn^, ndo in 1 little time fitted 
him out again , in this Voyage he went 200. ‘Leagues beyond Congo, 
and planted two Pillars , one called Saint Align [lines in 13. degrees of 
Southern Latitude , another which named the place Capo do Padraon, 
in 22. degrees of the J time Latitude . ail out this time was rh [covered by 
fernaon Do Po the I (land yet called by his Name , and the Kingdome 
of Bcriim, whence thefirtf C uinney Pepper c&mc into Chridendomc.

Opportunities) the Fleet con fitting of three Ships and a ViBualler, ( after 
a folemn Procejfion of Prayers and Tears and general BenediBion ) fet 
Sail , the firfi Land they came at was ( after five Moneths ) the Bay of 
Saint Helena lying in 32. degrees Southward , On the 20 th . of De- 
cember, they doubled the Cape of Good Hope $ On Chriftmas day they 
\paffd by the Cofta do Natal, not arrived at before, and fo call'd, from 
I the time they came to it •, On Twelfth day they entred into a great River, 
therefore call'd Rio dos Rcys ; following on their Voyage they came 9 to 
another great Rivrr 50. Leagues Northward c/Scfala, vlerc the Na- 
tives freely and friendly Convers'd with the Fleet , furnijh'd them with 
frefb c ProruifiohS, and told them that Eallward there were men of their 
Colour who Sail'd in fuch Ships, whom they often faw pafs by that Coaft. 
On which Vafca do Gama call d the place Rio dos bpns Sinacs, and fet 
up a Pillar there call'd Saint Raphael, with this good news and fecurity 
( the left Warrant they rjer had of their Hope ) they camt to Mocambiqu ef 
where they were at fir ft well received by the Xeque, after afjaulted by 
his Pcrmijfion , and betray'd by his Pilot $ Palm-Sunday they came to 
fMombaza, thence went for Melindc, where they made Peace with that 
King, and had from him a Pilot who carried them in 22. days crofs 
that great Gulf of 700. Leagues, which is betwixt this Coaft of Africa 
'and that If Malabar ; the frit place he arrived at was Calecut, the 
defign of bis Voyage and end of his InfiruBions, having particular Let- 
ters and an Embaffage for the Samorin ( i. e. ) Emperour, who (as 
Portugall was inform'd) was the great eft Prince and Lord of all the 
Spices of thofe Parts j Vafco da Gama had twice Audience of the 
Samorim, fet led the Trade with him , and having plac'd five Pillars in 
bis peculiar difeovery of 1 200. Leagues from Weft to Eait, returned 
ffeto Lisbone, 23 Auguft 14 99. 


io. The news Vafco da Gama brought from the Indies of the hopes 
\to recompence fo many pafi'd difficulties, by the propagation cf the Gofpel,

Santta Cruz , but the common difiourfe of Intereft, prevailing againif 
i Devotion , the profit of the Wood brought from thence call'd it Braftlia. 

| Pedralvarez jetting out from Porto Seguro, (fo call'd by him from the 
\goodhtfs of it ) loft by foul Weather four of his Ships, in that great Ocean 
\ between Brazil and the Cape , and after the extremities of a bad Voyage, 
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came but with fx torn. Ships to Sofa la, thence Sailing along the Co all got j 
to Qftil^a and Melinde, where be took two Pilots , with whom he croft'd] 
over for India, deliver d his Letters to the Samorim, Laded two Ships ! 
there , the reft tn Cochim and Cananor, ( where he began FaSories ) ! 
and from thofe two places brought Embaff adours to fettle a Peace and 7 rade , ! 
arriving fafely with them in Portugal!. After fo great Difcoveries , tbe\ 
probability of a Trade , and a Refolution tofetout every year a Fleet for the 
Difcovery and Commerce of India , King Emanuel enlarged the Title of 
the Crown , by Styling himfelf Lord of the Navigation , Conquest and 
Commerce of Ethiopia, Arabia, Pcrfia and India. 

ix. In the year X502, this now fo great a King , knowing Protection 
not to be lefs glorious then Conquest y made Vafco da Gama Admiral of 
aH the Seas in the Eaft, and fent him with twenty Sail to the Indies, where- 
of five were as a fet led Fleet to continue there , to protect the new Factories y 
and to go fome Otfonetbs in the year to the Mouth of the Red-Sea to hinaer 
thrfAoots of Mecca from coming ou\ y who were the fie/ reft Enemies the 
Portuguefe had , and who moJi Laboured to hinder their progrefs in 
India } for tin fe getting into thtir hands the Irade of Spices , the Hoots 
who before furnifhed Chriftendome, by the way of Cairo and Alexandria, 
tfore-faw the ill confequence of their lofs* This Toy age made Tributary 
the King of Quiloa , placed new Factories , revenged Injuries , protected 
Allies, and made the Vonugudc fo famous in the Eaft, as l heir coming 
thither was not in a few Kingdoms and Provinces taken for the JEva. 

12. The Acquifitions and Trade arrived to that height , as in the 
year 1505. Dom Francifco d’ Almeyda, was fent thither with the - 
Title of Vice- Roy , the fir(lfo eminent 7 it le given inthefe Parts ; with hir%

deft gild to drive the Portuguese out of India. This Siege began ( An- 
tonio da Silvers being Cover/, our of Dio) July 1538. the firft 
Army which came againft the place con ft fling of fix thou f and Horfe, and 
thirteen thoufand Font, under the Command of Alucan, and Coge-Sofar j 
and in September, Solomon Bafhaw Admiral of the Turks came to 
their Relief , with a Fleet of feventy fix V ejjels, full of t hoife men, and a 
fat Me preparation of all other neceffaries . 7 herp was not it anting by Sea 
or Land, the perfonal and constant gallantry of Ajjaults, the fubiilty of 
Stratagem, and uninterrupted Battery of great Guns, againfl a few men 
talwn unprovided yet did the Enemy raife the Siege him[elf, at the end of 
O&obir , and the Vice- Roy Dom Garda dc Noronha found him gone 
xhcri he came to their Relief with one hundred and fixty Safi .

'humed’r revenge for the Death of his Father Badur, kiird by the Portu- 
gruefe , begot the fecond Siege of Dio 1546. the chief Story of our 
Hislory , which , ( if not much prejudiced by a lejjening Tranflation ) may 
probably appear one of the greateft A Elions on Record .

Courage , Dtfci- 
pline, Defign and Arms were here in that height, as they feem’d not to be 
newly l earn d in the Halt , and mult have prevailed againft any one but a 
Dom John dc Caftro , cnefo fmgular in all frrtues as he might Cope 
with any of the antient Heroes, and challenge a place in the Kalendarof 
Saints, wbofe con ft ant Carriage and Influence over all India, is ( befideS 
the univerfal confent of Hiflory ) a (Irong argument for fame fucceffeS , 
which might be other wife jl art led at as improbable •, if any can befo, to 
that Magnanimous and Hereditary prefevefance in difficulties, which we 
have fhew'd to be Entaild for above an Age upon the Portuguefe. to 
Atone the imperfections of the Tranflation, and help the Reader in the 
pajjages of fo famous and memorable a Siege , / have procured, ( and 
gran fully acknowledge it as an eminent favour) the Mapp of Dio>from 
his Excellency the Marquefs of Sande > now extraordinary Embaffadour 
in England from the King of Portugal!, which I have inferted in the 
proper place.

9. Then prefented it felf the Battail of Tunis, an 
A&ion more famous for the Vi&ory, then Advantage, 
in which, Dom John deCaJtro had no little (hare, in the 
Honour or Danger. We will give a larger relation of 
its fuccefs , The King Dom John having engaged in it 
his Forces, the fnLnre Dom Lewis, his Perlon. That 
notorious Rover barba-Roffs had infefted all the Me- 
diterranean with more Strength and Boldncis tiien is 
ordinarily heard of in a Pirat , finding Fortune fo ready 
to affift his Daring, that, amidft the T riumphs of Charls , 
only Barba-Rojja was the icandal of his Vi&ories ; See. 
ing himfelf every day more advanc’d in Opinion, and 
Forces, he went to fervethe Turl^, with whom, the 
report of our injuries had given him credit ; and buying 
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his favour with the moft Valuable things he had , got 
to be Admiral of the Sea 9 j coming often with great 
numbers of f 'allies , he very much infefted the Ports of 
Naples and Sicily ; the Valour of the Natives, or the 
Prote&ion of the Empire, ( to which they were Vaflals) 
not being able to defend them ; He made Slaves of 
infinite numbers, ( whereof divers truckt their Faith for 
their Liberty j laid walte Provinces, and burnt Ships, 
getting a very great Name amorgft the Infidels, by the 
miieries of the Chriftians, till forgetting his beginning, 
his Profperity made way for his ambition of Reigning, 
and he ufurp’dthe Kingdomeof funis by diverle Arti- 
fices, which Story belongs not to our H'Uory. Charts , 
looking upon this Tyrant , having lo much force of his 
own, that he was abetted by a far greater ^ower , and 
that his Kingdoms lying fo near, it was not fit he fhould 
toot himfelf at the Gates of his Houle ; that the Moors 
( who wanted not Valour, but Difcipline ) being fet 
on work by fo experienc’d a Souldier, would come to 
know their own Strength to the prejudice Of his King, 
doms j refolv'd with a very ftrong Navy to find him 
out , and to diveft him of the Prote&ion of Tunis } 
becaufe at the beft fcaping from thence he muff to 
Sea again, where, asaPirat, he could only offend with 
ftragling Forces, which the weather, and fortune, might 
more cafily Deftroy. He drew his old Souldiers from 
the Garrifons of Italy , ( whom he fuppli'd with new ) 
made great Leavies in High Germany and Flanders , 
Lifted Italians and Spaniards , befides Gentry and Nobi- 
lity which ferv'd without Pay , and the Enterprife being 
fo ufcfull and juftifiable, and where the Emperour 
ventur’d his own Perfon, there came many Voluntiers 
to joyn with fo pious and valiant Arms. The Emperour 
Muftered the men he rais d, in Sardinia , and found five 
and twenty thousand Foot on the Lift who received 
Pay, befides very many others who ferv'd without it, 
who made up a great part of the Army } every day he 
j receiv’d diverfc Succours which increaft his Camp, 
i 10.

11. Thofe Gentlemen who Embark'd in this expe- 

dition, and who are come to my knowledge, were CvCV 
( befides Dom John de Caftro ) Dom Affonfo of Purtu- tbeP dii. 
gall. Son and Hctr of the Earl of Vimofo , Dom Affonfo 
de Vafconcellos, Son of the Earl of Pcnelia , Lewis Al- 
varez de Tavora , Lord of Mogadoura , with his Brother 
Ruy Lorenco de Tavora, .who was afterwards Vice-King 
in the Indies , Dom John de Almeyda , Son of the Earl of 
A br antes , Dom Pedro Mafcarenbas , who a! fo was Vice- 
King in the Indies , Dom Diogo de Caftro, Governour of 
the Caftle of Evora , Dom Fernando de Noronba , Dom 
Frauctfco de Faro , Dom Francifco Pereira , Embafladour 
from Kyig Dom Sebaftian to Caftille , Dom Affonfo de 
Caftelbranro , Lord High Bailiff of Fo'rtugall , Pero Lo~ 
pe% de Souja, John Gomt% dt Syha, Page of the Lance, 
and Dom Lewis de Attayda , afterwards Earl of Attonguia,

faluting the Emperour’s Admiral, made a warlick and 
plcafing fight. The Emperour came to the Fortugall 
Embafiadors Houle, Aha r o Mender de Vafroncellos } 
which being on the Sea-fide was fitter to honour and 
entertain the Entry. 

12. The Dukes of Aha and Cordova , with many- 
other Lords, came to theSea-lide to find out the Ge- 
neral, and the Gentlemen with him , they all went to 
Kifs the Emperour’s hands, who received them with all 
the honour and welcome befitting his pjace, very glad 
to be accompany’d with our experienc’d and flout 
Souluiery , to whom the half Moons, and Lances of 
Africa were no ftrangers The F.mperoui acquainted 
the Infante Dom Lems with all his weighty K dotations, 
not only out of relpedi to the great ncE of his Perfon, 
but to that of his Judgement, well feen both in Court, 
and State ; of whom i mu ft here tell a pals of Civility, 
for the valew the Castilians put on it. The Emperour

the Story is from mypurpofe, though Dom John de 
Catfro behav'd himlelf io in’t, as the Emperour would 
fain have Knighted him ; an Honour, from which he 
juftiy excus’d himlelf, as having had ic before from other 
Hands, which, though not lo Royal, fuppli’d that defect 
by their ftournels. The Emperour Commanded two 
Thoufand Crufadet fliould be given to every Captain of 
the Fleet, which Dom John alone accepted not, lerving 
more Ambitioufly for Renown than Reward. 

14. Chari f now Triumphing, like an other Scip't 
after the Warr of Africa, law Himlelf at reft, amidft 
the Applaufe and Acclamations of Europe, ftylinghim- 
lelf more fitly the Founder, than the Heir of his Em- 
pire. Our Fleet return’d to the Port of Li, bone , where 
Dom John found in the Embraces of the King, and 
Salutations of the People, a greater reward than lie 
had refus’d from Cefar j and as one who knew how to 
defpiie his own Fame , he retir’d to his Country Houfe 
at Sintra , defiring to Live to hirnlelf, having fo carry ’d 
hirnfelf in his Country's Service, that he neither forfbok 
it, as an Unprofitable, nor Courted it as an Ambitious 
Peribn : Here he paft his time in a flrange and new 
kind of Husbandry, Cutting down Fruitfull Trees, and | 
Planting in their Read Wild and barren ones; by this 
perhaps fhewing, that in all he did he was fo dillinte. 
refs’ d, that from the Earth he Till’d he look’d for no 
return of benefit : but 'tie not much , if he fo little 
valew’d whac the Rocks of Sintra could produce, when 
he fcorntully Trampled upon the Rubies and Diamonds 
of the Eatt. 

15. Dom Johnin the prime of his Age , found him- 
fclf put Upon Service by the Examples of his own 
Family ; and, as the Warr in Africa , by the new Con- 
quefls in the Eafi , was cither flighted or forgot , ( the 
World moll Valewing the Fame which is rar fetch’d ) 
He relolv’d to go for the Indict , whole Concjuefts 
ftored the Kingdome with Glory and Victories ; He 
went on Board, without asking any employment or 
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drive the Portugues out of India : a defign the Turl^ 
thought worthy his Power. 

yc,. W hen all the Fleet was under oail, there was not 
any Souldier of Courage not in/pirited by the hazard 
of fo extraordinary an a&ion of as much Fame in the 
undertaking as Vi&ory. Dom tjlevaon de Gama fet H’Oxvw 
Sail with twelve great Ships, and flxtyfmall Boats the Dei 
firft of January 1541. here Dom John de Cafiro had the 
Command of a Gallione , and purfulng their Voyage 
with Eafterly winds, they all, though leattered, faw the 
Coaft of Arabia. The Governour Dom Eflevaon da 
Gama made it about Monte Felix , and arriv’d at the d 

mouth of the Streight, expeded the other Ships of his 
Convoy j here they had notice that the Enemies 
| Galleys were drawn on (hore, and fo watch’d that there 
I was no Burning ’em without open force ; which ( for 
the Flats and Shelves of that Port) would be impoffi- 
ble to our Round-bottom’ d Ships. Yet Dom Ejfvaon 
da Gama flighting the advice and danger, wcntlorward 
with fome fmall Barks, (one of which, Dom John de 
Cajlro , ( leaving his Ship ) Commanded. ) They paft by 
the Primero Iflands, which lye in twelve degrees and • 
and by the Bay of Velba which is in almolt thirteen, 
they Anchord in the Bay ol Fortune , which is in the 
fame heighth. In all the Creeks and Bays from the 
mouth of the Streight to Sues, was Dom John taking

Dm John returning to the Kingdome, ( as if 
ngdomi. he defigncdly giving the Palms of the Eaji time to grow, 
which were afterwards to Crown his 'ftetorics ' 
brought no other Riches on (horc but the Fame of Ins 
Adlions i and being yet in his Sea-cloaths, ( thole too

immediately put to Sea in the year 1543. to Convoy

Great men in their Graves only purchafe or avoid : In : 
this ficcefs Dom John had no other reward than that 
of the Victory ; for when the Debt is great, Kings, not 
to bethought Niggards, chufe rather to appear Un. 
gratcfull , being more willing to confcfs the Vices of 
their Fcrlon, than their Majefiy. 

2$. Twas but a little time Dom John had to reft in 
the content of his Victory , being forc’d fora bufinefs 
of greatet moment, to put on his Arms again, as I will 
( though againft my Cufiom) more largely relate, ta- 
king it higher, not to I Jis^oynt the Hillory. That fa- 
mous Pi rat tlaradin Barba-Roffa, found himfelf almoft 
quite broken with the Jofsof Tunis and Goleta , andi 
more after the lofs of his Galleys, lofing by Land the 
power of a Tyrant, and by Sea the ftrength of a Pirat i 
yet was not this Arch Enemy fo much fhaken , but that 
Italy many years after fighed under his Lafli; .He had” 
laid up in diverfe places the beft part of his Booty , as 
an other plank to*favc himfelf upon j this he prefented 
to Solyman the Grand Signior , of Valew enough , to 
efface, or excufe, the diigrace of his Fleet, and Flight at 
I unit j which was yet frefh in Solymans grief, and me- 
mory • withall reprefented what lie could do againfi: 
the Umttians , that taking the Sea at firfi: with only 
jtwo Galliots ill fitted out, his Valour and Succefs had 
5 made him fo formidable and powerfull, that with their 
j own fpoils he entertain'd them with a fharp Warr, that 
j the Jaols of Africa would not hold the Slaves ; that 
! in the Kingdome of Napier, in all Apulia, and the Terra 
| de Lavoro , he had committed fuch Out-rages , that 
neither their Blood, or Tears were yet dry j that the 
Galleys of Sicily out of fear rotted at Anchor 5 That, 
that Andrea Dona ( lb much fought to by the Princes of 
Europe ) could not but confefs how ofc he was forc’d 

to 
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to Row for’t, to escape barba-Rojja , that he fear’d not 
to Cite his Enemies as, witnefles of his Actions ; that 
the Etnperour Churls ( Nettled with fomany Lofies, 
feeing Barba-Roffa only over.caft his Victories ) did 
more like the impatient Man, than the Souldier , joyn 
all the Forces of Germany , Italy , Spain, and Flanders , 
to Dellroy him , raflily expofing the heft of his King- 
doms, to the chance of his either loflngor getting the 
‘Day, and though his old Fortune left him not, he only 
got the credit of the Battail without any profit , ( for 
Difpofleffing one Enemy of T unis, inverting an other 
in’t ) neither was the Vidfory fo entire that it Coft him 
not Ships and Men , and with the expencc of fo great 
a force he had exhaufted the Exchequer of Spain } that 
now was the true tim<*to ruine Chrifiendome, weakned 
with a great Warr, and grown carclels withafeeming 
Vidfory ; that in the Streight of Gibraltar was the 
famous City of Ceita , ( the Port whence heretofore 
the Africans with Vidforious Arms entred on their 
Conqucft of Spain ) which the Portuguefe held with 
weak Walls, and a poor Garrifon, more bent upon Di- 
fturbing theirNeighbours,than fecuring thcmfclvcs from 
’em, becaufe heightned with their profperity in the 
Eaftj they flighted things at home, like Rivers thaeare 
largeft at their greateft diftance from their Spring- 
head j that if the Grand Signior's Majefty were incli- 
nable to bring under his Dominion that lo confiderable 
a part of Europe He would undertake with a rcafo- 
nable number of Galleys to poUels him of Ceita j by 
which thofe \yho were fajtheft Wefl fliould Live in 
awe of his Empire. Thus dilcourft the Corfaire , endea- 
vouring with an others force to recover the Credit and 
Station from which he was falfn. And as in Princes 
Courts, great Defigns more thanpoflible are liftned to, 
and c Barba-Roffa , s Experience and Valour had fo good 
fecurity , proud and warlick Solyman began to give ear 
to a defign of fo great Importance, and io well laid for 
the peace and prolperity of his Empire: He willingly

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heard Barba-Rojja perfwading him that the Benefit oi 
this A&ion would out-weigh the Difficulty ; The 
Moors of Jfrica too kindled the T«r^x indignation, 
who Lamented they could not breath quietly in peace 
with us , fome bewailing their loft Liberty, others the 
j Effronts of their Prophet in their ruind Mofqttes j for the 
remedy of thefe grievances, they ftrive to engage 
the Twr^upon his Zeal, and Grcatnefs, which Motives 
concerning Religion, and Majefty , might veil over 
the Ambition, and juftifie the A&ion, 

24. Charts the Emperour Sollicitous what Barba- xhcEmpc- 
Rujja did in Constantinople , knowing that that Stock rour adviieih 
( whole Branches he had Lopt ) was not fo Dry, but chc Klng • 
that it might with anothers warmth , produce frclh 
Poilon , did all he could to know what the re- 
folv'd about theinvalion of Spain, and though the firft 
Blow was aim'd at Ceita , yet ( Victory never flopping 
where it begins ) and unwilling to becrulh’d in our 
ruins , He ordered the providing of Ships, Lifting men, 
and the doubling thofe Garrifons which were in the 
Ports of the Streigbts mouth , writing to the King Don 
John his Brother-in-law the News he had, that they |

The King was bufie in finding out one to Com- ; 
mand the Fleet , and though there were men enough j 
in our Kingdome, whom the Experience and Dangers 
of our Conquefts had made Souldiers , yet Dom John 
de Cajiros Name made it fclf room amongft the nrft ; 
t’was his Pride neither to ask or to deny any Service 
for his Country : We know that though King John 
lov’d hw Valour, he car'd not for his Right , fo that 
what he got by one Virtue, he loft by an other j and 
we obferv'd not that he had any Place or Preferment 
about the King , becaufe fo free a Spirited man might 
Th: King be endured as a Subject, not as a Favorite. The Fleet 
Job« S (kn 7 - was rea dy to Sail, a great part of the Nobility of the 
rat. Kingdome on Board , and the Souldiers expe&ing who 

Ihould Command in fo confiderable an Expedition, 
when on a hidden Dom John de Cajiro was nam'd to be 
the Man, to the general fatisfa&ion even of his Com- 
petitors. 

27. The King fent for Dom John , acquainting him 
with the News from the Emperour, and with the De- 
figns of the T»r^, exprefling to him with what Envy 
he fent him upon 16 Honourable an Employment j but 
fincc it was the Royal Prifon of Kings, to conferr Ho- 
nour, and not to be in a condition to deferveit} He 
entrufted him with that Fleet, in confidence he would, 
with the Arms of the Cajiros quarter the Banners he 
wonn from the T urks ; and leave them more Honou- 
rable to his Pofterity, than he receiv'd them from his 
anceftors * Dom John kift the Kings hand with a fence 
of his Favours , knowing how much better it was to be 
efteem’d, than countenanc’d by Princes. 

He joyns *8. On the Twelfth of Augujt 1543. all the Fleet 
with the fet Sail , and in few day s with favourable Winds came 
General! S > n Gibraltar , where they found the Emperours 

Fleet at Anchor, which receiv’d ours with all the Cerc- 
< jinony of the Sea , by their often repeated Salata- 
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tions Rejoycing and Affrightningsof the place. Dom 
Alvaro Bacaon with the Chief Officers of the Fleet, 
came prelcntly to Vifit Dorn John deCaJlro on Board, 
vvliere ('when the Complements were ended ) lie 
gave him an account of what he heard of the Enemy, 
and that according to Intelligence , his firft Onfet 
would be upon Celt a ; they then fell upon’t, that the 
Fleets of two fuch great Princes being joyned , it lay 
upon both their Honours to Fight the Enemy , though 
he fhould be much ftronger; that we Fought in our own 
Seas, and in fight of our own Ports, which would be 
able in the Fight to furnifli us with frefh men, and our 
battered Ships would have a rtfuge at hand; that 
though the Ittrfr fliould get the Vi&ory, they would 
be fo broken, as not to be able to fet upon any place 
in the itreigbt, wh ch, by Fighting, let the luccefs be 
what it would, they fliould lecure ; Betides, the Orders 
they had under Seal to find out the Enemy, could hot 
be underftood otherwile with fafetyto their Honour 
and Obedience. Having taken this lo precifc and bold 
Refolution, the Souldiers were all on Fire , afed the 
Chief Commanders Solhcitous in giving out their Or- 
ders, and difpofing for fo great an Affair; when on a 
fuddain advifes came thick, that Barba-Roffa with his 
whole Fleet was coming towards the Strcight. Dom 
Johnde Ctttro prefently fends for bis men who were on 
fhore, Commands the Captains to fit and trim their 
Ships, and fends word to Dom Alvaro he was weighing, 
who Coold of his firfi: heat by an imaginary fight of the 
Enemy, writ to Dom John , that new accidents muft 
have new Counfails ; that by the Spies intelligence, he 
knew Barba-Koffds Fleet was double to th c Amador \ 
that ’twas neither according to the Intention or for the 
Service of their Princes, to lofe rhemfelvcs in fo appa- 
rent a Danger ; that while their Fleets were entire, 
the Enemy could undertake no great matter, and ifj 
in the Fight they fhould have the worfl: of’t , all the

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~ ftory; that ’twas much againft his humour to defift 
from Fighting, but the Service of Cefar was to be mind, 
ed before the Gallantry of particular Perfons ; that lie 
defir’d him to bring all his Fleet into Port , and as the 
Turl^ mov’d , they would more fafely conclude what 
Ho porfifo was to be done.

L of the Enemy , that their appearing timorous would 
encourage the Twr^r, whofe defign being to get footing 
in Spain , the Fleets ought out of honour to engage, 
much more out of a fenfe of the Eflront ; what would 
the World fay, if the Forces of two fuch great Princes 
joyn’d only to manage adefenfive Warr againft BarU- 
Rojfa , letting theTurkifb Banners Lord it in our Seas, 
in fight of the Eagles of the Empire, and the Cinques 
of Portugall j that he was refolv’d to expe<ft the Enemy, 
not fearing to be Blam’d however the day went , be. 
caiifc, if worfted; loft men anfwer’d nothing , and no 
body would call Conquerours to quefiion. 

29. But neither had this Rcfolution force enough 
to fway the SpaniJJj General Dom Alvaro Bacaon ; we 
are not certain whether he thought it the better or 
the morefecure way. Dom John de Catfro put lumfelj 
in the Streights mouth, where he lay three days : here 
he had advice, that the Enemies Fleet fleered another 
courfe, by DifTentions of the Chief Officers, or ( as 
other Memorials have it ) Barba-Roffa had received 
new Orders from the T ur^ to bring back the Fleet t 
yet the Gallantry of Dom John de Cajlro’s flaying in the 
Strtight 3 deferv’d envy from the Living, glory from 
Poftcrity, fincc for the obtaining a memorable Vi&ory, 
not Courage, butOccafion was wanting} though this 
fo generous refolution was diverfly tax’d in Spain, thofe 
Branding it, who call all extraordinary adions Teme- 
rity } yet I believe, thofe who moft condem’d it, would 
have been content to have it themfelves. 
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30. Dom John feeing, by the Enemies retiring, thofe 
places above their fear, went to Ceita, to communicate

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ifbme part of his inllruftions to Dom Ajfonfo NoronbaJ 
\ who receiv’d him with lb many Shot, as the Spaniards in 
Gibraltar thought the Fleet had been engag'd, yet 
would they noc weigh Anchor and come forth ; lo 
alterable were they in their lirll , lo firm in their 
fecond rclblution. Here Dom John had news that the 
Moors had laid clofc fiege to Alcacere u'eguer, a place our r L- iem! < 
men kept in Africa at an unncccllary charge and dan. 1 : J; 

ger 5 the Govcrnour was a Gentleman of the Family r..- - r. 
de Freitas , he immediately lent his Son Dm AlvaroU' 1 -" • 
with part of the Fleet, and Orders to put relief into 
the T own, and to continue in the Port till the Enemy 
fail'd out firft , which he did, providing the place with 
Vi&uals and Ammunition j and the Moors Army con- 
fining of Hot-headed men, the heat of their lirll On- 
let being cool’d, they rais’d the fiege. DomAharo re- 
turn’d to the reft of the Fleet, which, ( having fecur’d P ,,7 
Ceita , and freed it from feai of the Turks) return’d to u. skr-a. 
Lisbone , where the Fame of both his adventures was 
arriv’d before , which was the greater, by lighting on 
Valour l’o unqueftionable $ but Dom John who counted 
nothing great, and defpis’dhis own Actions , avoided- 
popular applaufe by retiring to Sintra , either out of 
Modefty, or Hight, not Valewing any thing he did wor- 
thy of himfelf. j 

31. The King Dom John was about finding out onej 
to Govern the State of India, Martin Ajfonfo de Son fa 
having ftaid out his Time, and inftantly defiring a Suc- 
cdfour , the affairs of the Eafi , upon diverfe Emergen., 
cies declining, and he unwilling that the glory of his 
A&ions. Ihould be foil’d by a mil-carriage in the Warr, i 
very well knowing that the Peoples ignorance might 
occafion fuch a dilgracc as might dilcrcdit many Victo- 
ries j for fo confiderabk an employment , the King 
look’d upon men differently qualified, upon l’omc, who 
for the antiquity of their Blood , without relped to 
theiir Delervings, us’d to Inherit the great places, (a 
fecond piece of Tyranny of the Nobilities invention,) 

F upon 
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upon others, wno were mtfan in their Birth, but famous 
in \ hemlclvcs , whoiofl what was due to rheir Merits, 
becaufe others had none j io as for fo eminent an em- 
ployment deferts not well Born, or a bare T itle would 
not do. ' 

31. The King on thefereafons irre/blv’d whom to 
chufe to truft with the weight of fo great a Govern- 
ment j ask’d the Infant Dom Lewir, whom, ( as affairs 
now flood y He fliould make Governour in the Indies : 
He told him the opinion he had of Dom John de Cajlro’s 
Temper , that, though in the hufmefs of the Streets, 
many thought he had behav’d himfelf too Daringly ; 
yet ’twas certain, there’s noSouldier but would he glad 
to have been guilty of io Honourable a fault t) «>r, 
though thofe who envy’d him, accus’d him of being 
High and Cynical, becaufe he begg’d no hewards , or 
Courted the Minifters of State, thefe faults were oi fo 
good a kind, that Dom John’s Vices might be more Va- 
lew’d than others Virtues ; that he knew none but Dom 
John de Cafiro , who could keep up the firft rifeipline 
of the Indies , who ferv’d fo unconcern’d for his own 
intereft, as if hedefpis’d all earthly Rewards, and his 
Majefty were not a King of Men, but a Gcd of Vaflals 5 
that he did very much love Dom John de Cafiro for his 
Qualities, but fo impartially, that he fliould Valew 
his Deferts ( though feparated from his Perfon ) in 
any other. j 

33. The King, ( with whom the Infant's opinion 
had no little crcdir , feeing him prize Dom John, with 
a Zeal for his Prince, and Knowledge of his Friend) 
lik’d the Hint the Infant gave him , ( whofc Authority 
too had an influence over the minds of others) and 
fending for Dom John de Caftro to Evora , where the 
“ Court was, in thepublick Hall, told him, I have of 
“ late been Sollicitous to provide one whom I might 
“fend Governour to the Indies , and was of opinion I 
“might ^ind him in the Family of the Cajlros , from 
“ whole Stock the Kings my Predecelforshave always 
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lC tane Generals for their Armies , and Regents for 
“ their Provinces ; 1 too flatter my’fclf that the Fruit 
“ of fo generous a Boot cannot degenerate ; and that 
“ the rather , by ruefling what you will do by your 
u . former Addons, which have given you fo juft a repute 
“in the Kingdoms opinion, and my eft Vein , and for 
“which I confidently put into yourhandsthe Govern- 
“ ment of the Indies , expediting that you will lo carry 
“ your felf there, as 1 may give what you do, for a pat. 
“ tern to thole who liicceed you. Dorn John kift the 
King's hand, better pleas’d with the Honour, than the 
Employment, info great a charge only Valewing the 
not leeking it : There were diverfe Opinions in the

35. He refolv'd to cairy with him his Sons , Dom 
Fernando , and Dom Alvaro, who being the Eldeft, had 
belpoke fomc richCloatlw, allow’d of by his Years and 
Quality ■ Dom John palling by chance through the 
Jubiteria , faw a pair of Embroidered Breeches hang out, 
and Hopping his Horfe ask’d whole they were > the man 
anfwcring, that Dom AlvarO the Governours Son of 
India befpoke ’em , Dohn John ask’d for a pair of Cifers, 
and cut ’em in pieces, leaving this word with the Mailer 
of the Shop : Bid the Boy buy Arms. We read not 
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that the Di.icipJinc of the old Romans was more exem-

,ing his Guefi, and leaving his Government j he went 
prefently in a Rich Brigantine to meet hind at Sea, 
whence he carry ’d him to Antoni Correa s Moufe of Plea- 
lure, whilll the Solemnity of his reception was pre pa. 
ring ; there he Fealced the Governour, Gentlemen, 
and Captains of the Fleet , with fo much Exquilicencls 
in the manner, and aboundance in the meat, that it 
lcem’d he was doing the laft honour to iris expiring 
charge. That night there were Bails and Dancing, 
Rcjoycings which the fiinplicity of old Portugal! 
earry’d to the Eafl. Here the Governour fiaid two 
days, attended by all the Gentlemen of the place , who 
forfook Martin Affonfo de Sonfa , even thole who were 
his Favourites, and he had rais’d from nothing , dilci- 
plin’d in the Oriental ingratitude of the Indians , who 
call (tones at thefetting Sun, and adore him rifmg.

His arrival, and expe&ation of the common people did without 
cTon. 1 KP an y cunn ing flatter the new Government ; they came to

42. There is current in India a low fort cf Money, bytheAitr. 
which they call Ba^amccos , which amongft Chrifiianr , radon 01 die

Deftroy’d em, arming a gain ft 'em the ambition of their 
Govcrnours. The hunger and liberty of the Petiti- 
oners grew high , juftify’d by a good cauie and the 
Conformity of the common oppreflionj with thefe He hers 
grievances the Magiftrates of the City, with the poor, p^i' yand 
Women, and Children , ( fome full of Complaints, the

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other of Arguments ) went to the Governour, who 
Commanding the people to be quiet, heard, as a Judge 
theMagiftracy,as a Father the reft, and hunger admitting 
of no long Cures, ordered the next day for determining 
the bufinefs • thus he lent them away fatisfy’d, fome be. 

! lieving that ^ as was the cuftom ot India ) it being his 
predeceffors A&,it would by him be counted unjuft. The 
lame evening he fent for the King s Officers , and after 
hearing what they had to fay for thcmi’elves, referr’d the 
matter* to the ableft Lawyers, and thofe btft skill’d in 
the policy of that State, who unanimoufly agreed the 
decree to be Cruel, and very contrary to the Pious in- 
tentions of our Princes j this opinion t<?o was counte- 
nanc’d by Cuftom, and the Peoples privileges , btfides 
other Legalties, which £ not to make our Hiftory tedi- 
ous) we layafide.

44. Bazarb Prince of Balagate Dying , when Nttoo 

de Cunha was Governour, Meale , though in his Cradle, 
was Heir apparent to the Crown , then was Uidalcavn 
the fecond Perfon in the Kingdome in Power, and the 
firft in Courage , having in the late Warr with the 
Neighbour Princes given a large teftimony of his A&i- 
ons j Hidalcaon fas amongft this fo Barbarous a people 
Men reign oftner by making ufe of their Opportuni- 
ties, than by obferving what’s Right) feeing his own 
ftrength, and the Heirs incapacity, pave his ambitions 
way 
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way to the Crown, began to try the hearts of the great 
Ones , before whom with a great deal of Artifice he 
deplor’d the miferies of the Kingdomc, in fo Infant a 
liicceflour, under whom they mult obey or endure , as 
lo many Kings all thole he fancy’d ; that the Princes 
with whom they had now Warrs would not let flip 
this occafion of ruining ’em, when they law him who 
fliould defend ’em in the Cradlc ; that where, there were 
id many, they ought to find out one to fave their 
Country ; that he would be the firft fliould obey him, 
bicaule the Government of the Kingdomc could not 
wait thofe flow motions , by which Nature gives a little 
one firft Strength, then llnderftanding j that if with 
unprofitable obedience they fliould adore ALa/e in his 
Nijrfcs arms , he did not doubt but by keeping their 
King, they would lole their Kingdome, ric was affable 
to the People, liberal to the Souldiers , as if hedefir’d 
to llcign not for himfelf, but for them : Ambitioufly 
making ufe of, the whole Chain of Vertues , not as 
neceflary for Living, but Reigning, The great Ones 
at laft offered him the Crown , believing, he would al- 
ways remember he was his Subjects Creature, and 
retain conftantly in his Memory fo fignal a grace, 

45. Hidalcaon was Liberal and Stout, and without 
doubc would have been a great Prince, had he kept the 
Kingdome by the fame Vertues he put 011 to atchicvc 
it y but feeing himfelf obey’d, thofe affe&ed Artifices 
not having anynatural motion, were ac an end, and 
broke out into ambition and pride, the Vices of his 
Perlon j He did not then fpeak of killing Meale, cither 
out of a counterfeit Clemency, or an unheard of Cru. 
city , intending perhaps that the poor Prince fliould by 
a lervile obedience confirm the Scepter he had ufurp’d 
from him. The Nobility of the Kingdomc ('repenting 
when ’twas too late , and feeing they now could not 
without danger, be either Traitors or Loyal j confiilted 
how Meale might fecurc himltlf from the Tyranny of 
Hidalcaon , as if the unfortunate Prince had had more 

II right 
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right to his Life then his Kingdome j fome years paft 
in thefc contrivances , in which Meale arriv’d at Age to 
apprehend his danger, and confidering that his prelence 
reproach’d the Tyrants guilty Confcience , (who plot- 
ted with his blood to quiet the memory of his ufurping 
| the Crown, ) by the Counfel of thofc who took the 
Kingdome from him, He went to Cambaya^ where he 
was well receiv’d , both King and People fhewing, how 
much they refented the miferies of the Blood-Royal ; 
but, as fuch favours have more ambition in them, then 
charity, they iafted not long, for, only the firft days they 
treated him as a King, the reft as one Perlcquuted , but 
Meale ft ill continu’d in Cambaya , counting more tolera- 
ble, the Heights of a Stranger, then the injuries of a' 
Tyrant. 

46 in the meantime, Hidalcaoris great defign was, 
to deftroy thofc who gave him the Crown , whom, for 
all they had a juft title to his favour by being complices 
in his Trcafon, he hated, becaufc they put him in mind, 
either of his Obligation, or faults , and being now jea- 
lous of his own A&ions, he found that Cruelty would 
root him fafterthen Clemency, fo that his own Vice, 
andneceffity together made him doubly fo ; upon pre- 
tence of corre&ing faults, cither imputed, or forgot, 
(covering his Tyranny with aveil of Juftice) he in- 
chroach’d upon the Eftates of the great Ones, to Level 
’em with the common people, Confident, by pulling 
down the Nobility, to get into the poorer fort, who 
( out of a natural diflike of their own Fortune J do al- 
ways delight in the fall of thofc above them ; and they 
( feeing their patience work’d not their quiet J con- 
fulted how they might reftore Meale , fome were for 
Revenge, others for Calling him in ; they had their 
private meetings, where they took divers Refolutions, 
which fear, or the difficulty of the bufinefs, ( harder 
to execute then defign) every day altered j their forc’d 
obedience being at Ialt wrack’d to the utmoft ftretch 
by new oppreffions , they endeavour’d by Hidalcaon’s 

Death 
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Death to redrefs their Error , and hide the fhame of 
their former Trcafon ; the Defperate, not the Bold 
were of this opinion, becaufe now Hidatcaon liv’d with 
the ftrength of a King, and the circumfpe&ion of a 
Tyrant $ He was aflifled by the people, who hating the 
King, lov’d the Cruelties he us’d againftthe Gentry, 
who, for the difproportion of theirs, and the others 
Fortunes are always obnoxious. The Plotters fearfull 
of themfelves, and that their hatred would cool by 
delay, their bafe fet vitude too, turn Cuftomary, feeing 
their own Force not equal for the enterprize, laid out 
for a ffi fiance from abroad j they bethought themfelves 
of imparting the bufinefs to Martin Afftnfo de Soufa, 

C then Governour of the State of India ) defiring him 
to fend for Meale from Cambay a, and let him be at Goa ;

47. Martin Affonfo being perfwaded, that ’twas more 
convenient to increafe then extinguish this Flame 
which begun to burft out , ’twixt Hidalcaon and his 
Subjed«, and that the weakning of a Warlike and 
Powerfull neighbour would turn to thc.States advan. 
tage j ( Cloaking thefe conveniences with more plau- 
fible pretences , as thefheltering under our Arms a dif- 
pofleft and perfecuted Prince, an A&ion glorious abroad 
and profitable at home^ refolv’d to find out Meale at 
Cambay a % giving him notice of his SubjeSs inclinations See j ehf> 
for his Reftauration , who would be more eager when j de Burro' % 
they faw the State prote&ed both his Caufe and Perfon.

48. Uidalca.n upon con fjderation , that the State 
(whole victorious Arms were the more dreadfull by 
their nearnelsj did not fend lor A/w/eonly ro fecure 
hisPcrfon, but defend his Caufc , dilpatclfd Fmbafta. 
dours to Martin Affonfo de Sou fa , giving him notice that 
he underftood Meale was in his power, whom, he 
thought Fortune preferv’d, todifturbthc peace of the 
\EaJl i that he knew what Title fome Seditious lpirits 
gave him, who being weary of Obeying, drove to let 
up new Lords whom they might Command • that 
Hidalcaon would not tell what mov’d him to feizc on 
the Crown , becaufe if Princes were bound to give ac- 
count of their Pretcnfions, there were no dilfercncc 
'twixe King and People; that the right of Princes was 
to be judged of God, not of Men ; that ’tvvas the 
Worlds opinion now that there was no difference F 
Princes titles, but only in their Perfons . that he deny u 
not, that Contemptible and Cowardly Meale was of thy 
Royal blood, but, that, thefault Nature committed 
Fortune would correft by giving the Kingdome to him 
who was Daring and Stout ; thac nature to Lyons only 
gave a Crown by their Birth , Men (he let winn it and 
wear it 5 that many things appear d injuft to the World, 
becaufe befides Cuftomjthat for a man who was worthy 
of it, to poflefs himfelf of a Kingdome , would at firft 
be look’d upon as a Scandal, afterwards as a Law; that 
Meale was the baleft-Fellow ever Born in his Kingdome, 
and he the moll Fortunate, and naturally all men hated 
natures Monfters, and lov’d Fortunes prodigies : that 
we Ihould examine ourfelves, how we came to Lord 
it in Jfu ? what Kin we were to Sabayo , that he Ihould 
|leave us Goal how near we were Sultan Badour to 
j Inherit

| inherit Dio from him? whether Acbem Jefc us Malaxa 
by his Will ? and all the places which pay us Tribute 
jail over the Eafl ? that he defir'd us not to quarrel at 
that Title in hyn, that made us abfolutc Lords of the 
World- chat, we Ibould let God alone with the Go. 

I vernment of the World, and being Horn fartheft Weji^ 
i not bade our (elves to compolc the ijiiorders o { Afia 
! that he would have us know, he had in his Kingdomc 
■Mines of different Metals, that lome furnifhd him 
J with Gold for his Friends, others with Iron lor his Ene- 
jmies; that in the laft place , he defied the Governour 
to deliver him up 1 [leak , that, by the mercy he fnould 
ufe him withall, the World might fee how worthy he 
was to Reign, who lb treated his greateff Enemy ; that, 
i his Emballadours had order to fettle all that concern’d 
j the State. 

I 49. Martin Ajfonfo having receiv’d the Letters, and 
j given Audience to /J«h/oWsEmbal 3 'adours,underfl:ood 

O J 

by 'em, that they proffer’d for Mettles perlon an hun- 
dred and fifty thoufand Fardaos , and the main Land of 
Borc\t% and Salfete , very conliderable to the State for its 
Revenue and Nearncfs to Goa. Martin Ajfonfo look’d 
upon the bufinefs, as very weighty , and either Face 
promifing great advantages ; the refloringof a Frince, 
and pulling down a Tyrant, wasadefign worthy the 
Arms of Chriftians, by which the State would purchafe 
no ordinary reputation, letting the World lee, that our 
Banners were not displaid in yffia, either to ufurp King- 
doms, or get Riches , fince their employment was that 
the Pagans and Moors of the Eaji , Ihould keep the true 
Faith towards God , and Juftice amongft themfelves : 
On the other fide ’twas laid , that if Mt^/eaftera long 
Warr (liould come to Reign , he could not give the 
State more, then now without it Bidalcaon offer’d, and 
that the Moors by their hatred, and Religion being 
Enemies, the World would laugh to lee us with our 
own Blood, deftroy one Infidel and letup an other* 
when too our happinels depended on both their mines, 

1 befidcs 
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befides that our Arms came not to India to defend the 
Enemies of the Faith, but todeftroy ’em* that if Meale 
found no Protc&ion from the King of Cambay a, his near 
Kinlinan, why fliould he look for t from the Portnguefe 
to whom he was an Enemy ? that when he found him- 
fclf reftor d,and ftrong , the fir ft Lance that was hurl'd 
a gain ft the .State would be his , bccaulc the Neighbour- 
hood of lb brave men who made him King would be 
fulpicious to him , and the Memory of fo great a good 
turn was enough to make him Hate us. 

50. Martin Jffonfo , on grounds not throughly 
weigh’d, refolvdat laft to deliver up Me ale ^ tlifpachd 
the Embalfadours j and with them Galvaon Vie gas an 
Honourable Gentleman, with full Power, to fettle the 
Contra#, in the manner it hath been related , lending 
with the content of the Embalfadours to take imme- 
diate pofleflion of the main Land, in virtue of Hidal- 
caons profer. 

5 1. In this condition did Dow John de Cajlro find 
the affairs of Mea/e , and was fued to by a new Embafly 
from Hidalcaon , in confidence of the Capitulation made 
with his Predeceffor ; but Dorn John with different 

notfrs an- C " maturity anfwered Hidalcaon , that the Portuguefc were 
fwsr. faithfull to their Enemies, much more to their Gueft j 
that the propofitionsof his Predecdfor, were more for 
de tiros' a rl ght underftanding of the caufe, then to determine 
Hirtory of it 5 that the main Land belong’d to the State by more 
an tient Grants , and that it was juft out of its Revenue 
Cap. 2’. to maintain Meale, in gratitude to the Kings hisPredc- 
ccflbrs, who annex’d it to the State, that he fliould 
fuflfer him quietly to enjoy this little memory of his 
Right ; that the States leaning his Perfon , was not 
yet Protection but Charity s that he fliould not with 
ovcr.hafty Arms difturb the Pea-e , for then he would 
make lure what he fear’d, provoking the State tc take 
in hand the revenging of both ; and becaufe his Em- 
Wafladours had hinted that, the denying Meale would 
neccffarily make a Breach, He put ’em in mind that 
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moft of the Fortress wc had made in India , were 
founded on the allies of deftroy’d Kingdoms; that the 
I’ortugutfe were like the Sea, which raiieth itfclf and 
grows greater in Storms ; that for his part as he fought 
not a Warr, fo he could not deny one. 

52. With this anfwer the Governour difmift. the 
Embafladours , who, by his firmnefs in delivering it, 
underftood that neither fear or advantage would bend 
him to give up Meala Immediately lie put himfelf in 
readinefs to make or cxpcdl a Warr , which coming 
from ^neighbour Prince we might fooner feel die Blow, 
then fee the Sword. He gave orders for the railing of 
Horfe , which were tt be about two hundred, and to 
(erve under the fame Colours, a more flout, then order- 
ly Militia : He entrufted the Guard of the City with 
the Train-bands, and had Souldiers in pay ready for 
any fuddain invafion of the Enemies, He let upon the 
making ready the Fleet out of hand, which by the Voy- 
ages and Warrs of his Predeceffor, and the poverty of 
the State, he found all in pieces, and the ftrength of the 
Navy, being what is moft confiderable, here he wholly 
laid himfelf out; He new fitted the Vcffels which lay 
in the River, made three Galleys, and fix Round- bot- 
tom’d Ships with wonderfull Ipeed, not failing the 
Officers in their pay, or his thanks ; by which means the 
work went on, diligence over-coming time } He nam’d 
Captains of thofc Galleys and Ships , who intended 
the work as their own bufinefs, an expedient, which did 
a great deal towards the quicknefs of the difpatch, the 
goodnefs and plenty of Ammunion and Provifion, 
with which ( io an opportune and fhort time ) the 
Fleet was ready , with this he fo bridled the Neighbour 
Princes, as he hirfdred 'em from joyning with Hidalcaon , 
who had already follicited them tofhakcoff theyoak, 
as an advantage to the common Liberty. 

152. Hidalcaon , having notice of the Governours 
refolution, appeal’d to the Juftice of his Sword, endea- 
vouring to carry the Warr from home, before Meale s 
* prefence. 
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pretence raisd the people, who by their commands, 
and advantages in the Warr, would make the caufe 
their own : He prelcntly on levcre penalties forbid the 
Victuallers carrying the ordinary Frovifion to G-a, 
which, having italllrom the Inland, was not tiirniln.i 
to endure lo liiddain a Warr; after this he lent Acerle- 
caon a {tout Tur^with ten thouland men , to take in, 
that part of the main Land, which Liv’d under our O. 
bediencc. 

<54. But Domjobnde Caftro knowing, that fir fit fiuc- 
r- ! cefies give reputation to a Warr, went out wren two 
1)1 thouland Foot, and the Horfe of the place to refill the 
Enemy, and being perfwaded by a great many Gentle- 
men, that he fhould not engage bis Pcrfon in lo un- 
equal a party ; that it was not for the honour of a 
Govcrnour of India to put on his Sword againff one of 
Hidalcaon’ s Captains, nor to let the World know he 
look’d lo much upon this Warr, especially having Gen- 
tlemen who deierv’d the honour and danger of the 
Action ; it was not pofllblc to difTwade him from his 
firft refolution, laying with more confidence then his 
Forces would bear , that he went out to Chaftifc, not 
to Overcome , and marching two Leagues from Goa 
he came in fight of the Enemy, who, lodg'd at the foot 
of a Hill with a River in their front, ( which was to 
them inftead of a Ditch and Trench \ with the advan- 
tages of their numbers, and Encamping, expected ours, 
who though wearied with their March , re-inforcing 
themfelves by the prefence of the Governour, or fight 
of the Enemy , begun to pals the River with more Re- 
lolution, then Difcipline , the Commanders could not 
flay, or order them , the moft daring call themfelves 
into the River, and the more cautious* were by this put 
upon a ncceflity j as to molt of 'em to follow their 
Comrades example, paft for Dilcipline. 

5 5. The Governour with admirable prudence com- 
manded thofe who {laid behind to go over the River, 
knowing, that what was in the beginning a fault, was 

now 
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now the Cure; and becaufe that day he had not room 
enough to Order as a Commander, he Fought as a pri. 
vatc Souldier. Our men run upon the Moors fofuri- 
oufly, that difcouraged, with the firft Onfet, they gave 
ground, and their Ranks, being confus'd and broken by 
themfelves, were difordered and overcome ; Our men 
( which feldome happens ) feeing an Army routed 
without lofs. The Moors lofs was great in their Flight, 
none at all in their Refiftance > Ours were two Leagues 
executing the Liberty, and cruelty of Vi&ory , gather- 
ing up the Arms thofe poor men flung away, as a bur- 
den, not a defence. The purfute Iafted as long as the 
Day , the horrour of the Night freeing the Enemies 
from that of the Vi&ory j Our Souldiers retreated, full 
of Blood, Honour, and Booty ; the Governour kept the 
Field till the next day, without cenfuring the Soul- 
diers for that Diforder which gave them the Vi&ory, 
following the courfe of human judgements, which never 
fpeak well of Lofles, or blame Vi&orics. 

5 6. The Governour, at his Entry into Goa, was re- 
ceiv’d with an extraordinary applaufc, from that people, 
fo us’d to fee, and flight Vi&ories ; and becaufe, in this 
and many other Fights which Dom John wonn , he 
call’d upon the name of St. Thomas, the Apoftle of the 
Indies , we believe they were got by the favour of fo 
great a Padrone , who, to recompence the piety, and 
honour the memory of Dom Johnde Caftro, was pleas'd, 
in the days of his Government, to diicover that mira- 
culous Crofs, found at Meliapor on the Coaftof Choro- 
mandell > the wonderfull Crofs and the Body of the 
Saint being as it were cover’d with the fame Earth , and 
as Dom John de Caftro worlhipp'd this fign of our Re- 
demption , with a due , but a Orange Reverence , 
( lighting always from his Palanquim or Horfc when he 
met the Crofs, and putting himfelf on his Knees) this 
difeovery will not feem to have been by chance , Once 
the mercies of Heaven come not by accident. We will 
give you the relation of the Myftery, becaufe it carries 
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with it a fiicceifive miracJe in teftimouy of the faith of 
the Eaft , cultivated in thofc Countries with the Blood 
and Do&rine erf our f ortuguefe. 

57. After the wonderfull finding the Body of this 
holy Apoftle in the City, or rather ruins of Meltapor, 
C then call’d Calamus ) the Kings, Dom Manotl , and 
Dom John, being with a pious Zeal inflam'd to revive 
thole dead Allies, which had been there from the firft 
planting Chriftianity by the Apoftle , ( though now 
corrupted by the Do&rine of the Armenian and Chaldean 
Priefts , who Separated from the K»»wn-Catholick 
Church , did make thole well-meaning Chriftians 
fwallow dangerous Opinions which by the pains of our 
Miflionaries have in part ’been reform'd) let upon 
Building a Church in the fame place where the Vene- 
rable Body of the Apoftle was found , and opening the 
foundations for the Fabrick, found a Crols (wrought in 
a Marble Pedeftall) of four Spans long and three broad, 
befprinkled with dropps of Blood , which might be 
thought to be newly done, ( the Crols was like that of 
the Knights of dvra ; ) on the bottom of the Pedeftall 
were lefler Crofles of the fame falhion with the biggeft, 
fprinkled with the fame fpots of Blood j on the top of 
the great Crofs was a hovering Pidgeon, there was Old 
writing about it , which, ( being in an unknown 
Tongue, and not in one continued fence ) the Natives 
underftood not ; the oldcft and molt knowing Anti- 
quaries in different Languages were confulted with, 
but none could make out the Chara&er or meaning of 
the Writing , till a while alter was brought a Eramene 
from NarKinga> who expounded it in current Sencc,and 
faid thus} 

'thirty years after the Law of the Cbriftians came into 
the World, on the 2 ith- of December , the Apoftle Saint 
Thomas Dyd in Meliapor, where was the knowledge of 
Cod , change of Lawr, and the deftruSlion of the Devil • 
T bis God taught twelve A po files , one of whom , with a ftajf 
in his hand t came to Meliapor where he Built a Temple } and 
the 
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th Kings of Malabar, ChoromandelJ, and Pandi, with 
other t of different Nations and SeSis freely fubmitted thent- 
felves to Saint Thomas’ x Law ; time was when the Saint 
was pat to Death by a Bramene, and with his Blood made 
this Crofs. 

This fcxpofition, being an hir’d Interpreters , in a 
matter of I'o great moment, our Nation did not too 
confidenly believe, but lent for an other fagan Learn'd 
in all the Oriental Languages, who, knowing nothing 
!of the other Expofition, decypherd the Letters in the 
lame manner, without any difference, the Copy of the 
Print C as you fee it here ) was brought to the King 
Dom Sebajliati in the Tear 1 1 6 2. 


Our 
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Our Nation ( with the greater expence in reverence 
to that place , which had been the Uepofitory of fo 
Sacred a pledge ) went on in Building the Church, the 
Piety and Conflux of the people of Malabar was great 
too at the fight of fo notable a Teftimony of their 
Faith. The Church was in a fliort time perfe&ed, the 
Crofs cngrav’d on Marble ( as we have faid ) fervd 
in place of Altar-piece. Divine Service began to be 
laid there , with the Decency fo remote a place would 
permit} and on the 18. of December , fthedayof our 
* Ladies expe&ation ) as Mafs was faying in a full Con- 
gregation, when the Prieft began the Gofpel, the Holy 
Crofs too began to be cover’d with a great Sweat , let- 
ting fall no little drops on the Altar. That the figns of 
the Miracle might be more Vifible, the Prieft ftop t 
in the Sacrifice, wip’t off the Humidity the Crofs 
breath’d with the CorporalU, which ( before a great 
many there prefent immediately leem'd dip’ c in Blood ) } 
the Holy Crofs began prefently to change its Alablafter 
to a paler Colour, which turn d to an obi’cure fclaclc , 
that too chang’d to an unufual bright J^ure , wmch 
lafted as long as Mafs, when that was done it came to 
the natural Colour of which ’twas found. 

58. The fame Miracle hath fucceflively for many 
years been feen on the fame day, and we know by good 
Authors and faithfull Relations that it yet happens 
fometimes , by which means, thofe Chriftians with a 
ftconger Faith receive our Dodrinc. This Miracle,after 
much arguing on both fides , was clear’d before the Bi- 
fhop of Cochint in open Court, the proceedings came to 
this Kingdome, in the time of the King Dom Henry , the 
Cardinal , who, by the confent of Pope Gregory 1 jth. 
confirm’d the Miracle, which is now divulg'd in our own 
Chronicles and forein Authors. Dom John de Caftro re- 
ceiv’d the news of this Miracle with no ordinary fhew 
of Piety, prote&ing Saint Ihomas’s Chriftians, oppreft 
with the flavery of Pagan Princes, who had taken from 
’em certain Grants and Priviledges, which by the inter. 
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celfion of the Holy Apoftle had by the Kings their Pre. 
deceflors been indulg'd 'em , but, by the hatred of 
the Infidels, and corruption of the times were only re- 
raembred. 

5 9. Hidalcaon gave not over infefting us on the main 
Land with his ufual incur lions , which kept us on con- 
tinual Duty, and hindered the Husbandmen from Til- 
ling, upon which the Governour refolv'd to ftrike 
^ where the Blow might be moft felt ; He presently 
Commanded his Son Dom Alvaro to go out with the 
Fleet, he had provided, with Orders, to do all the hurt 
he could in Hidalcaon b Ports, giving the Souldicrs all 
free Pillage, thac the hopes of Plunder might make 'em 
not mention fome Arrerages the State ow'd ’em ; and 
put by othersfrom playing the Merchants, a Corruption 
which ftole upon a great many by the foul example of 
their Superiours. 

do. Pom Alvaro put to Sea with geo* Portugtufe 
■ and 400. Indian/ onlix Shipsond fome long Boats with 
Oars, and after a few days Sailing fpy’d four of Htdal- 
owfl’s'Ships going with Stuffs and other Commodities 
to Cambaya. Dom Alvaro preiently commanded his 
Captains to come on Head him, and the Boars to keep 
clofc to the fhore , for fear the Enemy (hould out of 
Defperatnels run a ground ; the Ships were Merchant 
men, and but few Souldiers in ’em , who, feeing they 
could neither fly, nor defend themfelvcs , fent aboard 
the. Admiral two Moor Merchants, who, with realons and 
tears, fhew’d themfelves not concern'd in the difference 
’twixt Hidalcaon and the State , and profer’d a reafo- 
nable prefent toward the expence of the Fleet j but 
neither (he covetoufnefs of the Souldiers, or the policy 
of Warr would let them be heard, but the Ships were 
Boarded and fent to Goa> that the Prize might be divi- 
ded according to the Governours Proclamation. Upon 
the arrival of thofe Ships at Goa , the people was 
ftrangely tranfported , feeing Viftories fo got one upon 
the neck of an other ; in the firft they prais’d thc Cou- 
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rage of the Father , in the fecond the Fortune of the 
Son. 

6 1. Dom Alvaro, feeing opportunity and weather r hm Alva - 
on his fide, and that the Souldiers were contented be- ™,/ r pj^ r lcth 
caufe they had in hand the frbir of their late Enterprize, nto Cawl/rc. 
commanded his Pilot to fteer to the Port of Cambre , 
where, fince the breaking out of the Warr, Hidalcaon 
kept doifble Garrrfon \ there were two Forts with 
Ordinanceplanted at the entrance of the Barr, and the 
Chanel was fo narrow that without eminent danger 
our Ships could neither pais through, or ride i here. 

The General Dom Alvaro , put to the Captains of the 
Fleet the apparent difficulties, which every one conclu- 
ded of moment enough to be confidered of, alleging 
that voluntary undertakings ought not to be fet upon 
with fo certain danger . that they fhould morciro pur- 
pofe carry on the Warr again it Hidalcacn , by Lording it 
in his Seas, and in his tight, taking away his commerce ; 
that there was more hazard then profit in what could 
be done by Land j that ( as they law ) the Chanel was 
fo begirt with thofe Forts , our Ships rnuft pa ft by the 
mouth of the Canon; that the fiift Ship they lhould 
{hatter, would hinder the reft from palling. But Dom 
Alvaro urging, that he was rdolv’d to execute his Or- tohiveii. * ' 
ders, which were, to get on Chore and burn the Enemies 
Ports $ theCouncel replied by proposing, that he as Ge- 
neral fhould ftay to Command at Sea , and that rnoft of 
the Commanders of the Ships would ftrive to pals the 
Barr, becaufe if any thing thouid happen ainift to tiie 
Admiral of that Fleet, Son and Heir to the Govcrnour of 
India, what greater Dammage could the State receive, 
then the ncceffity of engaging in fo juft a Vengeance ? 

On which Dom Alvaro in a great deal of paflion brake 
off theconfult, faying, that he car’d for no Vi£torie c 
where his danger was not as great as the leaft common 
Souldiers j that, out of obedience he was their Gene- 
ral, and in danger their Companion . that, hehadir- 
ftru&ions from the Governour , to venture his own 
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Pcrfon on every occafion , his Souldiers but upon nc- 
ccffity . that he look’d upon the Dangers they repre- 
fented to be Iefi then thofe he came in chafe of, becaufe 
Honour was not to be purchas'd without hazarding ‘ 
that he came from Portugall to find out this Day, which 
he hop’t would be glorious for them all , and that in ' 
this Relolution he ask’t not their advice, only that they 
would confult about the manner of the falling on. The 
Generals Gallantry, and Youth , did then excufe his 
Kafhnds, afterwards the Succefs ; ’twas agreed that the 
men Ihould go into the long Boats , and that at the be- 
ginning of the Dawning when Day-light was not well 
broke, and fo the Enemy not lure of his aim, they 
(hould get on (hore ; they all that Night provided them- 
lelves , feeing in the Generals looks hopes of Vi&ory. 
The General (having left lufficient Guard on the Ships} 
got on (hore, with 800. Choife men, and with Fortune 
lo declaring for him, that of a great many Shot that 
lighted on the Boats, not one either kill’d or wounded 
a Souldier , this accident being a Difpofition to, or be- 
ginning of the Vi&ory. 

62. The City ('which ran along a great Plain} con- 
tain’d five thoufand Families, the Houfes by themfelves, 
and not leaning on one an other, without any other 
policy, union, or fhare of ground, then what every one- 
took for his pleafure or ability $ and yet the Turrets 
and Balconies of every Houfe, did altogether preienta 
rude Statelinefs , as if Built with more Pride then Art j 
it had on the North-fidc a little Mountain, whence ran 
fomefmall Rivulets, with no name, which, contribu- 
ted both to the pleafantnefs and fertility of the Soil. 
The City was antiently Inhabited by the Bramenes , now 
by Merchant Moors, a place amongft the Bittern people 
always famous, then for Superftition, now for Wealth j 
it was not defended by either Walls or Works , the In- 
habitants being fecurcbythe Power of their Lords, or 
the Peace they preferv’d with the Neighbouring Princes j 
but at prefent, the Warr we had with Hidalcaon begin- 
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ning Vi&orioufly , the Moors , fa w the danger they were 
in, by example , and had drawn two thoufand paid 
Souldiers to Guard the City , who with the ftanding 
Militia, were (according to their computation) fuffi. 
cicnt for their Defence. 

6 3. Thele came, with their Colours flying, and with 
fo much rel'ofuiion to hinder our men from Landing, 
as for a good while they retarded us, obliging us to 
Fight ata (land, andfoclofeas our Souldiers could not 
make ufe of their Mufquets whole firff charge only, 
they receiv’d with notorious refblution. Here Dom 
Jfaaro notably fliew’d his Valour and Condudf, encou.' 
raging his men ro I ighr , lometimcs by Speeches, fomc- 
timesby the Example of his own A&ions. Ours at laft 
law thcmfelvcs lo llreightned as they fought morefor 
Life then Vidor y. I he fuccefs, for an hour hung doubt- 
full, till a great many of the Inhabitants, wounded 
with their own tear, and our Swords, quitted the Field, 
(hewing in the firfVencounter, Valour, above Men, in 
the fccond, below Women , a thing very ordinary in 
raw Souldiers , where the grcaceft fear follows the 
greateft daring ; the reft by this example were getting 
off’ infearanddiforder; here the Moors receiv’d great 
lofs, falling with little or no Refinance , thole who 
drop’t too were fo many as they hindred the rclt from 
Flying. 

64. Ours entred the City mingled with the Moors t 
where the poor men fiop't , o’reconie with the fond- 
nefi and tears of Wives, and Children , who then with 
ulclefs compaflion bore ’em company, rather Witneflcs, 
then Defenders of their Lives; fome there were, who 
embracing-their Husbands let themfelves be run through 
with our Lances , inventing frefh ladnefs by a new 
remedy ; Of our Souldiers , fome Robb'd ’em, fome 
Defended ’em , fome following the difpofition of the

Moors was Deftroy’d , fome in the Fight, moft in the 
Flight j theVVomen fhew’d more Courage, then their 
Husbands } Thefe loft their Lives , they could not 
defend, the others delpifd theirs they might have 
lav’d ; of ours there Dy’d twenty two, the Wounded 
were more , of whofe number was the General hurt by 
an Arrow. ’ F was neceftary to end one Cruel ty to begin 
an other , their Anger ceaft, and their Covetoufnefs 
The D<?- began } Dom Alvaro gave order to Plunder the City, 
(t oying and where the Booty was as great as the Vicfory , becaufe, 
Plundnng of cither out of Confidence or Carelefneis the Moors had 
fav’d nothing , and kept in the City thofe who were 
ufelefs for the Defence of it, out of contempt of our 
Forces, or not to dishearten their own. In fine, the 
Prize was fo great , that it could not all be c'arry’d 
aboard, the Souldicrs took the beft, leaving the reft as 
Fuel for that Fire which was to Conl'ume the City, 
by Dom Alvaro given up to the mercilel’s Flames- 
which did not a little ftrike the Neighbouring Colonies 
that place being the Richeft and moft Tenable of all 
theCoaft, once, as it were, the Bulwark of the reft, 
now their Lamentable example. 

Dom ai- 6 5. The General with all the Fleet weigh’d Anchor, 
v,tro mum an d fleer’d tor Gea to unlade the Ships, ( put out ot 
their trim, by too great a Burden j ) refolving to leave 
there the Sick and Wounded , and return to carry on 
the Warr, which the Souldiers, content With the Li- 
berality, and Fortune of their new General, very much 
defir’d. The news arriv’d at Go* before 'the Ships, the 
Governour very much valued the Viftory, the people 
the Plunder} not long after came intelligence, that 
thofe who had fcap’d the Rout had been to acquaint 
■ Hidalcaon with the lamentable Deftru&ion of their 
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!cTcvTwh°, while they vented their firft grief for their 
I Children and Kindred, could not keep in the lecond 
calamity of their Goods and Houles, where the dcvou. 
ring Fire had fo mingled the Afhes, they could not with 
peculiar tears, weep over their Dead ; they told Hidal- 
caon that if he refolv'd to continue the Warr with fuch 
a people, they would go and Inhabit the Deferts, where 
they fhould be out of fight of thofe IVejiern Beads, 
born for the reproach and mine of Afia , they told and 
curs’d our Vi&ories one after the Other, which look't 
bigger in their Fears, then our Books. 

66. Hidalcaon , confidering the fortune of our Arms, WiJ; i 
the complaints, and calamities of the Inhabitants, and rote 
mary difaffe&ed to his Service, whom the Warr, and Pc,ce - 
thofe Succefies would more embolden, was inclinable 
to Peace, thereby to remedy the Diflentions and Sedi- 
tion* at home, which might grow ftronger bytheli- 
ber:y of men in Arms j and communicating to his 
Cooncel theprefent condition of things , all were of 
opinion , they ought by a feignd peace to cloak their 
grievances, expe&ing till time offered ’em a fairer op- 
portunity tofet upon the State, joyning their Forces 
with other Kings who were offended. And the Moors 
fighting more for their conveniency then quarrel, Hi- 
dalcam lent Embaffadours to the Governour , frivo- 
louflv excufingthe Warr he made, and minding him of 
the benefit the State might receive by his Friend- 
fhip. 

67 . The Governour , in publick and in great State, 
gave audience to the Embaffadours, anfwering them, 
that as he fought not for Warr, fo he could not deny ( it. 
it y that the felicity of the State confifted in having, 
many Enemies, becaufe with Spoils and Vi&ories it grew 
always greater ; but, that he never deny’d Peace to any 
one, who by his Attions, and faithfull Friendfhip de- 
ferv’d it j that he would deprive his Souldicrs of the 
conveniences they look’t for from that Warr > but 
Hidaltaon muft know the firft day he was to pafs fijr a 
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King , was that in which he treated Peace with the 
: PortHguefe. Thus did he difpatch the E mbafladours, aw’d 
with fo great a Courage ; with the fame ncgle& did he 
always manage the Warrs in the Eaji , in which his Va- 
lour was equal to his Fortune. 

eS. He prelently betook hitnfelf to thcdilpatching 
particular bufinefs , rewarding the Souldicrs who had 
ferv’dhim, whom he parted with as well fatisfy’d with 
the rewards he gave them, as his acceptance ot their Ser- 
vice; He put Commanders into the void Forts, which 
were unprovided by the King; making lojufl anefli- 
mate of Dcferts , that he was Debtor neither to conve- 
niency; or the State, a virtue hardly arriv'd at by Princes, 
and very rare in their Minifters. 

6 9 . He was not lets fir’d with zeal for the honour of 
God , then for that of the State, in the confufion of 
Warr, and the noife of Arms , applying himfelf to mat- 
ters of Religion, as if he had been only fent to fickle 
for them. And the King Dorn John , knowing his Pety, 
as well as his V alour, commended to him the propaga- 
tion of the Faith, and Divine worfbip. Out ot a Leiter, 
which on this Subjcft the King writ him, is well gathe- 
red, how both King and Minifier were inflam'd in God’s 
caute,of which we will here give a Copy, that the V/orld 
may fee our Arms in the Eaji , brought more Sons to 
the Church then Vaflals to the State. 


The Kfngs Letter to Dum John 
dc Caftro. 

F Riendand Governour. The great Concernment } whicb lies 
upon Chriflian Princes to loo\ to matters of Faith , and 
employ their Forces for its Prefervation , mahfs meadvife 
you how fenfihle 1 am, that not only , in many parts of India 
under our Subje&ion, hut even in our City of Goa , Idols 
are IV, orjhipp't , places in which our Faith might more reafo - 
nabl 
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nobly be expe&ed to Flourijh } and being at well inform d ! 
with how much liberty they celebrate Heathenifb feftivals,\ 
we command you i to dif cover by diligent Officers all the I- 
dols , and to demolijb and breaks 'em in pieces where ere they 
are found > Proclaiming ffrvere punifbntents again ft any one 
who (ball dare , to IP ork^ Catt , maty in Sculpture, En- 
grave, Paint , or bring to light , any Figure of an Idol, in 
Met all , Brafs , Wood \ Plaifter , or any other matter, orbring 
them from otfjer places } and again ft thofe , who publicity, 
or privately. Celebrate any of their [ports, keep by them any 
Heathenifb Franfyncenfe , oraffift and hide the Bramencs, 
the fwom Enemies of Chriftian Profeffion ; wbofoever of 
the fore-namd j ball run into the likg Crimes , ’tis our pleafure 
you Punijb ’em, with that feverity the Law in that cafe , or 
our Prolamatton requires , without admitting any appeal or 
difpenfation intheleaft. And that the Pagans may fubmit 
the helves to the yoal ^ of the 'Gofpel , not only out of Con- 
vi&tdn of the purity of its Faith , and fed with the hopes of 
Eternal Life , but be advantag’d too > by fome temporal fa- 
vour fbew’d 'em , ( which doth very much worl ^ upon Sub- 
ic&s hearts ) you are with all Diligence to fee that the new 
Chriftians , may henceforward have and enjoy all the Exemp- 
tions and Liberties from Faxes , enjoying thofe Privileges , 
and places of Honour , which the Pagans did hitherto ufe to 
do. We have too been inform’d, that many Indians are font 
to go in our Fleet , and are for that at charges againft their 
wills, defiring that fo great Exorbitancy fbould be remedy d, 
we order that the Chriftians be exempt from that Opprejjion > 
and in cafe the neceffity be very preffing , you / ball if they go , 

( witbythat truft we lookjfor, from your care, and diligence ) 
provide, that they be every aay fatisfyd for their Labours 
Having ltjtown toy, from grave and credible Perfons, ( and 
what we particularly refented ) that fome Portuguese buy 
Slaves for little, that felling them to the Moors and other In- 
fidel Merchants, they may get bylem; which is done to the great 
Dammage of their Souls , they being eafily. to be Converted 
to the Faith, we command you to employ all your power for 
i e preventing fo great an evilffiy bindring futh Safes, for the 
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great fervid which by it is done to God. and you will do to us, 
if with the rigor the cafe require j , you remedy a thing which 
appears fo foul to us. 2 on are to take care for the curbing the 
excejjive liberty of f me llfurerj , who as we are inform’d , are 
among ft you wider the protection of an old l .aw of Goa .. 
which we do at this prcfent,and you are aljo to revoke, taking 
it away from the Body of the reft , as ci-ntrarylo ( hrifhan 
Religion you are to give order for the fpeedy Building a 
Church in Bacaim, which is to be Dedicated in S't. Toicph. 1 
and upon our account to ajpgn it rent fora /'c£f *•, tome 
Beneficiaries , and Chaplains who may officiate thqre j and 
becaufe the Preachers , and Mint fieri of our Faith , by go in;' 
about to Convert the Pagans, are in Nccejfjity , we ihmfi/t 
fitting , and tis our will to give cm [owe thing towards de- 
fraying their Charges , and only for that you are to lay a year- 
ly Tax of three thoufand Tarda os on all the Mofques the 
Moors have in our I erritories. 2 on j ball too out of g«r 
Customs and Rights for ever give three hundred Bu/bclsof 
[Rice for the maintenance of theft whom the Vicar Miguel 
Vaz either hath or fijall Convert about Chaul. which quan- 
tity we otcler to be put into the lujhops hands , that be ( as 
be fees necefjity ) may distribute it. H e have too been in- 
form 1 d that about Cochitti, Saint Thomas s Chriftiaus are 
cheated in their weights and me a f ures by cur Merchants 
who fell Pepper there , and that they take from 'em the bur- 
plufage they (according to an old Cuftom) ought to have ov.r 
and above the juft weight , and me a fun, whom for many re- 
fpecls , ’ I were better to favour then opprefs , for that end 
you arc to give order , they may enjoy their old Cu flows ; you 
are aljo to treat with the King of Corliim 3 that he cyiufe to 
be tarn away certain Pagan Rites and Superfliiions which 
his South- fayers ufe to practice in the Jale of Pepper , his 
advantage by ’em being very little , and the Scandal to the 
Clirillians who contract there very great: and becaufe re 
have been advis’d of the Cruelty that King ufeth against 
tbofe Indians who receive our Faith , by jetfmg on their 
Eftates, you mutt ocealoufly endeavour the f aid Kings -(to 
whom we have writ about it ) leaving that fo c BarbartQq 
cruelty? 
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cntrhy, which f o much injures the Souls and Bodies of his 
Subjects, which, bang our Friend, he will do ; you on your 
part employing that care we charge you with. For that, 
wl)ith by your Letters and Aclvif is we have, concerning the 
delivering the people of Socotora from the /inferable Sla- 
very in which they Live , we are of opinion foto remedy it, 
that the T uric ( whofe Sub jeSls they a>sj fall not with his 
Herts inf ft thofe Seas , you are to lookjsow that is moft 
conveniently to be done by the advice of the Vicar Miguel 
Vaz , whofe Experience, both in that and all other buftnefs 
of moment that jballoccurr , will very much help you. 'Ve I 
know that thofe who Fifb for Fearl, beftdes other wrongs 
and opprejjions they lye under , fuffer in their Eftates , our 
Sea-Captains out of their little fear to God, forcing cm on 
very hard terms , only to F ifto for them , upon which, ( de fir- 
ing that none of our SubjeSls ftjould fujjer any Violence or 
Oppreffion ) we order you to lee that thofe people be not fo 
hardly us d , and that our Captains ufurp not fo an juft a'] 
Lower-, and further, for the avoiding the like grievances j 
and cruelties you are to looftij thofe Coafts be fufftciently j 
Guarded , andi if its pofftble for us to recover our Dues i 
without having a Fleet there : and finding it Feafible,you are j 
to withdraw thence our Captains , commanding none to Sail \ 
a bnl thofe Coafts, by that means the Natives may enjoy their 
Eftates, and Cruelties and Extorftons be prevented above 
all we recommend to you the confulting with the Father 
Francilco Xavcrius in what ever occurs, chiefly what is to 
be done for the encreafe of Chriftianity on the Lifting Coaft, 
that tho fe who are newly Converted may not be employed in 
the Lifting , if they be, it may be upon knowledge that with 
their new Religion they have got new Manners , and the great 
abufes they ufe in it way be Curb’d. IVe have been likewife 
inform d, that thofe who from Paganifm are Converted to 
our holy Faith , are ill us'd and defpis'd by their Kindred and 
Friends , who, with fo great Outrage and fo high an Hand 
banifb ’em their Uoufes, and fei^e on their Eftates, that they 
are fored to Live miferably in great want and neceflityi 
that fuch things may be redrefsd, you are ( with the Counfel 
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of the Vicar Miguel Vaz ) to fee they be reliev'd at our 
Charge, putting , what is to be given 'em, in the hands of the 
ReSlor who hath care of 'em , that he may every year diftribute 
itasismoji convenient . IV t know too that from Ceilaon, 
there came a youth to Goa , flying the fury and anger of his 
Kindred, and being ( ai he is j of tfse Royal Family , that 
he ought to faceted in the Kingdome , upon which , [for the 
encouragement of thofe already , and thofeyet to be Converted ) 
we have thought good that you accommodate him (now he's a 
Chrifiian ) in Saint Pauls Colledge in the City , where, at our 
Charge , fuch Lodgings , and necefjaries may be provided him , 
as are fit, not only for his maintenance, but plea fare, that our 
Grandeur with Perfons of his quality may be feen ; befides , 
you are to endeavour to clear his claim to the Kingdome > and 
wbat youfind in the bu fine fs, fend us with the proofs , that 
we may according to conveniency provide ; in the meantime 
’tis our pleafure , that with all imaginable feverity you call 
the Tyrant to account for. his Cruelties again fi thofe who are 
Converted to our holy Faith '■> obliging him to give fatir- 
faStionfor fo great inf olence , that all the Princes of India 
may fee our love to Jufiice, and how we put upon our own 
fare tlx proteSling thofe who cannot help themfelves ■ And 
becaufe, tis not fit Pagan Artificers fbould ( a i hitherto hath 
been allow d’em) Caff, Paint, or Worl^any Images or Fi- 
gures of our Lord thrift, or his Saints , to fell 'em i we 
command you to uje all diligence, for the hindring it , laying 
Penalties, that he, who (hall be prov’d to make any of the 
fore-mention d Images , Jhall ( befides the having two hun- 
dred Drubbs J lofe his Eft ate, becaufe without doubt it looty 
not well that Images reprefenting fo holy Myfteries ) hould 
pafi through the hands of Pagan Idolaters. We have it 
from the fame band, that the Churches newly begun to be 
Built at Cochim, and Coulaon, want finijhing , being un- 
cover'd and expos'd to all the injuries of the Weather } which 
is not only an ill fight , but prejudices the Building > you 
(ball therefore give Order , that ( without flicking at the 
charge ) they may be gone on with, till Finifb'd, by the work, 
and defign of the beH Architects and Overfeers j you are 
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too, to caufe a Church to be Built in Naraon, in Honour of, 
and with tlx Dedication to, the Apo file Saint Thomas, and 
to lool^ to tlx jtnijhing of that ah early beortn in Calapor, 
by the name of the holy Croft you are too, to maty: another 
in the Neighbouring ]f land of Coraon, for clefign and flare- 
linefs as yon /ball thinly convenient , there being nothing , 
which, in the Pagans will wore ft ire up Devotion for the 
matters of our holy Faith , then the a feci ion they fee on our 
fart. Be fide s which, we do more Jlraigbtly charge you with 
the founding Schools and Doufes of Devotion , in all f laces 
ft for’ti whether , on certain Days, not only (Joe Chrikian?, 
but Pagans may refort to Sermons, and Spiritual exercifes, 
that fo they may come to the Love of our holy Faith , and the 
Knowledge of the errors in which they Live , being illu- 
minate with the Light of tlx Goff el ; for which you are to 1 
choofe Minijlers with thofe farts fuel) a Mini fry requires. 
And above all, eameflly dejiring that the Name of God may 
be fnown and worflfip’t , and his holy Faith receiv'd in our 
State , we will, attd’tisourpleafure, tbit in the Territories 
of Salfetc and Bardez all the Idols, and infernal IVorfbip , 
which loath httlxrto been practis'd there, be utterly rooted out • 
and that it may be done with the lefs difficulty, and without 
the necejfity of uflng any force or violence, wc command 
the Preachers in their Sermons and Deputations, to manage 
the heart r of the Pagans with fuch prudence and~;al, that 
( by God's b le fling ) they may be fenfible of the good in- 
tended them , by bringing ’em to the knowledge of their Er- 
rors, and. delivering ’em from the miferable fervitucle of the 
Devil in which they are, out of which, they only are to be 
freed by cloflng with our holy Faith, the foie way to know 
that blindnefs in which Satan leads 'em , not to confider how 
much the Salvation of their Souls concerns 'em and bc- 
caufe it very much imports tlois bufntej s , that ll{e under- 
takers of it be Men of a good Life and Converfation, and 
able Scholars , you an to picl ^ out fuch, from whom we may 
expeSi the Effe&we defire, and to recommend to ’em the care 
and diligence requifitc on their part ; and on yours, you are 
to endeavour the drawing of, and favouring all men., efpe- 
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dally the Nobility and Great o ties , ( who fe ex tmple the mul- 
titude follows } and who behig once reconcil'd to our holy 
Faith , the difficulty will be but little to Convert the common 
people , who will immediately be doing, what they fee done 
by the Grandees. Let them who turn, be well us cl, ( that 
more May be worn ) having favour Jhew'cl ’em, not only in 
the general, but in their particulars , be they never fo poor 
and miferable. Of all this, we thought fit to inform you , 
that , for the confidence wt have of your care and diligence , 
you might remedy all , from which, great Glory will reju't to 
our Lord God ; and we will reckon it to you as a peculiar 
fervice. Dated at Almeirim the eight of March in the year 
of our Lordjefus Chrifi 1546.

70. Dom John put as much of this Letter in Exe- 
cution, as his being always in Arms would permit him; 
for the time of his Government was one continued 
Battail , and the Souldiers, by the Licence of Warr, 
were readier to ruinc the Laws, then reform their Man- 
ners; yet will theHirtory (hew us no flight Arguments 
of his Zeal, recompense extraordinarily by Heaven 
with figns and miracles, one of 'em, which hapned in 
the Molucca s, (' annex'd to his Government, ) 1’le relate 
with my Cuftomary brevity. 

71. The light of the Gofpel had flfln’d in* thofe L 
(lands j ( Saint Francifco Xaverto as a faithfull Labourer 
in the Lord’s Vineyard , having in a great part clear’d 
thofe places of the Thirties and Briars of Infidelity ) 
though we owe the firrt Cultivating to that great 
Portuguefe Antonio Galvaon, the molt Couragious Go- 
vernourand Zealous Apoftlc of thofe Pagans , whofe 
Prowels was anfwered by its Fruit9 in the wonderfull 
Converfion of Souls, who with their Baptifm re- 
ceiv’d the earte Yoakof Chrifi , the Princes and great 
Ones, as well as the People, being all Tunable to the 
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Obedience of the Gofpei. The Devil perceiving that, 
in that Ccflation of F again fm , a Light appear'd from 
Heaven difeoverihg the ways ot Life, arm’d againft the | 
innocent Cbriftians a Fagan thereabouts call’d J olon ) 
who had ulurp’t the lfland of Mora. He with in- 
fernal Zeal began to perfeeute the new Converts, 
forcing them by new Torments to turn Kcnegadot from 
that Faith they had profeft j for which, many ehofe to 
filed their Blood in a happy Martyrdome, others of} 
weaker Faith yielded to the Torments. The Tyrants 
boldnefs encreafing to the Affronting of our Arms, 
oblig’d ’em out of obedience to the Faith, and for the 
lcrvice of the State, to Chaftiie that Idolater. The 
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perlecuted, and fearfull, came with complaints to the 
Fortnguefe , in lernate , who refolving to bring down 
the Infidel, with more zeal then frrength went to find 
him out at his own Home. Their motion could not be 
fo leerct, but the Tyrant had notice of it; who, by 
fortifying the entrance of the lfland with Trenches and 
ftrong Barricados, provided for his Defence; and in 
cafe our men fhould get thofe, he had flrew’d Splinters 
and long poyfond Crows-fcet in all the Avenues 
which led to the City, ore which, whilftoursin the 
heat of Anger, and Vi&ory, paft , they muft necelfarily 
lofe themfelvcs. It hapned, that after winning the firll 
Stacade, ( which the Infidels probably quitted without 
any hot diipute, in confidence of their fecond Strata- 
gem ) whilft ours, baited with the flight of the Enemy, 
were incautcloufly parting on, there fell on a fiiddain, 
( a thing miraculous ) fuch a quantity ©f Allies from the 
Sky as made ours flop , till, after the Air was clear’d, 
they purlu’d their Vi&ory over the Crows-feer, where 
the Afhes had made the way hard and fure* fo the 
aftonifh’t Infidels afterwards related it, making ufe of 
the Miracle, for an argument of the truth of that Do* 
ftrinc they perfecuted. 

72. Thus did Jfta yield to the Faith and the State 
in the time of Dom John de Caftro , who had in one hand 

the 
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the Golfci 7 in the other a Sword, and fill d the Ea(l with 
! the difcourie of fo great an Action , as was, the Volun- 
tary undergoing a VVarr for the defence of Mate, a 
perfecutcd Moor , whofe Subjects had refus’d him their 
Obedience , and the Princes his Allies their Prote- 
ction. 

73. Jfia gave himb,ut little time of reft in the Fn- 
umphs of his Victories, Cambaya beginning immediately 
to route him with the Alarums of a new Warr ; the 
rnoife of it was already in the States intelligence . but 
being the moll notable piece of our Hiftory, we will 
relate it in a Book apart. 
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HE Portuguefe were more fear’d, then 
lov'd by the Princes of Jjia , on the 
Death of Sultan Badur King of Cam- 
bay a , whofe private Faults and pub- 
licit I’unifliments got him f by the 
Prerogative of the Blood-Royal ) the 
peoples affe&ion , either out of the natural Commife- 
ration to Sufferers, or reverence of Majefty, and hatred 
of our Government, not Ids abhorr’d as Forcin, then 
Powerfull. 

2 . Mabumud King of Cambay a , Heir to the Crown 
and wrongs of Badur, ( who Dy’d in the Government 
of the great bunho de Cunha ) equally fir’d with glory, 
and revenge, did f as our Chronicles relate J defign 
to take Dio from the Portuguefe ; and by the Confe- 
deracy of other Princes ) to drive 'em out of India, 
an undertaking, ( as fome of his own were of opinion ) 
not very difficult j their Arguments were , that the 
State was a monftrous Body, whofe Head being in the . 
Weft, fed the Members fo infinitely diftant from it, by 
the iqterpofition of fo much Sea, and Land ; that j 
Cambay ds ftrength was fo great , that as well by its 
Ruine, as Vi&ories, it could crufli the State , already

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I weakned with Co many accidents. The great Ones, 
and Nobility oi the Kingdome, were divided in their 
Opinions, fome, arguing from thefirft Siege, f their 
VVoundsatit, and Memory of it, being yet frelli 'i 
i thought the Portuguefes Arms fatal to Cambay a , and 
though they took to heart the Death of Tladur , yet bv 
others patience in taking Affronts, did they excuie their 
own ; they tax’d thofc, who were the firft Authors of. 
making peace with the State, and thofc who now would i 
have it broken- the laft, becaulethey kept not their! 
i faith • the iirft, bccaul’e they were not fenlible enough I 
of injuries. Others, fas when things are uncertain, it 
frequently falls out ) difeours’d to the contrary j and 
found as many arguments for Warr, as Vi&ory. 

5. Amongft all the relt, Coge-Sofar } the 1110ft Power- . 
• full and Obnoxious man of Cambaya , and who had got j 
the bed fliare in the King’9 favour , with a great deal 
of Caution fpurr'd on the Warr, believing, the Heart- 
burnings which were againd his Fortune, and the Envy 
of the great Ones, would, being the fruits of Peace, 
ceafe in the common danger j and by his Command and 
Power in the Warr, he fhould preferr others, who being 
his own Creatures would be true to him } PI give a flioi c 
relation of the man, bccaufe his name will often occurr 
in this Hidory. 

4. Coge-Sofar was by Nation an Albanefe , and the 
*' Child of Catholic^ Parents , though the Fruit degene- 
rated from the Stock. He had ferv'd fome rime in the 
Warrsof Italy , more taken notice of for a brave, then 
| a Souldier j in all Mutinies and Tumults , pick’t out as 
the word: ; for fome years he led this loofe Life, with- 
out, either reward, or punilhment ; untill, likeareft- 
lefs man, who had rather feek then cxpeci hia Fortune, 
he chang’d his Profeflion ; of a Souldier becoming a 
Merchant, for being Cupning and Covetous, this was 
the neared and hired way to what he aim'd. He begun 
in a little time, ( knowing the opportunity and feafons 
of Commerce ) to grow great by his bnfinds, being at 
/ once 
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once Liberal, and Covetous, for his own ends cunningly 
making ufe of both Vice and Vertue. His Stock and 
Credit was at Iaft fo confiderable, as Trading up and 
down the & tr eight with three fmall Veflcls of his own, 
of different Lading , he was met with by Rox Solyman , 
Admiral for the 6 oldan of Cairo , who Boarded him, 
made him yield, and took what he had. The Prize was 
greater then the Vi&ory , and Solyman for the credit of 
his own reputation, treated him Honourably, prefen- 
ting him to the Soldan a.s a Prifoner of Quality, valuing 
more his Perfon then his Booty. Coge-Sofar began to 
be as content with his misfortune, as if it had been of 
his own feeking ; He was experienc’t Souldier enough 
by his Service in the Armies in Italy and Flanders He 
[poke of the Forces of the Chriflians with malice and 
undervaluing , as if intending to teach the Soldan to 
know his own ftrength. The Soldan was by thefe Arti- 
fices brftught to look on the Slave as capable of great 
things, and begun fir ft out of curiofity to liften to 
him ; afterwards out of affection. Coge-Sofar with fo 
fly a flattery commended what ere he did, well, or ill, 
as itpaft but for freedome, Becaufe making a ftew to 
be only zealous, not acceptable, he kept to himfelf, the 
Soldan s favour, and avoided all publick honours more 
out of cautioulnefs then modefty. He came to be 
Treafurer of Cairo , a place of very great truft , which 
he manag’d with prudence, and fidelity, Vertues lo 
pois’d by the Soldan , as if not till then known amongft 
the Infidels. At the Counccls of Warr his Vote weigh'd 
moft , fometimes for his experience, lometimes for the 
reafon of it » in all defigns again ft the Christians , par- 
ticularly in tfiofe which were to be carry’ d on by others, 
He declar’d his fence with a great deal of confidence, 
and by this means grew fo great that he could not bear 
his own Fortune , till, not minding the prelerving him- 
felf by the fame Arts he wasadvanc’r, his Ambition and 
Pride buift forth > He pofleft what places he could, and 
more lollicitoufly look’t after Preferments then Friends, 

whofe 
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whofe help or company he now Valcw'd not , he defir d 
to be known, only for the Soldans Slave, and for Matter 
of the rett. He plotted the Deitru&ion of the great 
Ones on publick pretentions , as if he aim’d that two 
only were to Govern, rill the Moors , wearied of fo bale 
a patience, began publicity to complain and difturb 
the Soldaiis inclinations to favour Coyc-Sofar , they | 
very feelingly acquainted him with their grievances,: 
faying, they might now be very well excus’d from let*; 
ting out Galleys againft the Chnfiians } it their Slaves 
were to be made their Matters , when / «r/y of the befl; 
quality were by the Cbrijlians to cruelly us’d, as to go 
up and down Italy and Spain dragging their Chains 
alter ’em, and had their Faces ftigmatis’d with infa- 
mous Letter^, in token of their Captivity, that 'twas got 
to be born for to many great Eafiiaws to receive LaWs 
from a delpicablc Slave; that, though everyday they 
with their eves law their own Outrages, they cduld not 
difgett thole which were ottered to their Prophet , by 
a vile, irreverent and haughty Clorijlian , not fo much 
as going into their Molques; that nownothing more 
was to be done then the fetting up Crofies in the ftreets 
of Cairo, and commanding 'emto be ador’d. 

5 . Theft* things were laid with fo much frccdorae, 
as they look t more like confpiracy then complaint, and 
with particular grievances involving the caule of Reli- 
gion , ( which ordinarily carries with it, its own Jufti- 
fication, and the afte&ions of the People ) were wil- 
lingly littned to by the Soldan , who put CogeSofar out 
of his Office, with command to change his Religion ; 
fo frail do even the greatett Favourites find their Princes 
favour. 

6. Coge-Sofar feeing himfdf falJn , put on again his 
firit Humility, and thole Artifices the neceflity of the 
times taught him , and having now only the name and 
memory ofa Chriftian, eafily chang'd , for the Poyfon 
oi the Alcoran, Evangelical Salvation, quitting the name 
given him in Baptifmfor that of Coge-Sofar , by which 
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we before hand call’d him, not knowing the firft he hid. 
Coge-Sofar being a Mabotmtan, began to winn upon the 
Aloors in tLeir confidence in him; healing by gifts the 
hatred of thole who envy’dhim ; by his new Apoftacy, 
( by which he Cancel'll the luipition of his fidelity 
the malice of the people ; carrying on his Jeligns with a 
more fly ambition, which made him more affable to his 
Enemies then to Grangers ; but knowing the Solcian s 
Ficklenefs, fearing toe a lecond complaint, not reckon, 
ing on reconcil'd favour as lecure, Hctrcachcroufl/one 
night Kill’d his mortal enemy Box Solymaa and his 
Son , and putting together all the Jewels and Money 
he could, went away fecrctly for the Service of the King 
of Cambay a, of whole Grandeur and Liberality hw had 
had full information, and how he vaiew’d Strangers^ 
thole clpcciaUy who had any experience .irt the Warrs 
and Policy of Europe } the fuccels anfwercd his fore, 
call , for in a little time, either by his Fortune or Indu- 
duflry, he camealmoft coengrols Badur’s favour, being 
his Companion in his Vi&ories and Lolfes, beiug in die 
laft which befell him at his Death. So that r ow grown 
by the King’s bounty , to be in Power and Authority 
the greatelf Subject, holding alio with Mabunted Heir 
of the Crown the fame repute , for the realons we have 
already related, and to deferve the favour of the new 
Prince, by the love and fidelity he fliew’d to the Allies 
of him who was Dead, he urg’d him to revenge Badur's 
Death ; 'tie reported, that he lpoke to this purpofe be- 
fore the King and Nobility of Catnbaya.

of an idle Peace ; He charg’d too thofe he fent cun- 
ningly to obferve the Enemies Forces, what Auxiliaries 
he had, and what the people faid , that fo by that, they 
might Dive into the bottom of the defign. But whilft 
our I'nvoys are fettinp Sail , we will forbear /peaking

fuccefles in the Moluccas, which depend on this Govern- 
ment. • 

i u The Moluccas were many years under the obe- 
dience of our Laws , Difcovered and Conquer’d by the 
Arms of this Crown, which were the full of Europe 
came to thofe Iflands, align'd to us by the partition the 
Pope made 'twixt the Kings of Fortugall and Casiilc ; 
the King Dom Manoel , had op his fide the right of Arms 
and Laws* thefe Iflands not coming to Portugal l by 
Conqueft only, but by Inheritance. Jn the time of the 
King Dom Manoel , the laftandfirftof the Name, the 
Church and State equally flouriflftiri chofe Iflands, the 
light of the Gofpel , in the ecclipfe of Paganifm , Ali- 
ning there through his Zeal j many Kingdoms receiv’d 
from this fo happy Prince their Religion and Govern- 
ment. This King Dom Manoel , ( Baptiz d in Goa ) was 
amongft others King and Lord of the chief Iflands of 
the Molucca's, who well grounded in the Myftericsof 
Ujr Faith, returning to Govern and Inflruft his people, 

1 "y’d without any Heir, in Moluccoi and out of Giatitude, 
for the benefits receiv’d of this Crown, left, by Solemn 
will , ( Confirm’d by all the Formalities of the Law ) 
the King Dom John the third , Heir of the King- 
doms of the Molucco’s , to be fuccefHvcly annex’t to the 
Crown of Portugall. Thefe Iflands firfi: difcovered with 
Pains defended with our Blood, and pofleft with fo 
much Right , have we feen parted with ( againft the 
opinion of the beft Lawyers and Geographers ) to Ca- 

ftile. i 

1 2. The Govcrnour Dom John de Cajlro found in Goa 
Cacbil de Aeyro , one of great Power in the Molucco’s j 
who had tor his Service deferv’d well of thcSfate, and 
was the neareft Ally'd to the Royal blood of the laft 
Prince Dom Manoel , but, by many accidents fopoor, 
as he came to India to recommend himfelf to our Cha- 
nty. The Governour , thinking his misfortunes not 
deferv’d by his Blood, ( believing too that the memory 
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~Hiftorv o ( of our Kings would be more honour d by giving away, 
^l i D i° then receiving a Kingdome ) inverted him in the Crown 
Cap. 4. * of the Molucco s, with this caution, that in him, and 
his Pofterity, the exercife of the Regality (hould depend 
on Portugall. Amongft the Kings of India, feme, made 
fo great a gift a piece of Prodigality, others of Pride, j 
but ‘all flood amaz’d that we (hould take fo much pains 
for what we gave away fo eafily.

C mC WerC not a little difturb’d, by the arrival of three Cafli-

Fa&ion ,' calling his Sedition, Zeal, and the Generals 
moderation, Cowardifc , for delivering up the Arms 
and Banners ot Spain, which with his Lite he had fworn 
to Defend , and depriving the Fmpcrcur of the Com- 
mand of fuch plentifull Ifland*, and the poor Souldiersj 
of* the fruit and reward of lo dangerous a Voyage } that! 
the Fortugueje, a proud Nation, and always Crols to! 
theirs , would Laugh at our fo tame a furrender : But' 
that he knew all that bravery to be fa 1 fly grounded, for 
ewas neither the fervice of Cefar , nor the love of Ho- 
nour, which mov’d 'em , but the defire of the Cloves, 
ot which they had gather’d great quantities, and could 
not truft us, that we would let'em carry to Spam the 
news of that Commodity, whofe worth would pay 'em 
for all the dangers and troubles they had run through ; 
Fcrnaon de Sou fa and the reft, ( who faid as he did ) 
hearing this, as to that particular , took off their fears, 
and (the Cajlilians gallantry only covering their inte- 
reft ) the next day they rendred therofelves at the Fort, 
forgetting the high words in which they had Ranted. 

21. But the noife of Cambay as Arms allows not a 
Digreflion for Ids concernments. Coge-Sofar did ablo- 
[ainof S'| lutc, y f u P er ' n tend this Warr, the good Eyent of which 
he laid partly in his Forces , partly in his Stratagems. 
Whilft he brought together his Baggage and fupplies, 
( vChich for their greatnefs required leveral opportu- 
nities ) he writ to Dom John Mafcarenhas , that he was 
defirous to take away that Scandal which dilquieted the 
Peace made betwixt the Soltan and the State, that 
with mutual Friendfhip they might enjoy the Fruits of 
fo juft an agreement j that we had, by the Articles, a- 
greed a Wall fhould be made'twixt the Fortrefs and 
the City , which was then not done , not to fhew 
any Jealoufie info young a friendfhip, but now, when 
fo many years Peace had carry'd away any unjuft affe- 
Sion , ’twas fit to fatisfie the people who defir'd that 
feparation, as a mark of the Liberty they liv’d in j that 
'when on that fide we (leighted the Wall of the City, 
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'twas out or Anger, and the liberty of Victory ,• and the j 
Inhabitants could not endure to be every day minded j 
of their Ignominy by fo ieornfull a Memorial ; that; 
when no Symptoms of hatred were in their minds, twas 
not well to preferve them in (battered Hones ; that we! 
being but ft rangers in Dra, twas not for us to give Laws 
like Mailers ; that the Citizens would take it very ill 
chat what their Kings allow'd ’em , their Neighbours 
fhould take away ; that we ought front others .'subjects 
to feck for Friendfhip, not obedience ; that the Sultan 
had given him that City, which hcrcfolvd to enlarge 
with new Inhabitants , who (hould fee t hat Fortrels was 
not a Bridle, but a Defence to thole who Liv’d there} 
that twas but fit th cP<>rtuguefe fhould give the people 
all poffibic fatisfailion to lecure a Peace founded onj 
opprcflion. 

22.. Dom John Mj fcarenbas by this Letter perceiv’d 
that Coge-S'fjr fought for pretences to break, for, to 
permit the Building of the Wall, help’ c his defign . to 
deny it, jufbfyd the Warr ; whereupon he anlwered 
him , tfuc in fo well grounded a Peace as was 'cwut 1 
M abumud and the State , ’twould be more lecure to 1 
throw down, then go about to build up Walls . that 
the Wall would neither endanger us nor fccure them; 
that 'twixt the Fortrels and the City there was an other 
manner of defence which Guarded it , which was the 
Loyalty of the Fortugueje j* that he gave him joy of 
his new Seigniory, that he might reckon on the for - 
tuguefe as of his other Subjects ; tliat what he pro-; 
pos’d was to be referr d to the Govcrnour of India, 
who was fetting out a Fleet to come and Vifit the 
Fortrels} that upon his arrival he would acquaint him 
with his proportion ; and immediately advis’d the 
Governour how things flood , who by the Envoys he t 
fent to Cambaya had already a more perfeft knowledge ' 
of the intended Siege , receiving bura dubious anlwer 
from thd Soldan , who neither own'd, nor deny’d the 
A&ion, unfeafonably repeating pad: offences, as if 
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(" without diffurbing the Peace ) he would commence 
a Warr. 

23. The Governour , giving himfelf wholly up to 
this bufinefs , and confidcring the importance of the 
place, refolv’d jot its defence to engage all the ftrength 
of the Stare, without {'paring expence, danger, or dili- 
gence. He very feelingly recommended the litccour of 
Did to the Cities of Liacatm and Cbanl ', which were the 
neareft to him , putting them in mind of their Honour, 
Reward, and. Duty } in Goa he ordered the providing a; 
great Carvel with Ammunition and Provifion, and two 
hundred and fifty Souldiers, who finding the Seas high, 
with a great deal of difficulty recovered Bat aim , and 
ftriving to crofs over to Dio , were by firong and con- 
trary Winds (battered and fore t back. 

24. Coge-Sofar not having his Forces together , fet 
upon us by other ways. With large gifts, and greater 
; promiles, he bought out the fidelity of one of our 
Souldiers , that in the dead of the iSight he fhould 
| either fire the Powder, orpoyfon theOiflcrn, or if he 
could not compafs either of thofe deligns, he (hould 
endeavour, through the Houfe in which he Liv’d ( fit 
for that mifehief by its joyning to the Wall J to let 
the Moors into the Fort. The Souldicr being timorous, 
or irrefolv’d, acquainted an intimate of his fa Moor } 
with the bufinels, who ( the leward for di/covering 
Treafons being lurer then for Executing ’em ) told 
it to the Commander in chief, he having, by two other 
hands had it, and confidcring how foul the fault was 
for the example of it, and not fufficiently prov’d lor the 
punifhing it , that the Offence dclerv’d not pardon, nor 
the Conjun£fure allow'd not the punilhment , lent 
away the Souldier with Letters to the Governour, a— 
quainting him with what proofs he had of the fulpe&ed 
Treafon. 

25. Dom John Mafcarenbas making fure of a Warr, 
gave order ( whilft a pretended Peace gave Colour to a 
Trade ) to buy up what Provifions were in the City,

tered , by a Captains coming into the City with five 
hundred furies, more to dilpofe, then make a Ware, i 
He brought lrtili Letters, for the Commander from 
Cogc-Sofar, in which both warily and carucftly, hepreft 
the making up of the Wall; Dum ‘John Mafcarenbas 
would not now return any anlwer to tin, telling the 
Turkey the Fortugnefe granted no Petitions, which were i 
writ by men with Mulqucts on their Shoulders.

26. The lfland of Dj^renown dfor the Richnefsofits r u 
commerce, deplorable for the ruinc of its Inhabitants, > i c. i 
famous for the report of our Victories, lies in a Bay, and 
on a Poinc , which bounds the Kingdome of Cambay a, 
in the heighth of twenty two degrees Northward. The 
Natives do fabuloufly lpeak of the antiquity of its 
Foundation , allowing it a more noble, then certain be- 
ginning ; keeping the Records in their Traditions for 
want of writing : The Port was always the chief Scale j 

of the Bay , frequented by Ships which went to Mecca , j 

which Voyage, Religion and Trade make very grate- I 

full to the Moors. The City, is by a Channel which 
goes about it , divided from the main Land ; tis by 
fituation ftrong, and by helping out nature with art,, 
is made more tenable. The Channel which furrounds 
it, hath two Outlets , one toward the North, which 
(hallow, and full of Sands is of no ufej the other to- 
j ward the South inconvenient too for the Craggineisof 
the Rocks which form it; it hath on the fore-part of 
the Ifle an other Channel where Ships may Anchor, and 
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by this is the beft paflage to the City. ’Tis not of that 
figure , John de Barros deferibes it of, having been al- 
tered by the difterency of Moors who have pofleft it, 
each of them Fortifying it a new way, as they were 
taught by their judgment or the variety of Times. 

27. Coge-Sofar came into the Town with eight thou. 
land men , ( many of ’em lurkj who Itrrv’d him for 
Fay ) (ixty great Pieces, ( ’mongtl which were eighteen 
Bafilisksj Ammunition and Provision for his men, as 
fore-leeing the length of the Siege; He had too in his 
Camp a thoufand J imxarie/, who had more then ordi. 
nary Pay; who, out of their Habituated lnlolence 
flighted ti.e d fign, condemning Cage’s fear for bringing 
Forces together, aid difturb'ng the Grand Sigmor s 
Aims againft four pitiiull Chrijitans , defended by ^rot- 
ten Wall , againft whom, neither Honour was to be 
gain’d by Fighting, or Plunder by Conquering. Coge- 
Sofar neither commended , or condemn d the 7 urkjt 
courage ; hut ( better taught by his fear, or experi- 
ence ) look’t upon the V ictory as not fo lure ; in 
opening his Trenches, planting his Batteries, forming 
his Squadrons, he fliew’d himfelf a Souldicr ; and w 4, en 
he was laid down before the Fortrefs made this fh rt 
Speech to the Turkj. 

28. “ Friends, and Companions, ‘tisnotmydefign J 
<c to teach yob, either, to fear or delpifc thofe few to* - 
a tnguefe , whom you fee befieg’d within thofe Walls ; 
“ for though Souldiers, yet are they not more then men.

29. Having made an end of his Speech, either defir- M 
ing, more to juftifie the Warr, or gain time for the u, rhe 
expedfance of fupplies , he try’d Oom John Mafcarenhas ( jyJ xm 01 
with harder terms, refolutely infilling on the Building 
up the Wall, and demanding that the Ships of the 
Soltaity ( his Mailer ) might Sail freely up and down 
without paffes from our Generals , an affront, which, 
the Sultan bore as a Friend, but could not endure as a 
Prince : He further requir’d that the Merchants Ships Ik 
might not be oblig’d to put in at that Port ; which was £ Cap.

1 put you in the 
way of honour, ’tis in you now to # winn it, With that 
he gave him his blciling, and recommended him to 
Dingo de Fejnofoy one of the braveft Cavalliers who 
came for India > In this relief was Sebaflion de Son 
Ito John Rodngufr* de Sa , who, in this occafion, and 
others gave remarkable proofs of his Courage, there 
went too with him, Dom Francifco de Jlmeyda y Son to 
Pam LopOy to be a Companion to two Brothers he 
had in Dio , there were in the fame relief, Antonio da 
Cuiibiiy Veto Lope*. de Son fa, Diogo da Sylvia, lorge Maf- 
cartnbaSy Antonio de Mello, and many other Gentlemen, 
who then purfu d dangers as if they fled from 'em, 

j i. The Governour writ a very civil Letter to Dom 
John MafcaredWy telling him how much greater it was 
on this occafion to be Commander of Dio then Gover- 
nour of India ; that lie had in that relief fent aim his 
Son Dom Fernando , that if ever he return’d into the 
Kingdome, he might amongft the Vanities of his Old 
age tell of his being a Souldier under him ; that he 
might be confident , all the ftrength the State could 
make fliould be ingag’d in the Defence of that For- 
trefs s that there were on thofe Ships many young 
Gentlemen , whofe forwardnels it behoov’d him to 
iemper, becaufe men Befieg'd were only to fhnd upon 
their Defence > that he had there lent him , as much 
Ammunition as would expeft afecond Relief, two En- 
gineers , and a great many ordinary Work-men ("with 
Infirumcnts and Materials for that purpofe ) to make 
up the Breaches of the Enemies batteries : In which 
Dm John de Caftro fhew’d not only the zeal of apub- 

X lick 
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lick Minifter, but the experience of a Souldicr, by fore- 
feeing their extremities and preventing ’em. 

32. Dom John Mafcarenhas had Commanded a 
Bridge ( which went from Saint James's work for the 
convenience of the Garrifon over to the other fide ) to 
be broken down , and the making of a Draw-bridge in ; 
fte.id ot it. Saint James his Tower he committed to 
the charge oi Jlonfo de Bomfarh Clerk of the Cuftom- 
houie, baint l bonus’ s work to L u u de Soufa , St.Johns 
to (jil Cuutnih > , that which was over the Gate to Ante, 
mo t reire , and another work ot Saint James’s which 
commanded the River to l)om John de Almsyda and his 
Brother Dom tedrode Ahneydt y Saint George sto Antonio 
Fecanna , tiK Faute-bray to John de lene^eanos, and the 
Curtain to Antonio Rodriguez, ; amonglt thole Officers 
he divided one hundred and levenry Soui.. hers , He and 
thirty more were Supernumerary to help upon occa- 
fions. Dom John with lo few men expected fio great an 
Army as came again fl him , providing with to much 
itcuriry for his Defence, as it the danger was neither 
tear d or unexpected. He 01 tiered the Ammunition and 
ITovilion to be kept very ftridHy, becaufe the hindrance 
of the Weather, an the Enemy, made the receipt of 

lany more uncertain. He let the Slaves and thofc who 
| were not fit to bear Arms, to bring Lances, Powder, 

; Stones, and Provifion to the Works, that the Souldiers 
'might not be taken up in any thing but Fighting ; in 
; this Work he employ’d too the Children, the Old men, 
j and the Women , lb that there was not in the Fortrels 
Per foil, or Sex idle or unfcrviceable, and calling them 
together upon the Parade* of the Fortrels, hefmilingly 
I fpakc to ’em ; 

33. “Thole lurks, and Januaries you lee from 
“ hence, are come to winn of us the Honour they loft 
•“ in the (irft Siege, yet are they not more confiderable 

then thofe who were beaten , norwelels then thole 
“ A’iio overcame ; 1 confels to you I envy the mcaneft 
j “ Souldier wlio kept this place, becaule the memory of 

“ his 
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“ his Valour doth yet honour liis Polterity , whom we 
“know not lb well by their Name, Country, or Birth, 
“ as by being the Sons, or Grand. children of thole who 
“ lb giorioully tell, or triumph'd in Dio. Thcgreareft 
“ honour'd their families , the meanelt begun theirs. 
“Foitunc isath brought us upon iuch an other action; 
“ thole liout tortuguefe had not Buried with 'em all 
“ the glory of fighting , they have left m what will 
“ make us latnous. Let not the inequality of our forces 
“ fright us , lor Renown is not to be purchas'd by ordi- 
nary dangers; we have Sail’d live thouiand Leagues 
“ only to find out this Uay , and in it to gain chat ho* 
“nour neither King** or Countries can give us ; lor 
“ Kings give Rewards, not Deferts j we want not Pro. 
“ vilion or Ammunition to hold out the Siege till Re-j 
“ lief arrives, and though in this Seaibn the Seas are | 
u high, )er have we a John de Cafuo (who with his 
“Sword in hi:; mouth will come under the Waves to 
“ help us ) and fo many other Gentlemen and Pcrlons 
“ol (Quality who will think themfelves injur d if with- 
“ out them we gain the honour which is before us j 
“ after which we arc not to look for any thing more 
“ from fortune , being to be put on their Lilt who 
“have memorably icrvd their King and Country , lor 
“the keeping up of whole Honour wc are come trom 
“farchcft Weft-ward thus remote - and y what’s above j 
“ail) we fight agamft the Enemies of our faith, and 
“ in lo juft a caule cannot want owning, fince we ierve 
“ the God of Vitft ories. 

34. When the Speech was ended , there was in the 
"Turks Camp heard a great Shooting, by which Coge~ 
Sofar welcom'd a Relief of two thoufand Foot, which 
were come to him from Cmbay a , all old Souldiers, 
who made the fuccour more confiderable by its quality, 
then number ; there came with thefe two of the 
M'jgull's Commanders, Perfons very wmch Cry’d up by 
their own men. The fame day there came in a great 
parr of the Nobility from the Court , which at lome 
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diftancc from the Lcagucre, Lodg’d themfefves in Rich 
Tents, with fiich Order, as wanted nothing of the 
, Dilapline of Europe; Our men, by not valuing their 
Lives, put off the Terrour of fucli great preparations, 
encouraging one the other by Difcourfcs luitable to the! 
ocolion, taking Couniel of their necdlity how to be. 
have thetnlclvcs. 

3 5. The next day ( which was Maundy \ hurfday 
in the yeai 1 54 6.) there appear’d betimes in the 
Morning near our Fort re ft a (olid work of F.arth, with 
its Skit.g4tes,and in them fome great Pieces, and on top 
of the work a great many Sacks of Cotton, cover’d with 
Raw hides to refill: the Fire, a thing, which for the little 
noife and time it was contriv'd in, much ftartledour 
men, and did not look like the ddign of a Confus’d 
and Barbarous multitude, who, whilft the Siege failed, 
fliew d as much Valour, as Difcipline $ they prefently 
| began, with a great deal of fuccefs, to batter our Fort, 

! demounting four of our Gunns, which did the greatcfl 
i Dammage to their Battery. 

j 3 6- That days good fortune Counlell’d ’em for the 

reft, making in five Nights as many Forts, at a propor- 
tionable diftance, to give by the feveral Breaches a ge- 
neral allault, which fo few Defendants fo divided would 
not be able to withffand; the fuccefs might have an. 
fwer’d thedefign, had not our Fort which lay on the 
Sea, and commanded theirs, done ’emfo much harm 
that they thought fit to look to their own Reparations! 
before our Offence . the great Gunns were filent for 
two days, in which they contriv’d a fccond Fabrickto 
fecurc their firfl. They put to Sea a Tall Ship, full of 
Powder, Stonc.pitch, and other Combuftiblc matter, 
this they laid on the firft Deck, as a Stratagem prepar’d 
for a fecond defign , over this they made a falfe Deck 
capable of two hundred Fighting men, as if with them 
defigning to Scale: The Ship fo lay, as to command 
| that part of the Fort, whether, they concluded , our 
men upon their advantage of place to Fight on, and 
‘ numbers. 
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numbers, would probably come , when in the heat of 
the Conflift, quitting the Ship, they would let her on' 
Fire, which lighting on the Fort, might burn it with- i 
out any Dammage or Danger to their own men } and' 
that prcfently entring on the ruins the Fire had left, 
they would on them calf up an other, whence they 1 
might batter our Fort refs, and by this new work fecure 
their former, and <o their Gunns play fecurcly. AStra. j 
tagem grounded on Soldier-like conclufions, j 

27. Dorn John Mafcarenbas had ('by fome Spies he j 
had in the Camp ) notice of the Machine aud defrgtf'I 
and calling to him Jacome Leyte , Commandei Sea , a j 
Souldicr of great truft, told him he would not Rob ; 
him of the honour belong’d to his employment ; that 
he thought the lirlt Atchicveinent of this Siege ought 
to be his , and acquainting him witli the advice he had, : 
gave him Orders to be ready in the fccond Watch, j 
Jacome Leyte put to Sea at the hour appointed in two 
Boats with thirty Souldiers , and Rowing quietly till 
he came up with the Ship, began to caff in her a great 
many Pots of Powder. The Moors at once law their , 
danger, and the Fire burning cm, and running to their 
Arms, dill rafted by fear and deep, did faintly andcon- 
fufedly defend themfelves, hindring one an other by the 
Node and Tumult <0 unexpeftedan Onfethadcausd: 
fome began to throw themfelves into the Sea , who j 
fbew’d the way and example to the reft ; at Iaft, with: 
Complaints and Clamors they left the Ship , giving the j 
Alarum to the whole Camp. Jacome Leyte had time 
enough to make faft a Cable to the Ship, and tow her j - 
after his > The Captain receiv'd him with Praifcs and. 1 
Embraces , making more of this fuccefs, becaufe it fo i 
happily began the Warr. The Moors , though with 
eminent danger, continued their Battering, for every, 
fione they unloofned of theFortrefs, paying Souldiers, 
and Canoneers, their Battery did no coilSderabie harm, 
only Saint James's Baftion, being the weakeft or the 
moft Batter’d, was open in two places* and the Breaches 

Y wide 
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wide enough to enter upon aiTauic ; though thole with, 
in defended themfelves with Retrenchments , and by 
Night ftole Earth to make up the Breaches. ! 

58. The Battery continued not without Execution, 

| the Wall being in many places open, every where fhat. 
jtered, andnotaSouldier could peep through the Bat- 
tlements , who was not peirc’ t with the Enemies Ar- 
rows, or wounded with their Shot , which was fo thick 
as it appear’d to be a continual Dilcharging , Coge - Sotar 
little valuing the fpending Ammunition, or venturing 
Soldiers, as being fufficiently furnilh t and ftock’t with 
both; He was too, anlwered by our Gunns from the 
Fortrels, and with more Dammage, for the Moors being 
in multitudes, not a Bullet was Ipent in vain. 

39. The Turk* were earned to go on upon the 
Aflault , becaufe in many places the Battery had done 
Dammage enough to fcale the Wall, yet did Coge-bofar 
keep them oft’, expelling more Force, or willing by 
continual Duty and Wounds to abate the height of 
our men , whole eagernefs he hop't by flow Fighting to 
tame, and wafte the Forces, Ammunitions, and Patience 
of the Befieged ; an Argument not altogether out of 
the way, for the Winter, which had begun furioufly, 
took away the poflibility of that fuccour which wasj 
neceflary, and wanted from the firftday, for the care- j 
lefnefs of Peace and fuddain invafion ot the Enemy had j 
made our 9 unprovided to endure the weight of that j 
Warr, their confidence in that kind being fo extrava- 
gant, that fince the fiege Antonio da Sylveira held out, 
the place was only kept by the repute of that Vi&ory . 
and Dom John Mafcarenhas had no more then forty 
Barrils of Powder for Canon, and twenty for Mufquets, 
fcarcity of Provifions, as well as of Men , who faw the 
Warr before they expected it , the Defendants were 
but two hundred , moft of them Garrifon-Souldiers, 
who were to have their firft credit by that Siege. 

40. The Captain was not a little troubled at the 

State of things, and the uncertainty of relief, which, iti 
! concern’d 
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; concern'd him as cautioufly to keep from his own as the 
: Cnemy , neither would he in the beginning of the Siege 
ftint the Provifion, and Ammunition , feeing, one way, 
the ill confequence , the other, the neceflicy of doing 
it ; when the Watch came to tell him there appear’d 
nine Sail, which feem’d by their Built to be Ours , the 
! tranfport of this News brought all the Souldiers on the 
I Wall. Thediftance, and clofenefs of the Weather 
made them of different Opinions, but within an hourj 
they made the Colours of the Squadron, and prefently at- ! 
ter the Admiral with.the King’s Arms, which by contrary 
VVinds was working it up towards our Fortrefs ; they 
all had their Pendants flying, and Flaggs of defiance 
in the main top ; they immediately faluted the Towers, 
who return’d them the fame Sea-civility. The Moors j 
from the Shore made many a Shot at them whilft: they 
caft Anchor j They firft unladed the Ammunition and 
Provifion , afterwards the Souldiers , and laft of all 
Dorn Fernando went on fhore, which was either the Fa- 
thers advice, or the Sons gallantry. j 

41. The Commander in chief, having receiv’d thofe 
Gentlemen as Companions of his Fortune, knowing of 
Dom Fernando’s coming, went to feek him on Board-, and 
met him on the fteps of the Fortrefs as he was coming 
up , he took him in his Arms, and fpakc to him as time 
and place requir’d , offering him his own Lodging, 
which Dom Fernando would not accept, defiring him to 
rclcrve that honour till they had Peace ; that for the 
prefent, that part of the works where wasthegreateff 
danger fhould be his Chamber •, that his Sleep would 
do him no good, one ftep from the Wall ; Dom John 
Mafcannbas again embrac’t him, wondring, in fo Green 
years, to meet fo Manly a temper. 

41. There came in the Ships good ftorc of Powder, 
Arms, and Provifion , with which they might holdout 
! the Siege till frefh Relief} neither did the Governour 
forget to fend Phyfick and Regallos for the Sick and 
Wounded. The Commander fhew’d the Souldiers the 
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Goverhours Letter, in which ( as tye faid} he fecurd 
him of his coming, for which he was providing with 
the greateft diligence and ftrengch rhe Stare was capa- 
ble of, which put new hearts into theBcficged, and 
| made them look with an other Face upon the exigen- 
| cies and preparations of the Warr, which was like to 
• continue. Coge-Sofar receiving every day fupphes, and 
laying new defigns, for which he had from diverfe place? 
brought Engineers, who were, by ambition and reward, 

■ put upon new inventions, which made our men more 
iollicitous for the danger they faw not, then for that 
before em. 

45. The Governour, after having jjifpatch’t his Son 
Dom Fernando , gave Order for Proclaiming a Warr 
at Fire and Sword againfi the King of Cambay a , as one 
who was perjur’d, and had broke the Peace betwixt him 
and ti c State : this lie did with Warlike and Legal 
folcmnities, thereby to publifh, and juftifie the motives 
of a Wart, which kept in iulpence the judgments of the 
whole Laft. He writ to the Inhabitants of Hacaim , 
minding them , that as ncarcll, they were oblig’d to 
luccour DtOy that other places help^t in the States"dan- 
ger, -they in their own , the Gunns which battered Dio, 
jlhakmg the Houles of B a cairn ; that he was providing 
to go railethc Siege, and ufe all imaginable Hoftdity 
againft Cambay a, becaufe the State never had a defen - 
five Warr with the Kings of the EaB ; that he defir' d 
'em to be ready to accompany him with Ships and Men, 

| as was to be expeded from lb many Honourable Citi- 
'Cx.tnsy and Loyal Foringuefe ; that he left it to- them, 
j itlvcs wliat they would do for the Service, looking that 
j every one out of Loyalty and Love to his King, fbould 
out.go his polfibility. 

44. He writ in the lame manner to all thofe places 
from which he* could receive any help , finding them 
dilpos d to the Service, and for that to the fpending their 
I Lftates : an happinels which we inuft reckon upon as 
{peculiar in his Government, as on divcrle occafions 
1 the 
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the Hiftory will thew. He fell upon providing the Fleei 
with a great deal of earneftnefs , and finding the State 
too poor (or Inch an cxpence, ask t great 1'unims of the 
Merchants upon his word ( which was the Gold and 
Diamonds lie only laid up _) a Pawn on which all men 
of Trading offer'd him what they had; 1 know not ii 
now amuiigft men ot Power E Prates of that nafre go 
currant for lb much, He ordered publick and private 
Prayers to he made , belt celling God, fince t’was his 
own ro protect the cauie ot the Eaithfull, relying more 
upon sacrifice, then Arms; his ordinary difcourlc was 
with Experience men about the buffnelsof Dio , and 
wms more inclined by the realon, then the authority of 
the Votes. 

4^. Our Arms in Dio did not grow rufty. The Com- 
mander having advice that there was expedited to be 
put into the Army a great Caravan of Proviiions, which 
were to l.e Laden on the Co, dt betwixt andj 

Dawaon , upon it lent forth the Sea-Commander j 
Jacome Leyte with three Ships, to lye about the lllandl 
; Dos Mortos , w'ho by Night getting over the Parr and 
! Sailing along the Shore, took by it a great many Vcf-j 
fcls which came to furnifh the Army, lie put the Moors ! 
to the Sword except fbine he kept to hang at the Lards, 
Arms when he came over the Parr ; winch he did, pre- 
lenting the Army with a Lamentable fight, who had 
too the Confirmation of what had pan by the f ire they 
law burning the Vcflcls , the Provifions were brought 
into the Fortrels, which were vvliat they then nioft 
wanted, 

46, Coge-Sofar had already loft a -great many men, 
without feeing the Forcrels or minds of the befieged 
ihakcn to flatter his hopes of getting it. Our men 
vvalk't upon the Wall with wanton Ornaments and 

L eathers, to fliew their plcafurcin, or contempt of the 
VVarr they were engag'd in. Coge-Sofar , lecinguswith 
fo inconfiderable a ftrength Maftcrs at Sea , and that 
the ProVifions Fits Army had came by ffealth or in 
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danger , ordered the fetting out a Fleet from Snrrate , 
which met with three Ships of ours .coming from Ba- 
caim and Chaul to furnilh the Fortrcfs ; the Fortuguefe 
fought very dclperately , but by the Odds of their 
ftrength, moll of them Dy’d, who fold their Life at fuch 
a rate, that the Moors had no caufe to rejoyce in either 
»he Prize or Victory. Dom Fernando de Cajiro askt 
leave of the Commander in Chief to go with fome 
Ships to their help , which he did not grant, knowing 
’twould be labour loft,, tor the Enemy dole out and 
preluitiy retir’d. 

47. Dom John Mafcarenhas thought of advifing the 
King by Land how tilings were with him • therewas 
I fit for that puipofe an Armenian , skill d in the Language 

c j and Cuftoms of the Moors j he was fent away in a light 
Brigantine , which was to fet him onflioreon the Coaft 
of Lor, thence in a J agues cloaths ( which is amongft 
them a Religious and poor Habit ) he was to go to 
Cinde , and from thence to Ornms with Letters to the 
Captain ; He travell'd in the company of lbmc Bafora 
Merchants , who by the River Euphrates carry’ d him to 
Babylon , where he was to flay for the Caravans to go 
over the deferts of Arabia. 

48. Coge-Sofar cairy’d cm his works with no Ids 
danger then toil , and with fo Cruel and Barbarous a ! 
rdolutends, that he us’d the Bodies of thofc Pioneers 
our men Kill’d, for filling up the Ditch j tiling fo in- 
human a Diicipline, to cover perhaps the lols which 
now began to be known in the Army, though made up 
by daily Reliefs which continually fill’d the Camp. 
Coge-Scfar , where the advantage was moil, planted • 
fixty great Pieces , of which there were Baptises, ' 
Salvages , Eagles and Cornells ^ befideslds Gunns which 
exceeded that number; He fecur’d the five works he 
had rais’d with new Walls, and covered the Pioneers 
with crooked Travefes of fo many windings that our 

c ‘ Guns could not come at ’em ; The Moors by this means 
commanded the Foflee of the Fort, where they had 

planted 
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planted eighteeen Baftliskj , which plaid for a fort, 
night together , with fo much Dammage, as our men 
for their Jail remedy defended themfelvcs with the very 
ruins, making Forts retrenchments and reparations of 
the ftoncs which had been thrown down, 

49. We had now loft fburfertre men , and had more 
then an hundred Wounded , befides the fcarcity and 
badncls o{ the Provilions had made many lick ; moft of 
the Ammunition was [pent , and by it our men brought 
into a great deal of danger, which Coge-Svfar having 
notic e of by fume Slaves who uin away from the For- 
trefs, ordered the batteries fhould be rc-inforc t , belie, 
vingthe hearts of fucli (battered Forces could not hold 
out ; and as one, who would divide with his Prirct the 
lniiles of Fortune , lent- to the tu'tan, who was at 

ban? panel , to come to the Camp, to put the Fortrels 
on the lira alia id t into his hands} upon the credit of 
chat promile the Sultan came with ten thouiattd Horle, 
and molt of Ids Court , he was receiv'd with a V ollee 
Royal, Cconded with diverfc Inltrumcnts of Warr and 
Mirth , • Mu lick which ours heard , as abating their 
Courage, and grating their Fars. 

50. Our mcnbcl.ev’d that the Mirth in the Camp , 1 
fo Solemniz'd with repeated Vollees, was to welcome 
thole furies they look’c for j Dom John Mafcarenhas 
prelently commanded Fernaon Ca<valbo Commander of 
the Fort next the Sea, to let out a little Boat to know 
what pal! among!! the Enemy , ( the Spies he had in 
the Camp , being cither T reacherous, or Lifcovered ) 
which w'as done that very Night, and a Moor brought 
us, who told us of the Sultan s coming , Coge-Sofar s 
promifes, and the confidence they had of their defign. 
The Commander freed the Moor , and bid him from 
him defire the King of Cambaya to flay in the Army , for 
he hop’t to come and Vifit him in his quarters. The 
Moor rejoyc’t at his Liberty , and wondred at the 
iCaptains anfwer ; being broughc before Mahutmtd, and 
repeating the Captains words, he told him , the Por- 
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tugueft had their Fore thrown down , and their Hearts 
whole. 
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51. Coge-Sofar commanded they fhould continue 
Battering, and bid Siniaon bco ( one of our? whom he 
had a gam ft the Law of Arms detain'd Priloocr ) tell 
Pom John Mafcarenhas , that he wondredto lee him fo 
pent up, without Sallying out to Fight in the Field,! 
as did the brave Cavallicr Antonio da tsylveira^ that his 
actions very much difagrecd with his wordvi our men 
anfwered the mtflage with Bullets from the Wall j the 
Battery lafted five hours, not without doings great deal 
of Dammagc to the buildings , which were tottering 
before \ yet our Shot return’d it with more lois, and 
better fortune , fora bullet at randomekillda ALwrin 
the Sultan's Tent, as he was difecurfing with him $ and 
the Eaftern Moors creduloufly addnfteci to Omens t the 
King looking upon what had hapned, as a warning of 
iome mffehiet which was coming ( perhaps diffimbling 
his fear by his Supcrftition ) immediately went out of 
the Field , leaving behind him Jwz,arcaon , a flout A- 
befpncy who in the Mogulh War is ferv’d againft AW; » 
Mabumed , and now as a Souldier of fortune, was Ly 
fome advantages perfwaded to take pay in this Warr. 

52. The King, having left the Tents, ftouter in Peace 
then Fight, and retiring to hisplealure Hoi.feof Melinite 
on the Tame Ifland, did haften relief, which daily re- 
cruited the Camp. Dom John Mafcarenhas , who info 
dole Siege knew no certainty of the Enemies deftgn;, 
was talking with the Cavalliers and Gentlemen haw 
much it concern’d ’em to get fome advice. Diogo els 
Anaya Coutinbo , ( a Gentleman who Liv’d upon his Pay, 
yet of bravery becoming his Birth) hearing this dif. 
courfe , offer’d himlelf to the Captain, and let down 
by a Cord from the top of the Wall, protected by the 
darknefs of the Night , went to the Enemies quarters 
he had not gone farr, but he fpy’d two Moors talking 
hard by him, he fcrupled to fet upon ’em , becaufe to 
carry off two was impoflible, to fight with 'em incon- 
venient, 
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venient , blit advifiug with the occafion, he Knock’t { , rv 
down one of ’em with his Lance, and doling with the ' . 

other (who byCrying out biting and flrugling defen- ' ' '• 
dedhimlelf) carry’d him to the Gates of the Fortrefs, 
where he found the Corps of Guard, who with Trades 
and Privy, brought him and his Prifoncr to the Captain 
1 will now relate a Circumftancc greater then the 
a&ion , Diogo cle Anaya had borrow'd a Head-piece of a 
Souldicr, and milling it when he was in the Fortrds, 
thinking he had loll it in ftrivingand doling with the 
Moor , went by the fame Cord down the Wall, and 
looking it in the fight of an incenft Army, found it, and 
brought it back, not lelsralh then fortunate. 

5$. By the News the Moor brought, the Captain 
knew, that Coge-Sofar and Jw^arcaon , this flout, the: 
other defperate, had both mutually Vow’d to Mahomet 
to take Dio , or perilli in the defign ; that, if they could 
not brook us when vve were Friends, they fhould not i 
endure us when Conqucrours. By their continual i 
! Battering many of their great Guns burll, inflcad of 
which they fitted others, (hooting impetuoufly againfl 
Saint Johns, Saint Thomas, and Saint James's Baftions, 
Commanded by Dom Johnde Jlmeyda , Lovis de Sou fa , 
and Gil Couttnho , who flept always in their Armour , in 
danger conllart, unwearied in duty. 

^4. Saint James's Ballion was the weakeft and mofl 
battered, and the Turly in that fought with our men 
upon very little difadvantage. There was not in the 
Fortrefs Parapet or Battlement which was not thrown 
down , and from Saint Johns to Saint James a Bafiion 
all the Curtain was open, which made the duty of the 
Day be fecondcd by the labour of the Night, it being 
not poffible, yet neceflary for fo few Defendants, fo 
broken, to repair in a few hours the ruins of a Fortrefs 
fo every where Battered , yet did they unanimoufly 
betake themfelves to that Labour, they could neither 
mailer or cxcufe. 

55. The Women of the Fortrefs help’t to bring Ma- 
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terials for the making up the Breaches , going without 
any fear upon the Wall, {tumbling at Lances, Swords, 
and Bullets, maltring»their Nature and Sex, «as if they 
wore men’s hearts in a difguife : Tome there were who 
put on Arms and brav’d the Enemy, running from their 
Needle to a Lance , from their Couch to the Wall ; 
of all the reft ljabell Fernandez, dtferv’d the greateft 
glory, whom ( inftead of Fraifes tohonojir her Me. 
mory ) our VVriters call the Old woman of Dio , fa- 
mous by this name in the Annals and Memorials of the 
Eaft. This great Matron lpent part of her Eftate in 
Junkets and Rcgallos, with which in the hcac of the 
difpute fhe fed the Souldicrs, .animating 'em ( with Ar. 
guments above the courage and judgment of a Wo- 
man) to defend themfelves by Fighting. This diligence 
of the Matrons ( which readily and feafonably put 
'em upo» any thing, were it fervile, or hazardous) was 
in fine a lightning their Labour, and. an example in 
Dangers. 

5 6. Coge-Sofar , feeing that the mifehief his Arms 
did by Day our induftry repair’d by Night, contriv’d a 
defign more fubtil in the laying of it, then ufcfnll by 
the fuccefs. Againft Saint fbomas’s work, f which by its 
make and place lay moft obnoxious ) he refolv d to 
caft up an other which fhould equal or command it, 
that by Battering it from above he might throw down 
the Bat dements , 16 hindring the Defendants from Fight- 
ing, and from making up their Breaches by night, his 
Guns being fo Ljevell’d by day as to be fure of their 
aim. He prefently ordered whole mountains of Earth, 
and brufh Fagotts to be brought to fill up the Di.ch, 
and ftrengthned the Counterfcarp with bodies of 
great Trees, to keep up the Earth. The multitude of 
Pioneers who were in the Camp made up an other 
Army, who without fear or time carry 'd on the work. 
In the interim the Guns from our work plaid to the 
great lofsof the Enemy , for the Work-men being fo 
thick and expos'd, not one Shot from the Fortreft was 
57. Cog e- 
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57 - Coge-Sofar, confidering the greatnefs of the lots, j 
■i.i vc order they fhould work by Night, when our fhoo: J 
' ting being without aim and at Rovers the Execution ! 
j would be lets, commanding them to make themoftj 
■Noife, where they Work’t Jcaii , that our Canoncers 
| led by their Ear, might point their Ordnance as the! 
j Sounds and Ecchos reach’t them. This was known to! 
j Dorn John Mafcarenbas , who fill’d the Fortrefs with; 

I Lights that the Pioneers who work’t on the fecuritv j 
: of the Night , might be expos'd to the lame danger as 
by day; but Cogc-Sofar (who iiad learn’t Experience 
jin the Warrs of Europe gave order for the making of 
i crooked and cover’d Trenches, by which the Moors 
| more fecurcly went on with the railing their Fort, and 
we vainly to our lofs fpent ftore of our Bullets. 

58. Flic Captain was not a little troubled at it, for 
'if that whrkwcnt forward there would not be any fe- 1 
cure place in the Fortrcls , the Enemies Canon com- 
j mantling our Fortifications • fo that between the Be- 
| fiegers and Befieg ; d there would be no advantage of 
j place, and that of numbers the Moon had eminently 
. above us. Upon debate of the matter in Counfel every 
I one knew the danger, none the remedy. Some, with 
Itnore Courage then Prudence, were for our mens Sally- 
ing forth with apparent danger to interrupt their 1 
: work, not confidering the hazard they run upon, to be 
greater then that they freed tkemielves from ; but few 
contented to this advice , yet none could give other. 
Some Sallies ours made but to little purpofe , for the 
Numbers and Vigilancy of the Enemy fecur’d with a 
great Guard the Polls of the Work-men. But in great 
i Straights danger being ufually the beft Counfelluur, 
Dow John Mafcarenbas bethought himfelf of an eminen- j 
cy in the Fortrcls, which was higher then Saint Thomas's ! 
Fort, from whence our Guns might play s here he made 
Tome Pieces be planted, which did fo lucky Execution, 
as in a few days they beat down that Machine , which 
in ts raifing and falling colt the Blood of thofe who 
! Built 
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Built it. But this Hydra being of fo many Heads, with 
the fame ruins Coge-Sofar fet upon the fillirg up the 
Ditch , which was eafier for him, being a Work that 
needed neither meafure, defign, or fote-cad. 

59. Two thoufand Eioneers began with the mate- 
rials of the Fort to fill up the Ditch, and whild ’twas 
doing a great body from the Army with Darts, Arrows, 
and Mufquet-fhot , kept our men frpm coming to the 
Wall. The work increadas did the danger of theBc- 
fieged , for the Fortrefs being ruin d above, the plain 
ground with but little railing would be equal to the 
Wall. The Captain laid about tofruftrate his defign, 
and being irrefolv’d how, fome Old men ( brought up 
in the Fortrefs ) told him that by their quarters there 
was a Saliy-port in the Wall, which length of time 
had covered with Ioofe Earth ; that, by that, without 
any danger j and with a great deal of eafe, might be 
dole away the Earth they brought to fill up the Ditch. 
- The necefiity demanded fpeedy Execution, the Cap- 
tain commanded men to Digg, and found a Sally-port 
fit for hispurpofe. Our men Sallied out in the Night, 
and dole the Rubbifh which was undermod, leaving a 
. hollow fuperficies which covered the hollownefs, folk! 
in appearance to the Enemies, and as the ground was 
expos’d to the violence of the Weather it funk of it 
fell , with the fall of all that imaginary Superdriudure ! 
in fight of the Enemy. 

do. Coge-Sofar had prelently intelligence of the way 
we took to delude that which cod him fo much pains, 
and coming to that place ( out of impatience to fee 
all his defigns Counterplotted^) there came out of the 
Fortrefs a Bullet fliot at randomc which took off his 
,,r Head, in the middle of a Squadron of Tar^r. There 
was in the Army a general refentment for the lolsof fo 
great a SouJdier. Our men faw them with inarticulate 
Lamentattufis, and drag’d Colours bury the Body, with 
ad the Military and Civil ceremony the vanity of Warr 
could teach 'em : His Son Runtecaon (wore prelently by 
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the Blood of his Father, to be reveng'd of it , grief and 
anger being amongft them the laft Sacrifice offer’d to 
their Dead. 

6 1. Rumecaon lucceeded his Father in his Enmity, 
and Charge, carrying on the Warr with the Obligation ^ son iuc- 
of a General, and Relentment of a Son , engag’d both tL ° 
by his grief and office. He commanded the filling up 
the Ditch fiiould in fix feveral places be gone on with, 
the Army being hourly furnifh’t with Pioneers, Provi- 
fions* Munition, and Souldiers, and the work every 
where rifing, which Rumecaon haftnedon, as a difpo- 
lition to a general afiault ; by comparing'defigns, he too ! 
bethought himlelf to go on with contrivances that hid 
Father had begun j He made fix cover’d approaches, 
all which ended at the Sally-port of our Fortrefs, by ' 
which ours had tane away the Earth, thefe met upon a 
wooden Bridge, which we had made there, outofde- 
fign under it to deal the Earth ; upon this they were 
making the Fabrick we fpakeof, charging the Bridge 
with Stones and Timber, of fuch a bigncls as the weight 
funk it , and it prefently fell to the ground with the lofs 
of thofe who were at work under it. The Commander 
feeing this , ordered the (hutting up of the Sally-port, 
the ufe of it being tane away, and to avoid any fuddain 
invafion of the Enemy , who without any interruption 
work’t on ; while we were Hammering out, any Plot, 
or open Force to defeat lo dangerous a Fabrick , on 
confidence of which, the Moors ( by their Feftivalsand 
Shouting} feem d already rather to enjoy then exp.e& 
the Vi&ory. 

6t. Thofe cares were 1‘econded by others of nolefs 
weight, for there were not now in the Fortrefs two 
hundred Fighting men , fome being wore out by Duty, 
others by Sicknels, and Wounds, and had more need of 
recovering their ftrength , then expofing it in fecond 
dangers, Amongft the common Souldiers diftruft made 
way for fear } Provifion, and Ammunition were fcarce j 
the ftormy Seas and cruel Winter cut off all hopes of 

Bb relief j 
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relief j for, either to fend for' t or receive it, theScafon 
was not convenient. 

ir 63. John Coelbo was Vicar of the Fortrefs, who had 

' befides the Virtues of Pricrthood rdolution enough to 
go upon any danger ; He offered himfclf to the Com. 

,• mander, ( which was very acceptable to him ) in fpight 
| of ftormsto venture to Sea, and touching at Bacaim, 
iwr C 'bJuly as an Eyc-witnefs to acquaint the Comman. 
j tiers how things ftood , thence too, by Corners over 
| Land cogive the Governour intelligence, promifing on 
his Habit to return with the firft news to Dio as a faith- 
ifull Companion of their Fortunes. The Commander 
; p'clcntly provided him a Catch with twelve Mariners, 

! where wee Heave him wraftling with the Waves, till 
we are to give an account of the liicccfs of lo Ifout and 
pious a Voyage. 

64* The Moors by force work/t in filling up the 
Ditch , imperious and cruel Rumecaon commanding 
them to Dye, or continue Working; for their reward, 
receiving in the very aft, a miferable Grave. They at 
laftcanie to lay the Ditch plain, and againft Gil Cou~ 
tinbo’s works where it could not be fill'd, they laid crofs 
i great Marts, with planks fartned'eo'em , which they 
made ufe of for a Bridge, under that to mine the Wall, 
which our Guns could not hinder ’em in, for they were 
cover’d. 

65. Dom John Mafcarenbas immediately ordered 
great Chains, to throw them from the Wall on the 
Bridge, there hong at ’em Sacks of iliredls dipt in Gun- 
powder , Salt-peter, and other Combuftible matter , 
which being thrown, fir’d fo violently on the Bridge, as 
prefently to ruine it. Rumecaon came to make good the 
work with new Planks, more Work-men, andSoul- 
diers , thefe defended the place, the others continued 
Labouring ; which our men endeavoured to interrupt 
by their Canon and Mufquet fhot, which did very much 
hurt the Enemy ; but Rumecaon went on fo obftinately, 
that he made frefh men pafa over the Dead - , who though 
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iforc’t upon’t, overcome rhe danger by their Obedience. 
! By lo chargeable a way ol working , he at Iart came to 
fill up the Ditch. 

66. Rnmecaott , by the few Defendants who fupply’d 
the Ports, knowing how the calc ftoodwirhus, had a 
mind to loundoiir Inclinations, believing in ib dange- 
rous a Conjundure, ftcaibn and Nature would teach us 
not to throwaway our Lives. At the bemnnint»of the

Night, thole on Saint James's work heard one calling} 
to the Watch in Fortuguefe , laying, he was Simoon Fe v, 
who upon fomc extraordinary bulincls would (peak 
with the Commander in chief Dom Jbn Mafrarenbas 
had prefently notice of it, and cnt.ing into dilcourle 
with the Souldier, he told him, that he was Shau n Feo, 
fent by t> umecaon, who had a mind, out of his .’Section 
to the Courage of lo great Souldier*, to lave their 
Lives, they now defperately defended 5 that they faw 
the Fortrels every where Ruin’d, thegreateft part of 
theSouldiers lick, or VVounded, without any hope of 
relief , in want of Provifions and Ammunition j that 
vve lliouldnotby peddling obrtinately, diferedit by the 
ralhnels of a few, the greatnels of our Adions ; that 
vve would give up our lelves , he defiring for his own 
glory to keepalive fo brave Enemies; that he would 
give us all Honourable terms, leaving us the dilpolalof 
ourEftates, and Ships lor our pafiage, which if vve ac- 
cepted not, we were to look to endure the rigour of 
VVarr , and that Ltccntioulnefs which in Onllaughtsis 
Authoriz’d by Indignation and Vidory. Dom John 
Mafcarenhas anfwcred him, that the Fortrels the Fortu- 
guefe kept needed no VValls ; that in the open Field 
i they would defend it againft the ftrength of the whole 
World j that on the firfl: aflaulc he Ihould learn this 
truth , that he ought to bethink himfelf of fending to 
the Sultan for more men, and better Souldiers ; that the 
Fortuguefe fcorn’d fuch fmall Vidories ; that he hop’t 
with Heads of Tar^r to make up the ruins of the For. 
trefs i that if he*Vvanted Provifions, he would go look 

for 
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for cm -as booty in his Camp j that as Jong as his Sou!, 
liters were Arm’d , they could want nothing in rhe 
poflefiion of their I nemies ; that he hop'd fhortly 
through his arm'd Squadrons with Sword in hand to cur 
out the happy paliage he offered him, lie told bmtaon 
Feo , that, though he was oblig'd to repeat an others 
words, hefhouldnot return with an other mcllige, for 
he would make him be Shot from the Wall, 

67. Rumccaon feeing we fed upon Dangers, hard 
Duty, and Hunger, affronted too by <0 flight an anfwer, 
refolv'dto give the firft aftault ; There broke upon us 
a Difmall day, ( which was the nineteenth of July in 
the year 1546 ) the Inemies Army at the Dawning, 
being feen round the Fortrefs Ju"*rcaon vyith fifteen 
hundred choile men fell upon Saint John s work , Com. 
manded by Luis de Son fa , with whom were Dow Fer- 
nando dc Lajiro, Seba&ion de ST, Diogo de Keynofo , Vero 
Lope^ de S ottfa, Dio go da Syfaa, Jntoni) da Cunha , and 
other Gentlemen and Souldiers not palling thirty ; 
Thcle with fo much Bravery expected the firft (hock of 
the Enemy , that they beat back the firft fourfeore who 
began to Scale, who by their Out-crys, Blood, and Fall, 
ftiew’d the lots they had receiv'd ; Others prefen tly 
came after them, finding the dead Bodies had made their 
Scaling eafieri Jn%arcaon encouraged them, by mind- 
ing ’em of their honour, their reward, and their venge- 
ance. The firikingon the Air by the Guns, and Cla- 
mours of men, made an hideous impreflion on the Walls 
of the Fortrefs. The Battery wascontinu d againlf the 
other works , the aftault a^ainft Saint John s, and Saint 
Thomas's ; tbit thole whom themfelves were but few, 
might being divided, fooner yield. 

68. Rumetaon with his 1 url{s aflaulted Saint Thomas’s 
work , kept by Dorn John dejlmeyda , and Gil Ccunnho i 
his men pick’t out for their Valour, and of a proud Na- 
tion fell on fb furioufly , as though run through with 
our Lances, they gave not over Scaling , feeking for 
Victory in their Death j they had the advantage of 
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numbers, we of place, and thole who had beftridthej 
Wall, muft either I'ncer Vi&oriouily or Dye wounded, 
Retiring being more dangerous, then Fighting. The 
Enemy with frcfli men continually re-inforced the 
Aflaiilt j Ours, always the fame, were too hard for the 
firft Ailailants, and match for the lab. The Women 
came to their help with Arms, and Powder , putting on 
tiiat Courage which was rathei fealonable then natu- 
ral ; tome of 'em with KegalJos and Drinks put Life 
into the Souldiers, and not able to (how their own 
brength, did encreale it in others ; there were of them, 
who animated ’em with Speeches, delerving to have 
had in fo great hearts the force of men \ and amongft 
the a&ions of this Siege we lhall relate theirs as mob 
unufual, if not as the greateft. There was feen at the 
foot of the work a Mountain of Dead bodies , lome 
with their Wounds bleeding, others burnt with the 
Fire j lbme at their lab Galp, ’twixt anger and grief, 
cry'd for Vengeance j lometimes too it hapned, that 
thofe who went to Vindicate 'em Dy’d firb. Our men 
'that day did wonders, which were moreeafily feen by 
; their luccefs, then they can be by Writing j for in par- 
ticularizing accidents the truth is uncertain, mob of all 
in the chances of Warr, where anger, fear, and other 
paflions io captivate the judgment, that each particular 
man can hardly be a faithful! Hiborian of his own 
Actions. 

69. Dorn l ernando de Cajiro that day gave proof of a V \ 
Courage befitting his Birth, and above his Years. Seba- an 
fiian deSa left us a famous memory of his Valour, till 11 
having his Knee (hot through with apoyfon’d Arrow, 
and falling down for Dead, not being able to maintain 
I the Fight, he would not forlake it ; He wasatlaft by ^ 
hisCamradcs, full of grief and envy, carry d off, having i.ii 
before l’ufficiently reveng’d his Blood on the Enemy. 
Every one in fine behav’d himfelf fo Stoutly , as that 
one day was enough to make 'em Souldiers. After 
f ighting :wo hours they feem'd but to begin the afiault, 
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Kurntcaoa carrying himfclf as if in one day he intended 
to make an end of the VVarr. He commanded every 
Nation to Fight by themfelves, either the more to Spun 
’em on by Emulation, onthat they might better oblerve 
•; Orders i he himfelf, Commanding and Fighting, by his 
j Voice, and Example made ’em ftand ro’t, and not glut- 
ted with the Blood he law fjpile. Prais'd the forwarded, 
and Vilily’d the backward’ll , carrying out ’midft the 
horrour of Arms, his anger with prudence. John 

Msfcartnbas behav’d nimfelf not only as a Commanded, 
but a Companion where the greateft danger was. Fight- 
ing, and Commanding fo prudently , that he came off 
owing nothing to Courage, lefs to Conducl. 
v 70. Rnmecaon , feeing the great numbers of Dead 
h which were about the Works, and that his men kept 
back when commanded to come on , commanded the 
founding of a Retreat, carrying off in great hafte the 
Dead and VVounded, fo to keep from his own their 
Lofs, and from us our Victory } yet we had it from them- 
felves, that they loft in this aflault five hundred men, 
the VVounded were many more there Dy d of 'mrs 
but one Souldier , the VVounded were lei's then tvs> - 
ty. By this difproportion’tis leen that the Vidlory w.ts 
not only obtain’d by Human force, but that God main- 
tain’d the caule as his own ; our Arms being thehappv 
lnftruments of his Power, of which the Hiftorywsd 
yet give us greater proofs, 

7 1. Upon the Enemies retiring the Commander in 
Chief funnnon’d our men to a fecond Labour , which 
the Neceflity, or Vi&ory made them eafily digeft. The 
Breaches of the Fortrels yvere of force to be made up j 
the Stones and Mortar, being the foft Beds which our 
Souldicrs had to recover their fo decaid ftrength with ; 
they all went willingly and chearfully on the Service, 
led on by the example of the Commander , who after 
the Enemies, Conquer’d his own Nature. TheFortrefs 
in the morning appear'd in part repair'd , our men by 
their working recovering themfelves, as if they had be* n 
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at reft i the weight of their Arm9 not permitting them 
;to make any difference twixt Day and Night. The 
Enemy was by this affault fo broken , as he durft not in 
many days come to Blows with us , his experience ma- 
king him more Cautious or Cowardly; He nowand 
then fac t the Fortrels with fome inconsiderable Pi. 
queering, to lhake us with continual Alarums, or by our 
taking our Pofts, to obferve the inclinations of our 
minds ; yet did he nor leave off Battering, intending by 
a long Siege to weaken us : but the Camp daily encrea. 
ling with new Recruits , and the Sultan declaring his 
concernment fol Phis Warr, Rumtcaonrefolv d to give 
the Fortrels the ftcond affault. 

7 2. And conlidering the lofs he had receiv’d, though 
Fighting with fo much advantage of numbers, he 
look’t upon the (laughter of his men as having higher 
Caul'es, for which’' twas fit to appeafe the Prophet. He ~ 
immediately commanded the bringing forth of a Ban- falls to Su- 
ner which had in it the Pi&ure of Mabomt , and chat Potion, 
the Army with that fhould go fo many times in Pro- 
ceilion about the Molque , and with other barbarous 
and ridiculous Expiation Ihould appeafe and reconcile Hiftorv of 
Mahomed whole dilpleafure retarded their Vi&ory. Iml '^ Dec. 
Fernaon Carvalho , Commander of the work toward Qp. 5. 
the Sea, faw the Army that night go in Procefiion with 
great ftore of Lights , and by times heard Nolle and 
Clamours which prefently ended in a fuddain filence, 
again burfting forth into Groans of a confus’d multi, 
tude, their Sighs and Out-crys were feconded by In- 
ftruments of Warr , and in this Superfluous vanity 
were many hours of the Night entertained. Fernaon 
Carvalho was troubled at the ftrangenefs, and could not 
'guefs for what it was ; but acquainted Dom John Maf- 
carenhas with what he faw , who gueft it a preparation 
for an affault, abetted by fome Barbarous ceremony and 
! Superfluous rite, with which they hop’t to reconcile 
.the anger of their falfe Prophet, 
j *3. The Commander in Chief made ready for this 
j ' fecondl 



fecoad. ftorm of the Enemy , finding in luch (battered 
Forces, all his Souldiers heart-whole , the -Wounded 
and Sick quitted their Beds and Cures, more eager to 
go upon Dangers then recover their Health. Oom John 
Mafcarenbat with Courage and Judgment ordered and 
dilpos’d what was necellary for their defence s Day- 
light was hardly broke when the Enemy appear’d before 
the Fortrefs with Clamours and doleful! Noifes , which 
by the founding of Warlike inftruments were in the 
filence of the Night made more Dreadfull } The Army 
came up divided into three Squadrons, and had carry’d 
before ’em ( amongft the reft J a Ba aer in which was 
the Image of their Prophet , that noth Religion and 
their King’s honour might animate them ; at the fame 
time they fell upon Saint Johns and Saint Thomas’s work, 
and Jntonio Fecanhas Guard with fo much fury as they 
neither faw or fear’d danger, but were by ours fb re- 
ceiv’d, as they were with more hafte forc’t back, then 
they came in to the On(et , many falling down Dead, 
moft of ’em Wounded, and others burnt by Fire. Jh- 
•Larcaon and Rumecaon were heard to incite others to 
Scale the Works, who under (belter of theVolleesof 
Mulquets, infinite Arrows, and other Shouting, did go on 
afrefb. Twas here the aftault was Kindled in a great 
deal of heat , the Turly earned to recover their loft 
Credit, were by rage and (hame put upon Fighting, ob- 
ftinately getting up through Fire and Sword, like men 
who left valued their Lives then the Viftory , fo as they 
got to be on the lame ground with ours, Fighting man 
to man upon the Work. 

74. Louis de Sou fa, Dom Fernando de Caftro , with: 
the other Gentlemen and Souldiers of their Company 
did that day give new repute to our Arms , fo behaving 
themfelves as Rumecaon reprefented ’em to his men, 
fometimes for their example, others as their (hame ; the 
Turks were continually reliev’d , Oursj always the fame, 
fhew’d themfelves as flout again ft the laftasfirft • the 
Fight grew hot every where, of the Enemies a g*eat 
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many were Kill’d and Wounded , yet did their rage or 
anger, either hide or flight the lols; for, on the Body 
of him whofell did an other plant himlelf, to fling his 
i Lance, or Fight more firmly , the heat and impatience 
|ofVi&ory inventing new Suhtilties or never heard of 
Cruelties. 

75. They at Iaftentred Saint 'Thomas's work, which 
for a good while they kept, as Ionic fell others coming 
in their place. ’ T was here the fury of the Enemy was 
great, as well as their Slaughter. Dom Frantifco , and 
Oom Pedro cle Almeydo fiiew’d themfelves Brothers as well 
by their Soutnefs as Blood, withftanding the Ibock of lb 
many EncmitsaJl theximeof theaffault. 

76. The lurks of Rumecaon s Divifion fought with 
ours Body to Body, upon equality of ground, and ad- 
vantage of numbers, the danger heightning our Cou- 
rage. Few of thole who entred the work got off Alive, 
but having this Door open towards Vidlory they en- 
deavour’d though with eminent danger to keep itfo. 
This being the firft honour the chance of Arms had in 
the Warr conferr’d on Rumecan ,, he with praifes and 
promifes rais’d the pride of the Turks. Twas nois'd 
amongft ours the work was loft , which Alarum, 
whether twas craft, or chance, might have loft the For- 
trefs , for thole who fought in other places almoft all 
fortbok their Pofts to relieve the work they gave for 
gonej thole chiefly who Guarded the Houles toward 
the Hock, came lo furioufly to the Relief, a? the reft had 
time to Bieathe, who by their Duty and Wounds were 
now wearied and broken. 

77. Dom John Mafcareobas went about the Pofts, 
alluring them all, that the work was ydt ours, and how 
Couragioufly ’twas maintain’d ; that Rumecaon ltood 
looking on the Slaughter of his men, who call them- 
fclves weltring in their Blood from the WalJ, and by 
their fall made hire of their Deaths. The Storming 
continu’d, and on both fides Death and Wounds leem’d 
to add to their Courage and Bravery, which Juzarcaon 
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i obfcrving, ami believing thole few Defendants the For. 

! trefs had, were employ’d in thole Haftions which were 
attaqu’d , leaving the Battail, with lbme Souldiers fur- 
rounded the Wall and coming to the Faulc-bray, 
vvlnch without art Nature had made defenfable by the 
height and craggiuels of the Rock on which too the 
Sea beat, leeing it unguarded, without cither Souldiers 
or Watch, gueft that the fituation made us fecure of it, 
and fending for a Stnjack with a hundred 'Turks and 
fealing Ladders they begun to Scale there without 
being either lecn or refilled ; for the Souldiers who had 
the Guard there, upon the news Saint Ibowa/s work 
was loft, quitting the Poll they kept, with more Cou- 
rage then Difcipline went to relieve it. 

78. The Turks boldly dim'd the Rock, making their 
way to fome Houles, joyning to Saint James’s Church, 
which gave them paftage to a Gallery where they plant- 
ed Ladders for others to come up by. Ju^arcaon flood 
without encouraging ’em, believing he had Hole both 
the Honour and Viclory from Km^caon. The Turks 
won thole Houfes, andwere going down into the Fo:- 
trefs, and one of ’em more refoJute, or diligent th’n the 
reft , went into a Marry ’d womans Houle, and asking i 
Money of her to lave her Life, the poor Woman fur- 
priz’d with fear, made as if flie went forth to procure it, 
and going into her Neighbours told her in a fright, the 
danger they were in , this, ftartled at the News, ac- 
quainted an .other , who with Manly prudence and 
* courage took up a Sphear, and going to the Houfe 
where the Turly where, faw one of ’em at Door watch- 
ing how things went abroad , and coming up to him, 
laying on with lier Sphear, forct him to retire within 
the Doors , with fo much Maftery of her judgment in) 
the danger (he was in, as fhe had the Caution to lock 1 
theDoor^ and the Courage to wait on theTar^r, and 
hinder their coming forth , worthy certainly to have 
her memory Recorded amongft the moft famous Cham- 
1 pions. 


79. The 
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79. The women who Liv’d thereabouts being feiz’d 
with fo juff a fear, went to look out the Commander 
in Chief, crying, Turfy in the Fortrels they found him 
with three Souldicrs running about the Works ; hear- 
ing womens Voices, not lels Prudent then Couragious, 
He commanded them to befilent, and took them with 
him to fliew him the Houle where the Turfy were, dif. 
patching one of the Souldicrs with commands to drawj 
ofHoine from the Works, where the Enemy was lels 
prefling, without laying any thing of the danger the 
Fortrels was in to thole who were Fighting • he like- 
wile lent off an other Souldier to bring him all the fcat- 
tering men he found from Duty j by the way he light 
upon Jndre bay am with an other , and coining to the 
Houle where the imfy were, he law the Woman, who 
i kept ’em faff: , and, with more then mafeuline Courage 
jdifputed their coming forth ; lb unfortunate as to have 
no reward in her Life, fo no name in our Hirtory. 

80. Dom John Mafcarenbas looking on the lo extra- 
ordinary Valour found in a Woman , as an Omen of 
the Vi&ory , having it from her, that the Turfy were 
Lock t up in the Houle, fent a Abefjine ( who by chance 
wa* there y for a Pan of Powder , and becaule he 
mov’d flowly, Ihov d him by the Arm, when at the fame 
inffant from the Leads of the Church, ( where were 
gotten tonic lurfy ) came a Bullet, which Kill’d the 
Abtjpne, who kept it off from the Captain. There pre- 
lently came a Souldier with Powder , which Dom John 
Mafcarenbas taking out of his hands, dicing open the 
Doors, threw in aiiiongft the Turfy , the Fire burnt moft 
of ’em , and the Bullets which with certain aim they 
Shot from within miff him, which was interpreted to 
be by chance, by fome others, providence. Behaving 
himfelf that day like Commander and Souldier, co- 
ver’d with his Buckler, and having his Sword in his hand, 
with four more he fee upon the Turfy , and by dint of| 
Sword drove 'em to the Gallery, where he lb preft ’em, 
as "o make ’em throw themlelves down the Rock, with 
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no left danger then that they fled from, mod of them' 
Kill’d or coming off’ Maim’d by their fall. 

8 1 . Dom John Mafcarenbai had now News , tl.at on 
- u ,-ii rV d* c Leads of the Church there appear’d a great many 
Ch .ch. lnrhj with two Banners planted, beginning to Shoot 
our men trom above as they came on j here twas the 
danger was great , for there being no otiu r then Fire- 
arms, Fortune out. went Courage. VVe were let’s then 
lixty, the Turks more then an hundred. Dom John Maf- 
carenbas feeing, tfiat by keeping the place they enercas’d, 
lent for Scaling-Ladders, chance andnccellity lo orde- 
ring it , that in his own Fortrefi he was forc’d to be- 
come the Allailant. Our men faffned a little Ladder 
to the Wall, and the firft Souldicrwho Ven'iir'd on it 
was by the Lances of the l urks immediately thrown 
down 5 they then brought bigger and dappmg’em to 
the VVall, the Commander in chief ff riving hi !t to get 
up, was by the Souldicrs juft violence kept trom palling. 

I Oui men got up by the \ Vails of the Apoffle Saint 
James* Church, confident by the place, of the Victory . 
the advantage of place made great Odds in their Fight- 
ing, the Enemy had firm footing. Ours by their hang- 
ing in rhe Air broke two Ladders , for their ffrife^md 
heat who Ihould firft get up was an other VVarr. The 
Commander by his words and example animated the 
Souldicrs, which he did more out of lr’s Duty then 
Neceflity. The Conflict was obftinate and refolute, 
foinc of our men fell back Dead, none came off Woun- 
ded. 1 he imp* lence of getting room to Climb work t 
more upon thofe who flood below, then the Wounds 
they law their Camrades receive j for, though in fo 
long and dangerous a Siege they had not too much of 
the Warr, they cut one an other with unheard of 
Cruelty. 

8z. Ju%arcaon encourag’d and reliev’d his, with 
freih men fo, as in a little time he fill’d the place where 
they fought, ( which was the Leads or Roof of the 
Church ) with Souldiers. Ours at laft, after a flmp 
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conteft, at the price of their Blood got upon the Wall, 
(flowing in the inequality of place and numbers, a 
difference in Courage. Three long hours the difpute 
lafted , in which time the few who were there lo be- Ar 
bavd themfclves, as that one A&ion delerv’d a particu- 
lar Hiftory , yet find we not their names Recorded, 
who by their Blood challeng’d lo Jiftindi a memory. 

The turks were almoft all Kill’d, l'oine by their fall, 
others in the Fight, andluppos’d to be their heft men, 
who were finglcd out for fo great an A&ion. 

8?. The Commander hearing the affault lafted yet 
on the Works, carry d off his men to refrefh’em in a 
fecond danger, and vifiring the Pofts, foundour menfb 
engag'd m keeping off the Fnenyy, that after four hour? 
die allault leem’d but to begin ; The Dead at the foot 
of the Works were lb many as they wanted ground to 
lye upon , whole Bodies made the Scaling of the Wall 
cafier. Kttmeiaon without, encourag’d, or reproach’d 
his men, as he faw the bravery or coldndsof their Cou. 
rage in Fighting; provoking’em by Rewards, and Pu. 
nithments ; on all occafioi; ■ of this Siege Ihowing both 
Refolution and Difcipliue. Dom John Mafcarenhas 
gave not over Ordering, and Providing what was ne- 
ceffary every where, lo as the Souldicrs in no danger 
found him wanting ; On that day which was the A. 
poftle Saint James s , it appear’d the Saint would flitw 
us the Victory was his, and that he was not now Ids 
Powerfull againft the Moors in Jfia, then he had been 
befoie in Spain. 

84. I he difpute continued hot and dreadful! on 
both tides, Jwuarcaon ( taking it to heart, not to com- 
pals the Sealing of the Fortrels which had coft him lo 
dcar^ came with thole men under his Command, to 
put more Life into the alfault , when by a Bullet from 
the Fortrels, which bit him on the Brcaft, and part 
through him he fell down Dead ; And beingaPerlon j Uf . art 
of fiich Value, for his Coinage, and the place he held, Death, 
the News was immediately dilperc t through tne Army, 
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I when it came to Kumecaons Ears ( was it Fear, orCom. 

i'paflion^ he receiv’d it with no little Refentment,; 
immediately Commanding the founding a Retreat ,j 
j to bring off' Juiarcaons body , a lofs could not be I 
conceal'd from his men, and being greater then any they 
had b-forc luftain’d, they now thought the Vi&ory not 
worth what it had already coif, and if thcyfhould at- 
i chievc it, doubted who would remain to enjoy it. That ! 

their Prophet apparently fhew’d himfelf angry with; 
them , fince he could endure to fee his Banner fo igno- j 
! minioufly torn. To thefe Confederations they added J 

others which fpoke againff their Generals fortune, and 
the caufeof the Warrj laying to his charge that they 
had the worff of it.

8 5. Dorn John Mafcarenbas , after ordering the Burial 
of the Dead, and the looking to the Woundeti, f in 
which he (par'd no Care, and lels his Eftate, which he 
profuledly Ipent, without keeping account} did by a 
Brigantiae fend the Governour word how things flood, 
and of his want of Men, Ammunition, and Provifions. 
The Con- Sebajlton de Sa, at the inftance of the Commander in 
chief advi- Chief, and Friends , went on the Vellel, though with 
iech t hw Go- thefe words in his mouth, that only on the work where 
venrnr. he was Wounded, could he recover his Health, which 
every one defir’d he fhould prelerve, becaufe his A&ions 
in that Siege deferv’d no little Fame, and a much longer 
lafe j .He recovered Bacaim when his Veflel was almoft 
funk, \*as received and entertain’d by Dom Jtronym de 
MenevueSy Captain of the Fortrels there , who prefen tly 
difpatch’t the Letters to the Gbvernour, with what ad- 
vice he had from Dom John Mafcarenbas. 

86. Dom 
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86- Dom John de Caflro was at that time very SoIIi. 
citous how things went at / io , becaufe the Winter 
ker-t him from having any News, or fending any Reliefs 
yet did he, without (paring Co ft or Danger, even under 
the VY'aves, fuccour it, (when moft ftreightned) vvith How the 
Men and Ammunition , as will be immediately l’cen by Oovernour 
the Hiftory.

the Souldiers, and Gentlemen, they came to offer them- 
fclves , even thole who by their Years and Command 
were exempted i of their number was Dom Francifco 
de Meut^eji , who, after having had great Commands, 
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offered as a common Souldier, to go with the Relief, 
the Governour took him in his Arms defiring him to 
flay to go on the Fleet with him , but feeing him relo- 
lute to go in that Succour, gave him feven Ships, with 
them to try to make his paflage* Dom Franctfco put 
with them to Sea, and with him were a great many 
brave SoJdiers, and lome of his Kindred, who out of 
love to Honour bore him Company. 

88- Three days after departed Dom Afoaro, recon- 
cil’d to his Father, upon his complaint, that he had lent 
before him, his Brother Dom Fernando , as if by Birth- 
right he claim d the firft dangers. There Embark’t on 
this Relief a great part of the Nobility , whom, the 
pleafure of the defign, and the company of the Gene- 
ral, made to undervalew the lttrkj, and Storms.

89. The Governour having difpatch't this Fleet, was 
bufiein preparing for that himfelf relolv’d to go upon,

upon his Cre.dit , the only Treafurehe kept by him in 
. htdia y 
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Jnclia , with which he Commanded the Hearts and E- 
dates of all men , as wc fliall prove by the vifiblc Argu. 
mentsof example. 

90. T he Ladies and Maids of Cbaul, polled by the 
fame generous Spint , contributed all the Jewels and 
Gold they wore, and with a Liberality above Wo- 
men, without either obligation, or asking, lent em 
to the Govcrnour, and with ’em word that they had 
lefs tendernefs then envy for their Children and Hus- 
bands who went with him. Wc read not in the An- 
nalls of the Ccfart , a braver Aftion of the Roman La- 
dies, 

91. When the prefen t came, there was accidentally 
in Goa a Lady of Cbaul (by name Cathtrina clo Sou fa ) who 
putting all the Jewels fhehad in a little Box, with this 
u Letter lent ’em to the Govcrnour. Sir, Knowing the 
“Women of Cbaul have prelented your Honour with j' 
“ all their Jewels for the carrying on this Warr , though j j 
“ I am now in Goa , I would not be without my (hare of

“ place. 1 fend your Honour my Jewels by my Daughter 
“ Katherine. Guels not by the fmallncls of their number,

“Jewels of Cbaul alone, without being Exhauded, are

Many 
Gentlemen, after having been Generals , ami now Old j 
tne;: leaivng upon Stalls, came and oile r d ti. emit Ives 1 
for Souldicrs, there not being any or x grown full by ids, 

1 Years or Command. ' 

92. After both Reliefs were gone, the Governour 
was uniting the ftreng' h . which remain d, and ihlpobng 
the Government of the City in his ablence. All the 
exigencies of the State found him ready with one hand 
in Peace, the other in Warr. And the Fortrds wanting 
ammunition, and Provifion, ( b dicks what was already 
lent ) he Laded a great Carvdl, which being 2 heavy 
VciTcI would have much ado to endure tiic Sen. Some 
Souldicrs had refus’d to go upon her, counting it dan- 
ger without reputation to itrive with the Elements. 
The importance of the bufinds made him defire to 
entruft the Carvcil with fomePerfon of Quality, whole 
honour would leflen the danger. He imparted tin * u 
ft efs to Manoel de Sou fa de Sepulveda , a Gentleman, ; .r 
his Courage and Judgment, very much indcar’d to him 
who told him, Antonio Monte, Baretto had Gallantry a a 
induftry enough for greater things} that though, i 
foine Height Quarrel again ft him as Governour, he 
would notfuefor, yet would he not deny the King's 
Service in fo great an urgency } that he would feci him, 
and bring the anfwer of his Rcfolution. So it was, that 
Antonio Monte, underftanding the Governours pleafure, 

. and that he put him on a VqyS^e whofe diftieulty only 
a made others refufe it, prefently embracY it.

93. There was by the Vigilancy of the Governour j 
entred fomc Relief into the Fortrefs, by which the 
Danger and Duty lay upon more Shoulders, yet were 
they not in any proportion to the Enemy f bccaufe the

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: lad Recruit winch came to the Army, confided of thir- 
teen thoufand Foot , under the Condu& of an other 
j Jnz.artaott, in Valour not lntcriour,nor in Fortune above 
Uhc firii. He brought exprefs Orders from the Sultan 
to dreighten the Siege, and Letters from him to Ktar c- 
caon , that he could not dand by and fee four- court nip . \ 
jtible Fellows, from the Worlds end, affront the Kings! 
of Cambay a at home j that they fhould all Ovc in the | 
defign ; that he had rather have a dclblarc then a fiib. 
je&ed Empire , that half the tortugneie being already 
Buried in the ruins of theFortrels, if tfiey could not 
force ’em to yield as Men, they (hculd as Lyons kill 'em 
in their Dens. Rumraon gaVe no other anfvver, then by 
{hewing ( fometimes for his glory, lomc times for Ids 
excule J our Walls, and Works, everywhere thr -wv 
down, being very much tranlportcd that the Snh.r'\ 
was not fatisfyd with what he had done, and more pro- ] 
vok't with dcfpair, then reward , he promis’d to larkfc- 
'him by Death, or Vi&ory ; and being more oKyd for 
his Cruelty then Command, he ordered the making of 
a Baft ion before Saint James's work , which was with 
incredible hafte perform’d , and furniih t with Men and 
Ordnance j and commanding our Works , our men 
could not appear withoutbeing iech’tolf by (he ene- 
mies Bullets. 

94, The Commander in Chief was not a Jit t ie 
troubled at it j for if Rumcaon fhould ( ashisdclfgn 
was J Storm on that fide , our Defendants would not 
be able to refifthim, without lying open to the Fnc- 
ml fhot. Refolv’d therefore to throw down the Work, 
he recommends the Execution of it to two Brothers, 
Pom Pedro , and Dom John de Jlmeyda, who Sallying out 
about Mid-night with an hundred Souldiers , found the 
Moors , fome fleeping, others carel els on confidence of 
the place and hour. Charging them on a fuddain, in a 
little time they made a great Slaughter , for, forgetting 
themfelve9 they run upon our Lances and Swords, not 
aware of Death or Enemy. Thofe who by flying could 
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provide for themfclvcs , wirh Groans and Crys gave the 
1 Allarum to the Camp, without being able to affirm any 
1 thing for certain. In the fame confufion came the news

| concluded this Exploit of ours was grounded on iome 
preat Recruit arriv’d by ftcalth, which elcap’d his Sen- 
tinels. He call'd the Officers to Counfel whillt the 
Army betook themlelves to their Arms, and relolv'd 
with all his lirength to relieve the Baftion. He wafted 
the time of A&ion in Orders and Preparations , and 
coming to the place found the Work on the ground, the 
• Guards kill’d, and out men Retir’d ; an Aftiort of no lels 
fortune then conccrnmenf. There Dy’d of the Enemy 
three hundred, of ours not one. 

95. Rutnccaon prefently ordered the raffing thick 
Walls of Earth againft Saint Johns work, to be Guar- 
ded by a T roop of Moors, who by turns took the Watch, 
and on the top of ’em he planted fome Canon to Bat- 
ter the Work at a more convenient diftancc. Dom 
John Mafcarenbas, Vigilant in preventing the defignsof 
the Enemy, put out through a Skit-gate fourteen Soul- 
* i diets, in a ftormy and dark Night , who charging on a 
'.luddainfhe Moors, drove them from their Pofts, whilft 
! the Labourers -with Pick-axes and other Inftrumcnts 
I threw down the Work , which being told Rumcaon , he 
1 relolv’d with open force to ftorm the Fortrefs, ordering! 
for the next day a general Aliault, on which he made a; 
Speech to his Souldiers, encouraging ’em, by the affronts! 
they had receiv'd fromfo few Enemies, brought Low' 
i by Duty, Hunger, and Wounds, that thofe who fell j 
! there were more honourable then thofe who furviv’d, I 
I to be to the World an infamous teftimony of an igno - 1 
minions Warr ; that it was in them, to lave their King’s 
Honour , to revenge their Companions and to leave a 
glorious Fame of themfclves in the Eaji j that they 
oughr to be confident of the Sultans thanks, for he 
would not fail to reward ’em, and take a particular ac- 
count of all their Wounds 5 that if any would venture 
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to govern the Generals ftaff, he promis'd as a private 
Souldicr to be the firft Ihouid Scale the Wall. 

$6. Thus he left 'cm fird with glory and revenge. 
Next morning by break of Day, at the Noile of war- 
lick lnftruments , and with their Colours flying ( the 
Dilplaying of which was obferv’d by ours ) the Army 
march’ c, and coming to the Walls began to plant Scaling 
Ladders round about the Fortrcls, with the advantage 
of innumerable and different Shots, of Arrows, Bullets, 
and other Arms, which came from the Body of the 
Army. The horrour too of the Fight was increasd by 
confus’d and repeated Noifes , which, Violently, 
railing their Spirits and confounding their Judgments, 
hindredboth Command and Obedience. The Moors ] 
boldly Scal’d the W alls, as did the Turly on the other 
fide, as if they envy’d each others danger , all ftrove to 
be the firft at hazards, and blows. Our*, though but 
few ( every one his ow .i Commander, and encourager^ 
l’o behav’d themfelves as if each fingle man had been 
to anl'wer for the reputation of all. The firft who came 
to the top with their Blood and Lives paid for their 
daring, but were immediately with the fame eagernefs 
leconded by others , fo me prick t forward by their own 
Courage, others by the General , who from below as 
he difcovcicd in 'em, heat, or fear, prais’d or reproach’d 
thole who Scal’d. 

c)i. The Moors caft Granados, Pots of Powder, and 
balls of Wild-fire in fuch quantity into the Works, that 
our men Fought in the Flames, which catching their 
Cloaths burnt them alive. The Commander in chief'] 
ftrove to avoid this danger with lbme Barils of wa- 
ter, which did partly extinguilh or mitigate the heat ofj 
the Fire ; buc the Enemy, knowing how much hurt it 
did, us d in all their aflaults the fame artifice , againft 
which ours found out a more ealie then effe&ual re- 
medy, many Cloathingthemfelveswith Leather, which 
the Fire did not fo loon feize upon. Dorn John Map 
carenhat with Hangings he had of gilt Leather ( the 
Gg Walls 
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Walls being naked ) help’t to Clothe many of the Soul, 
dicrs. 

: <;$. The Warrgrew hot, and the Fortrefs ( hid in 

Clouds of Imoak ) was hardly feen , ’twasonly difco- 
vcrable by a weak Light , the continual Flafhing of 
Shooting, what was feen, and what was heard was full 
of horrour • there were at the Foot of the Wall innu- 1 
mcrable Bodies, fome Head, others Gafping, and all 
that was before the figibt, or judgment, was a foul 
Speftacle , of Deaths, horrour, and wounds. 'Twasin 
all the Works on both fides Fought with great Cou- 
rage , though with difproport ion of -Numbers ’twixt 
the Befiegers and Befieg’d. The work Lnit de Son fa 
defended, ('where was Dom Fernando de Cajlro ) was 
near loft, theaffault taking it with the moft Breaches 
and being attaqued by theChoife men of the Army: 
Yet did the Defendants give glorious marks of their 
Valour , Fighting with fuch Courage in the Flames as 
they fhew’d themlelves,beftdes Valiant, infenfible. Dom 
Fernando de Cattro did here render himfelf lingular by 
A&ions above his Years , proving Courage ftays not for 
Age. The Port ague fe did that day things worthy a bet- 
ter Pen, and larger Hiftory. The very 7« r ^ WC r C tefii- 
mony of their Prowefs, faying, the Franks only deferv’d 
to wear Beards.

I work in the greateft danger, being moil charg’d by the

Clonds for Ships , fo credulous are men upon any 
glimpfe of hopes. The Moors had the news of our Re- 
cruits , and before our men (hould grow in Numbers 
with the force they expe&ed, a general alfaultwas or-j 
dered, and they refolv’d to enter the Forirtfs, or by their; 
i Deaths, Blood, and Periihing , ihow the World and the! 
Sultan, the fault was not theirs. 

\oz. That day with three and twenty Canon, and) 
fome Balilisks they began to Batter, which they conti- 
nued till Sun fetting, and tfie next day till three in the 
afternoon. They threw down mod of the Walls, io that 
Ours could not by any Reparations or Traveics fhclter 
themielves from the continual difeharging of the Ene- 
mies Musqucteers. The lurks by the ruins of the j 
Battery got prefently on Saint Thomas' s Work, yet did I 
the Captain Luis de Sou fa, Dom Fernando de Castro, and 
Dom Francifco de Almeyda , with other flout Souldiers 
who kept it , receive them with iuch fury on their 
Lances, as they forc t them back , fome Dead, others 
Maim’d. There prefently follow d freih men, whom our 
Swords made company for the former. The like fortune 
had the Fight in the other Works', the Moors lofs, and 
our mens courage being the fame. The Battery had fo 
raz*d our Fortrcis, that the Moors (as in a pitch’t Field) 
fought with Ours upon the fame advantage of ground, 
Levell’d by the ruins , but by their Numbers and Fire- 
works did out-do us. Ours that day deferv’d immortal 
memory for many hours enduring the weight of fo un- j 
equal a Fight ; for thofe of the Enemies, who were 
wearied or wounded, were relieved continually by frelh 
men ; the Portuguefe being always the fame fhew’d no 
difference of either Courage or Time. 

105. Dom John Mafcarenhas went about all the 
L* Polls commanding, and frighting, one while their Can. 
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fo honourable Matrons, who deipifing danger and la- 
bour, c.tmefcafonably through Lances and Bullets, to 
their help, with unheard of example , and with encou- 
ragements to the Souldiers hill of great judgment and 
. courage, whilft others animated them with Regallos and 
lweet- meats as if they coveted or deferv’d equal lame 
with them. We had the wind in our faces, which, rai- 
ling clouds of Duff from the looie ground the Enemy 
flood upon, almoft blinded our men, who only by that j 
accident run the hazard of being loft, yet Fighting with' 
their Eyes (hut they received the Moors, more intent! 
upon offending the Enemy , then providing for them- 
ielvcs. The Enemies fought delperately, Rumecaon every 
moment minding them of their Kings and their own 1 
honour, 

104. Jwz>arcaon with the Souldiers he commanded, 

| with fo great a resolution fell upon St. Johns work that 
our men were in no little danger: for after throwing 
down rhefirft who came up, others with fo much fury 
got upon the Walls, that for many hours they maintain’d 
the Fight equal, till wounded with our Swords , fome 

iDead, others faltring in their Courage, loft the place 
and their Lives. Here was the refiftance and danger 
jgreateft, for upon our men, whofc force was already 
; wearied and fliaken, came other frefli Moors, yet, as if 
j they had kept their Itrcngth and courage for the greateft

105. In Antonio Pecanhds Poll the Fight was not Iels ^ 
| flout or fortunate, and without particularizing acci- 
idents, we may by the fuccefs judge the fortune of the Enc ‘»y» 
Day : for the Enemy left lixteen hundred Dead , be- 

fides the innumerable number of the VVounded : an 
incredible thing of a few more then two hundred Soul- 
diers, as were ours : fo we find it writ in the Relations 
and Hiftoriesof that Siege, which being ours do with 
a more wary Pen write their own prailes. VVecame 
off with thelofs of three Souldiers, and thirty Woun- 
ded.

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~ 106; The Fortrefs by the Battery which preceded 

thisalfault was every where Ruin’d and Open, and we 
to repair it wanted Time, Materials, and Men 5 yet did 
Ours fteal the hours of their reft , working by Night, 
and throwing down the Houfes of the Fortrefs, made 
ufe of their Stones and Timber , making a kind of fud- 
dain and ftoln Defence, more becoming the time then 
the ncceffity. 

107. Ammunition and Provifion was wanting, there | 
of was no more Powder then what was every day made, 1 
e fortrefs. a little, and ill Dryd, a want which the Moors began j 
to know , and had thereby the hearts to continue! 
the Siege, they had likewife advice that the fcarcc- 
nels of other neceflaries was anfwerable, for Wheat 
A'lout one was at three Crufadcs an Jlquiere , and yet the want of 
iird of a it greater then the price- the Sick inftead of Hens cat 
uili-.i. Crows , which coining to feed on the Dead bodies, the 
Souldiers kill’d, and at an exorbitant rate Sold, the 
Famine came at laft to that height, as they fpar'd not 
Doggs, Cats, and other fuch Food , unwholfbme and 
unclean. Yet did they with fuch miferable Dyet rcco. 
ver their ftrength, undervaluing dangers, and duty , by 
the greatnefs of their minds over-coming the paffions 
and afie&ions of Nature. 

108. Pans for Powder ( which the Militia of Indict 
J?™ Pors ufc ty Sea and Land t and in Siege were of no little 
,f Powder Execution^) were as well as other ofienfive Weapons 
lasiupplyd. want j n g , w hichwas fupply’dby putting together two 

Gutter-tiles , the Concave inward, and Fitch’r with- 
out, at which hung lighted match, and being thrown 
amongft the Enemy, divers were burnt by ’em : by this 
eafie invention did ours haften the Vi&ory. 

109. The Commander in chief deflt’d to get fome 
intelligence concerning the pra&ices of the Enemy, who 
(lye, and defigning, did yet with ftrange referv’dnefs 
keep from us his defigns. Befides it was advis’d from the 
Fort next the Sea, thatmoft Nights fome Moors came 
asfarr as the Bridge of the Fortrefs, where they ftop’t, 
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as men who for fome end came to ffirvey, and be ac- 
quainted with the fituation 9 their filence, the time of 
Night and the continuance of it, cvinc’t their dili- 
gence’ not to be cafual. Upon which, Don John Maf- 
ca-enhas perfwaded Martin Botelbo ( a Souldier of trull ) 
with ten Camerades to go one Night upon the Bridge, 
and endeavour by Force or Craft to bring ofi one of 
thofe Moors . Martin Botelbo , with the others about 
Mid-night went out at the Skit-gates of the Courtain,

that now with his Eyes opened he came to Knock at 
the Qoor of the Church , that the Latin Priefis might 
bring back to the Sheep-fold of Chrift, fo loft a Sheep ;

commanded the drawing off the Canon , but that he

Dom "John Mafcarenbas cotn- 
r, ended and confirm’d his refolutions of turning Catho- 
lick, befides the taking kindly his intelligence, and 
again let him down the Wall, to acquaint him with any 
new thing that hapncd in the Camp. 

1 12. The news of raffing the Siege, with the certainty 
' of thcaffault which was to be given, was Nois’d about 

the Forcrcls , and the Souldiers for joy put on that day 
their Bravery , fome rcjoycing at the approach of the 
' Enemy, others at- the end of the Warr. The Comman- 1 
derin chief found a great forwardncls in all the Soul- 
diers to expeftthe allault, for all thinking ’(would be 
the laft of lo long a Siege, every one coveted to give 
i the latefl memory of his A&ions. 

1 1 3. Dorn Fernundo ck Caslto kept his Bed of a Fea. 
ver, and hearing of the intended aflaulr, rofc, his Gal- - 
lan try offering violence to Nature 5 Dow John Mafca- ^ 
* renhas , fometimes as his Commander, others as his Friend 
went about to hinder it j but Difobcdience here palling 
for Virmc, he rather offended againft Health then 
agamft Honour, putting on his Armour and coming to 
the Works. 

114. The day of the glorious Saint Lrfwwce broke, 
Dedicated by his happy Martyrdome to Fiery trials. 
The Gentlemen with lo much tranfporc of joy came 
to their Foils as if already m poflelfion of Reward 
and Vi&ory. They prefently law at a difiance the 
j Enemies Army marching Orderly , and difperfing it 
jfclf round about the Fortrefs. Our Canon plaid xh 
I with no* little Execution , the Enemy, Souldier like, n,i; 
enduring the Charge, rather then difeompofe the ^ 
Order he march’c in , till he had gain’d h'is Foil, and 
planted Ladders to begin the affaulc } they fell on 

j the Works with great refolution , hoping by Fighting 
i to amule us , that the confufion of the Conflift might 
cover the Stratagem of the Fire they had laid. Our 
men Ihew'd great Bravery, as if in liaftc to reft 
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themlclves in Vi&ory, promis’d in the iflue of that-i 

Day. i 

115. The fury of the Sword, without any fear of 
that of the Fire, was kept offj in Saint Johns Work;' 
the Enemy fought carelefiy, till the lign of springing 
the Mine arriving ’em they all at the lame time retir’d ;| 
the fame fear, equal and luddain in ’em all , difeovered 1 
us the Plot. The Commander in chief cry\l out im.’j 
mediately for’emto leave the Work j that the Mine, 
now known by the fuddain retiring of the Enemy, 
might without any hurt take Fire. Every one by leaving 
his. Poll obey’d their Commander , only Dingo de Rey- 
nofo with disorderly Courage kept the place, calling 
them Cowards who quitted it. At thole words all re- 
turn’d to their Polls , rather following example then 
realon. The Mine immediately with a moll hideous- 
report took Fire , and thole llout Defendants lay Dead 
in that place, they had kept alive. [ b ] Here Dy’d Dom 
Fernando de Cajiro&t the age of Nineteen, rais’d from a 
licknefs Nature might have pall over, but Courage 
made it mortal. Dom Fraucifco de Mmeyd* loll his Li!.,’, 
keeping up the courage and misfortune of his Farnuy. 
Here lay buried GtlContinbo , Ruy de Son fa, and Diog 
deReynofoy who with his Lite paid for fo many Deaths, 
he fo generoully , but fatally wa9 inftrumental to. 
Dom Diogo de Sottomajor , flying with a Lance in his 
hand, fell upon his Feet in the Fortrefs, without any 
hurt by the Fire, or his fall } fome lighted in the Ene-

We had rather, then 
grieve the attention of thofe who read the Hiftory, a- 
mongft the chances of this lo famous Siege, filentlypals 
over this unfortunate Day. Our men wondered to fee 
the Execution of fmothcred Powder fhould be fo great, 
that the Hones of the Fortrefs blown up by the vio- 
lence of the blow fhould Kill a great many in the 
Enemies Camp, the Fire rather following the impulle 
of Nature then the preferibd Limits of the Engi- 
neer. 

ii(5. After fomc time, when the Fortrefs was clear'd 
fromfmoak, Rwncaon commanded five hundred lurks 
to enter at the ruins of the fir'd Work, the reft of the 
Camp in whole Companies fecondhgYm. Yet mer n- 
they with five ftout Souldiers who refilled 'em , fora 
good while iuftaining the weight of to ingtaCom- i\ vc S 
bate; fo unheard of a truth, as . be.e goes as much' !ic:s - 
Courage to the Writing, as A£lion, though qualify’d by 
the confedion of our Enemies themfelves , and by the 
reverence of fo many Years. Dont John Mafcarenbas 
with fifteen more came to that quarter to their Relief, L:b. V 
where he beheld two Spe&acles, one challenging Com- <; T- 10 
paffion, the other Amafemcnt , and relieving the five, 
all together made fo flubborn a Refiftance, as to flop 
the fury of a Victorious Army ; fuch a thing as, related 
only with the bare truth, out-does all the Greel^s or Ro- 
mans have in their Hiftories or Fables. 

1 17. ’ Twas given out in the Fortrefs that the Turks 
were Mailers of the fir’d Work , upon which, fome 
Souldiers who fought in the other Polls came thither, 
as where the danger was greateft. The falfe report hap- 
pily fav d the Fortrefs, for they made a Body capable of 
refilling thirteen thoufand Foot , fo many ( as our 
Hiftories reckon ) were they , who went on upon the 
Min’d work.

i 20 - Upon the Enemy's retiring, Dom John Mafca- 
renbas gave order for the burying the Dead, which were 
in the ruins of the Work , removing them from one 
Grave to an other; for the ftraightnefs ot time and place 
they were Buried all together, fo honourable Afhes 
being without Funeral honours, and Officious tears ; 
yet reft they, in fo poor a Grave , more mift by their 
Country, then thofe who in Alablaflcr urns have left 
of inglorious Lives an idle Memory. Dow Fernando 
de Caflro was laid in a Dcpofitory by hiuifelf, that if, 
the Govcrnour his Father would carry his Bones to any 
other place, lie might make him a more Stately, but not 
more glorious Monument.

On the fame day, the fixteenrh of stugajl, the Enemy 
with all their ftrength march’t out of tiieir Quarters, 
and dividing themfe/ves orderly about th<? Works, left 
the main Body of the Army to fall upon Saint James s, 
where they hop’t to open the Gate for Victory . Here 
they gathered Tumulruoufly, with rude Crys in their 
mouths , and letting fly, in great abundance, Arrows, 
and Darts, to fummon our greateft ftrength to the De- 
fence ; here the Fight was at the hotteft, till in the 
height of it, the Enemy, feeming to yield to our reftft- j 
ance, as on a fign given, fuddainly retir’d j Our men ; 
who had been fo^e-warn’d, knowing the cheat of their 
feign’d fear in which they went oft’, quitted too the 
Work, looking for the fpringing of the Mine, which 
the Moor s made play, and being refilled by the Counter- 
fort and Scarp of the Wail , which met with it , it 
fprung Recoyling towards the outward face of the 
Wall , and the Curtain flying, carry ’d it with fo great 
violence upon the Moors , that above three hundred 
were Kill’d, and many more Maim’d.

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{came on in Troop9 to get upon thefpoils and ruin; of 
I the Fire, with lo much confidence of Vidory as they 
Ihindredonethe other, droven on out of Covetouiiicls 
, of reward, or Ambition of honour ; yet did Ours re- 
ceive them on their Lances, fending 'em back Woun- 
ded to thofe whom the Mine had deftroy’d ; after them 
came on others , alfb after a long difpute repell’d 
i by ours, who were Gall’d with the multitude of Ar- 
rows, Darts, and Balls of Wild-fire which came from 
the Camp, with which they fpoilt fbmc of our men, i 
and hindred the Souldicrs, attent on both dangers, from 
the Defence ; yet fo Burnt and Wounded, not one 
quitted the place he kept, where they lb Heroically be- 
hav’d theipfelvcs, as is witnefs’d by the fucccfs and ine- 
quality of the Figfit. The fire, the Moors caff into the 
Works, was fo great, as Ours fought in live times, 
which the Commander in Chief remedyd, by bring, 
ing Barrels of water, which mitigated, or put out, the 
fir’d Cloaths, and Bodies. The Enemies greateff force 
being drawn hither, here it was our men made the grea- 
teft oppofition, which made the Fight the more rer- ' 
riblc , Recruited every moment by the Moors with frefh 
men, and Re-inforc’t with the prefence and voice of the 
General. 

1 30. Antonio Monits Barretto , and Garcia Rodrigue?, 
de lavora gave here eminent proofs of their Courage, 
enduring, with more then ordinary conftancy , the 
weight of the Enemies, fhewing,in the extremities both 
by Land and Sea, the fame Gallantry. A great lhare 
of the honour of the day is due to thofe, never enough 
prais’d Matrons, companions not only in their labour, ji,.

Fortrefs, which had now none left to oppofe ’em. Here 
tumultuoufly fell on a great Body of the Moon , en- 
gag’d on by their own credulity or the words of the 
General. Thefe at their firft fpeed got upon the Wall, 
and began body to body to Fight with ours, many and 
frefh, againft a few, already wearied and wounded * yet 
deriving Courage from their gallantry^ and neceflity, 
the laft found them as Valiant as the firft. Some of the 
Enemies falling down, others came in their places, which 
often loft the Fortrefs. Here fell in DotnJohnMaJca- 

renbas , animating, as a great Commander, his Men, and 

Fighting, as the ftouteft Souldier, himfelf j andprovi- 
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ded for all the chances of Warr , had ready all forts of 
Arms ; which our men made ufe of, being by thole (tout 
Women, put into their hands. Luis de Souft Com- 
mander of that Work, Ihew’d that day great Gallantry. 
Antonio Moni% Barrett o . , Garcia Rodriguez, de favor a , Don: 
Retire , and Dom Fr'ancifco de Almeyda , did things wor. 
thy a larger Hiftory, and all the Cavaliiers, and Soul* 1 
diers, who were in the A&ion, purchitt a molt delerv’d 
Name. j 

1 3 5. Rumecaon by the Slaves information , believing 1 
he fliould find free entrance , Commanded his men to 
fall upon Saint Johns work j but thole few Defendants 
there were, fo behav’d themfelves , as the Enemy was 
fore t with lofs and fliame to retire. Rumecaon , amaz'd 
at what he faw, faid, we were the Inttrumen ts of Hca. 
vens anger again ftCambaya\ and the lecond time, with 
certain Barbarous and Ridiculous expiations, went a- 
bout the appealing Mahomet ; and becaufe in ftorming, 
he loft a great many men* without fuccels, and rhe Soul- 
diers now grown Cowardly , did on the apprehenfion 
of their being fo daily Butcher’d, flight their obedience, 
he fet upon Mining again, as a way more efle&ual or 
more fccure ; and firft he commanded the opening loine 
Loop-hojesin the Wall, which divided the Army, and 
pur Fortrefs, by which our men receiv’d no little harm, 
fighting as in a plain Field, without the prote&ion of 
the Wall, which was thrown down j and the fliowring 
of Mufquets without any intermiflion annoy’d 11s. 

13 6. He commanded his Souldiers to Batter the Ci- 
ttern with a great Gun , becaufe that being broke, as 
in a neceflitypaft Cure^ thirft would deftroyu* ; this 
Cittern is at the entry of a Street, which we call the 
Covity and was the Moors old Ditch , where thofe who 
were not fit for Service retir’d; here fell ttore of Bul- 
lets , not without doing mifehief to the poor people 
who fled thither for Protc&ion , and endangering the 
Roof which, cover’d the Cittern. The Commander in 
Chief prevented this fear by ordering an h : gb defence of 
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Wood lin’d with Earth , which lecur’d the apprehen- 
fions of either inconvenience, making holes too in the 
common joyning of the Houles, next the Fortrefs, by; 
which they fiipply’d one the other feciirely. 

1J7. The Moors in the interim work't in the Mine, 
which was carried to Saint Janies ?> work, and being! 
by Ours found out, they on the in tide put ftrong Abute - 1 
ments, and opened iome Vents , that the Fire might 
lpenditfelf, at the time of fpringing the Mine, it met 
with luch refiftance in the Scarp, that carrying with it An who- 
part of the Work, it plaid without theFortrels, Kil- with* | 0 ft to 
ling great numbers of thofe Souldiers and Miners, vvho ihctnemy. 
were employ’d in it , not one of Ours mifearrying, by 
the (Jourtain of the Wall holding firm j it might be by 
chance , but that lo extraordinary, as it appear’d a mi- 
racle, The Moors , when the Mine plaid, did by whole 
Companies get up on the ruins of the Work, where 
they were Refilled by our men, worn out by Watch- 
ing, vveakned by their Fafting and Wounds, and more 
in Heart by the greatnels of their Courage, then the 
force of Nature , yet Co animated by honour and dan- 
ger, as they ieem’d to Fight with frefii, and entire were in. 
Ihength , keeping off the wild Current of the Enemy 
with bis own lofs ; The place was of reception for more 
to Fight upon , and the danger encreail by the ine- 
quality of the numbers. The noifeof Arms, and con- 
fufion of Crys , interrupted all Commanding, and 
Obeying 5 of the Moors many fell , but by the dili- 
gence of the Commanders, others came in their pjace, 
by which they gave Ours no relpite , who fromafarr 
were thrown at by Darts and Arrows, and Fought 
clos’d hand to hand. Thus did they for many hours 
hold out the Fight. The Enemy gain’d fo much as to Th , En _ 
plant three Colours on the Works, which their great planned 
numbers of Mufqucttcers defended ; thence they de £ 0,0 “ rs °, n 
feended by the Wall to the Apoflle Saint James S work, i 
Church , which joyns to the fame Work, and placed 
themfelves on the Top of it, fo that one half of the , 
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Work and Church was kept by the Moors , and by us 
j the other. 

138. The night came on, arid not Peace but Nature 
put an end to the difpute ; yet did they with wandering 
and uncertain blows blindly continue the Battail. T he 
Commander in chief gave prefcntly order for the call- 
ing up a weak Work ( which more divided then pro- 
te&ed us from the Enemy ) which was made by Health, 
and with Swords in their hands ; the Souldiers had no 
other Lodging then the.place they fought on , where, 
noton their Arms, could they fecurely take a little re- 
pole , neither had they conveniency of time or place 
to drefs their Wounds. The Commander indulg’d 
himlelf no reft from his Arras, lefs from his Thoughts; 
He that night Commanded the Levelling a Canon at 
the Door of the Church , which commanded the 
Work, and with that gall’d the MoorSj who while they 
kept pofleflion of what they had got, receiv’d no little 
lofs, till by a high Rampier they cover’d and fecur d 
themfelves. 

ls ^ 139. The danger by Sea, was not lefs then that by 

Mclio de- Land; for immediately, upon the arrival of Antonio 
pirts fiom Monies Carvel to Bacaim , the next day ( the four- 
tecnt h of Augufi ) Luis de Mello with fifteen Compa- 
nions embark’d on her, and after him Dom Iorge, and 
H'fto- of ® om Duarte de Menez.es with fevcntccn Souldiers in a 
hlu, D;c.

r ‘ ' ‘ Luis de Mello prefently put to Sea, but for the contrary 
Winds made but little way , the further he got offfrom 
the fhore, he found the Seas higher , and the Carvel 
The danger being but bttle, a °d Ioofc, and the Waves fo great, a9 
of his Voy- by the force of the Storm to break over and flowre her, 
a S e ’ (be fhip’t the water on both fides, which the Mariners, 
every moment over-whelmd , freed with Bucquets, 
upon which both Grurnts , and Souldiers, grown fcarfull, 
and out of heart, defir'd Luts de Mello to ftand for his 
Port again , faying, that with men they could Fight, 
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but not with the Elements ; that ’ewas now not Cou- 
rage, but Obftinacy, to lofe themfelvcs for nothing ; 
that againft the wrath of God no Bravery could carry 
it out. Luis de Mello went to quiet ’em, alledging, that 
Antonio Moni% part in the fame VelTel and lame Storm ; 
that he had not with him better men then he, nor did 
the Seas (hew him more favour; that none without 
danger atchiev’d great things ; that when their Friends, 
and Camrades were Fighting with the Turkj , they werel 
not to wait for calm Seas, and fair Winds to go and re.! 
iieve’em ; that though the Waves fwallow’d the Ship, 
he would, on his Sword fwim to Dio ; that they fliould 
go man the Sails, for God woftld help. 

140. The terrour, and (hame of thefe words, did for 
the prefent quiet ’em, lb as that Evening and Night, 
they were ftriving with the Storm, expc&ing every' 
Wave fhould overlet 'em, and now wanting rtrength to 
furnilh their Duty , feeing the Tempefts likely every 
minute to grow bigger, Mariners and Souldiers agreed, 
by force to compell Luis de Mello to Tack about, which 
being told him by one Gomt% de Quadras , a Souldier 
under his command, he took all the Arms, and laying 
’em up in the Gun-room , with his Sword in his hand 
laid , who ere fpoke of going back, (hould be anfwer’d 
by Stabbs ; that none of their Lives was more Valu- 
able then his, that they fliould be afraid where he 
was loft, to lofe 'em ; that they fhould look forward, 
towards Dio , for that now, neither their honour, nor 
fafety had any other Port. The Souldiers leeing this 
refolution, and the Mariners more afraid of the Com- 
mander, then the Storm, purfu’d theii Voyage, with 
water always on Board, and drinking in Death , as if 
every purt' of Wind had been to Bury ’em j thu9 were 
they Sailing in continual Shipwrack, till in the F.vening 
they came in fight of the Fortrcfs, whence they were 
perceiv’d with Joy and Amafement. The Moors ar 
their coming over the Barr ply’d'em with Shot , but 
they came without any hurt under the Faule-bray, 
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where the Commander came with an Over-joy to re- 
ceive ’em ; who, was by Luis M tllo afliir d , that Doth 
Alvaro de Cafiro could not be two days behind , news 
by every one entertain’d with fuch Rejoycingasreach't 
the Moors , on which they concluded the Relief was 
now at Sea, and Rumecaon relolv'd to (heighten the 
Siege. Luis de Mello with his men were quartered on 
Saint James’s work, the moft part of which was held 
by the Enemy, and which he had Garrifon’d with the 
beft men of his Army ,- put there to Dye in defence o( 
r what they had got. The next day arriv’d Don: Iorge> j 
and Dorn Duarte de Me/tews, having fcap'c with the fame 1 
refolution, as Luis de Mdlo , the fame dangers 3 with this 
Recruit, more confiderable in quality then number, the 
Warr leem’d to put on an other face. 

14 1, The new Guefts importun’d Don: John Maf- 
carenbas to let ’em fee the Enemy , by fetting on the 
driving him out of Saint James's work, which he eafily 
granted , and refolv’d to bear them Company. All 
provided againft the next day, and when it broke, got 
upon thole Walls the Enemy had made for his Delence i 
charging the Moors fo Vigoroufly, as they forc’t them 
from that place, maugrethe Courage and Oppofition 
they maintain’d themfelves with 3 The noife before the 
news reach’ t Rumecaons Ears , who coming with all 
his Force to that place , again engag’d with Ours, on 
equality in the ground, but advantage in the number 3 
Here both (ides fought it out, Hand to Hand, and Body 
to Body, wounding one the other with (hort Weapons, 
every one with his Blood and Life maintaining the 
ground he flood upon. Ours with fo inferiour a party 
(hew’d fo much Gallanty , as the Moors without the 
Works flood looking on with fear and wonder ; yet, 
the Enemies force having fo much the Odds , he re- 
gain’d that part of the Work he had won before, and 
re-inforcing it with a double Garrifon, ordered the gi- 
ving a general Aflault to the Fort refs. The Fight was 
every where at the fame heat , many of the Moors 
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drop’t, Tome ta’ne off by the Sword, others burnt with 
the Fire i but when the di/pute was at the liotteft, the 
day began to over-cafl with a great florm of Wind, 
Rain, Thunder, and Lightning , as if in the Air was 
kindled an other new Battail. 

i42.The Moors, feeing our Match put out by the Rain, 
and that neither our Pots of Powder, nor any o.ther Fire- 
works could do them any tnilchief, looking upon the 
courfe or variety of the Weather as Divine favour, came 
under covert in the midft of thick Rain, upon us with- 
out fear, and with Shouts, and Crys, as if tbey had Hea- 
ven on their fide. This was the day, in which our men 
ihew’d the greatefl Courage, and the Fortrcfs was in the 
greatefl danger } becaufe the Moors run upon our 
Lances and Swords, either Brutifh, or Valiant. Six hours 
lalled this lb refolute Affaulr, till the day turn’d clear 
again , and our men began to make ufe of their Pots of 
Powder, with which they Burnt not a few, whofe fight 
cool’d the others Courage , making them Fight morfc 
Cautioufiy till the clofe of the Day, and Runiecaorts 
founding a Retreat j when he left, four hundred Dead, 
and above a thoufand Wounded j of ours feven Dy’d,| 
the Wounded were more. All the Gentlemen of the 
Recruit were in this Afiault , giving the fame proofs of 
their Courage and Birth ; Dorn John Mafcarenhar play’d 
by turns the prudent Commander and flout Souldier, 
always prefent in danger , without proflituting his 
Command. Our men pall that night with Watching, 
having for their fo near Neighbours the Enemy , who 
had, for the flraightnefs he held the Befieged in, receiv’d 
new Honours from the Sultan , and a Recruit of five 
thoufand Foot was come to him, with trt * y Turk: 
Officers , whom Runiecaon defir’d fhould be prefently 
brought to face our men , that by (hewing them with 
whom he had to do, he might juftific his Adtions. 

145. The day after the Afiault, came over the Barr 
Dom Antonio de Attayde, and Francifco GUilheme , who 
found not the Seas left Boilleroifc then thole we have 
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fpoke.ofj who reported Dorn Alvaro de Catfro coulee 
not be miffing a day , having made the Fleet let out 
with this Order, that no Ship ffiould ftay for an other. 
The Souldiers, for this News and Recruit , kept Holy, 
day with Mufick, and continual Dancing, which made; 
the dangers of the Siege go onely fora pals-time, 
m 144. Kuwecaon , having notice there were already ar-j 
,!dpii:s r.f riv’d lome Recruits at the Fortrefs , and thinking when \ 
lei yi. t j ie Weather opened, the Portuguefe would not be back- i 
ward to affift one the other in the greateft Dangers, j 
began to defpair of thedefign, feeing hardfhips ffiook 
'? De° not oUr mens Refolutions, and that his Souldiers in their 
.i!>. 5. Difcourfes did not allow thecaulcof theWarr, accu* 
4 fing the breakers of that Peace we kept fo inviolably j 
He was afraid of fome dilpofitions he law for a mutiny, 
which , by aggravating the miferable condition of 
Ours, and the infallibility of their Vi&ory, he Labour’d 
to prevent. He paid the Souldiers, and commanded the 
n,. v r: * Cacir.es to Preach the certainty of Glory for all thofc 
: w ho Dy’d in this Warr , and the Rewards, which for de- 

* facing their Country, they were to. receive from the 
Coiled- Sultan , not forgetting to ioyn the Temporal, with the 
Spiritual. And Mines not being fo Dangerous as 
Storming, and of more Execution , he refolv’d to go on 
with them] on this defign, lie commanded the opening 
a great Mine , in that tradi of the Wall which from 
Saint Johns work goes untill it end in Antonio PccanhSs 
Ccntry-houfej but our men being caution’d ( though 
fubtil, and contriving Rumccaon , fap’t under the other' 
io opens VVorks, commanding his men by night to make a noile 
t ^ crc ? by that diverlion to keep from us his intention ) 
;evcnca'!. Domjoh Vlafcarenhas had notice* of the Mine, againft 
which, asat other times, he fecur’d himfclr, the Gentle, 
men working to prevent it , whofe example eas’d the 
Labour of the Souldiers. 

145. When ’twas time to fpring the Mine, the 
[c P lJ F whole Army mov’d, and begun to iiirround the For- 
end the tr c* 3 5 there came before two Sanjacl^s commanding a 
,che '* Com- 
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Company of Titrl^s, who were to enter at the Breaches 
pit fu.mM upon at the playing of the Mine, which with 
a hideous Noile carry ’d into the Air. the whole faccot 
the Wall i The Tariff, though blind with Smoak, and 
Duflj ( the force of the Fire had rais’d^) ranprcfcntly 
on, but found the oppofirion of an other Wall , the 
Fiie either had not reach’t, or hadprov’d tooftrong j 
yet feeing Antonio Yecanhds Watch-houfe open in three 
places, carrying thither their Arms, they endeavoured 
to gain it ; but our men, as to thc-weakcfl place came to 
its Relief, flopping the Current of the Enemy. 

146. Here the difpute was for a while clofc and hot, 
the L efiegersand Beficg’d, as it were Fighting in a plain 
Campagnia, and n umccaon believing, that there was 
all our force, Commanded ’em to fall on the other 
Works, where too the Portuguefe entertain'd ’em with 
{.heir. Swords. The Enemy that day fhot infinite Bul- 
lets into the Fortrcfs , which, though That was almofl 
raz d, did no harm , an accident which for its rarentfs ; j; i: 
look’t like a miracle. The Fight lafted fome hours, the j 
Enemy retiring with his ufiial loft, we with our ordinary 
good fortune. 

147. Rumccaqn , who now thought diimfelf re- 
proach’d by the length of the Siege , as one who to ju- 
flific higifclf, went in queft of dangers, and difficulties, 
the next day inPerfon fell upon Saint fboma/s work, 
commanding feveral Officers to Scale the other Works, ^ 
which made thofe days Storming go for a fucceflive ails 
aflaulc. The Moors fought h<$e, more Defperately theri ' 
Valiantly , making hafle, though run through with ' v ° r 
Lances, and Swords at once, to Dye, and Kill} readier 

to offend, thenfave themfclves, feeking Death as the 
gate to that imaginary Glory, promis’d cm by the Car* 
ti%eSi who in favour of the defign, and to beget in the 
Souldiers a contempt of their Lives, continually preft 
that Diabolical incentive. In this heat , did they for 
fome hours endure the Crifis of the Battail, with the 
lofs of fourfeore , upon whofe Bodies they continued 

Fighting 
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Fighting , forc’t on by the grief and loft of their flain 
Camrades. They in fine behav’d themfelves with fuch 
refolution, as to keep that part of the Work where the 
Fight was, planting on it their Colours, covering them- 
felves with Trenches and Barricades. 

148. The dilpute in Saint James's work was not 
cooler, the Enemies had twice got it , but met with io 
gallant a refiftance, as at no little expence of Blood 
they again loft it } The fire the Enemy caft amongft us 
here was fo much, that our men fought in Flames , ha- 
ving no other remedy for their Relief, then to cool 
themfelves in Barrils of water. Antonio Moni% Barrett 0 , 
was, with but two other Spuldiers on the Work, re- 
pelling the fury of the Enemy , and Monfa ftepping oft’ 
to allay the heat of the Fire in the Barril, was feis’d on 
by cue of ’em, faying, Ah Signior Mom%, will you let 
the King’s work be loft ? True all on Fire ( anfwered he) 
and go to bathe in the Tubbs, if your Arms ( reply’d 
the Souldier ) are well enough to Fight, all the reft is 
nothing , whofe hints Moniti accepted, fo pleas’d with 
the Souldiers courage as he got him his difeharge , and 
brought him with him for Portugal /, gencroufly con- 
fefling his own backwardntft, to the others advantage, 
and always calling him by an honourable Title , The 
Souldier of the Fire $ neither do the relations of this 
Aftion, make him known to us by any other name. 

149. In this, and the other Works they this day 
fought, with equal courage and danger, winch we will 
not particularly relate, becaufc the Circumftances do 
fo agree , as looking like the fame thing repeated, the 
Writing, and Reading would be tedious j yet, though 
the relation of this Siege doth not by its variety delight, 
who will deny this Afition to be one of the moft fa- 
mous in human Story, which asfo was valued by the 
moft Warliek nations of Afia , and Europe ? Upon the 
Enemies retiring , we fortify’d our felves in the ruins of 
the Fortrefs , where we were continually on our 
Guards. 


150. Pom 
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150. Dom John Mafcarenhas the next day, Tent out 
Antonio Correa with twenty Companions in a Carak, 
a Sonldierof great Courage, whofe Birth ( but by his 
A&ions, which deferve, or fuppofe it Eminent^ we 
know not. He got over the Barr , and Coafting the 
(Hand as was commanded him, without any Prize re. 
turn’d ; but as (lout Souldiers fatisfie not themfelves 
with brave unlefs fuccefsfuli Aliens, Correa ( more def- 
peratc then obedient ) return’d to tempt Fortune five 
times on the fame Errand ; but that which feem’d 
chance, was Myftery , and Heaven decreed or per- 
mitted the (lout Souldier (hould be obftinate in the 
defign , who is to blame himfeif if his own fault, pro- 
cur d his misfortune. He in fine, with too importune 
Curiofity, return’d, to provoke or know his Fortune, 
and (landing up with the ((land, perceiv’d a Fire at a 
diftance, which made it feem lefs, but Rowing towards 
that place, leaving his Companions in the Boat, went 
on Shore, and walk’t a while alone, till the light of the 
Fire difeovered twelve Moors, who were warming them- 
felves about it immediately he return’d pleas’d to his 
Companions, bidding ’em leave their Boat , for now 
they had in theit power the Prize they (ought for, yet 
the Souldiers, either forgetting themfelves, or Minifters 
of an higher providence, went not with him, making 
way for their Commanders fortune , who feeing the 
Souldiers bafe refolution, went alone to the Moors , 
having heart enough to go attempt that danger, he 
could not mailer > on a fuddain he fet upon the Moors , 
who furpris’d with fo unlook’t for an Aflault, fome fled, 
the reft , but Faintly and Timeroufly flood to their \ 
Defence, but coming to themfelves, and feeing them- t 
(elves Hack’t but by one man, began with more re. 
folutionto relift him , thole alfo who were fled came 
back to joyn in the Defence, and while Antonio Cor * 
no was at blows with fome of ’em , others behind 
maftcred him, and after taking him, like a Bead kept 
him Ty’d, and (ocarry’d him to Knmecoon , in credit 
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of their Prize , (hewing the Wounds they had re- 
ceiv* d. 

1 5 1. Rumcaoa commanded he (hould be loos’d, 
asking him how many men were in the Fortrefs ? if the 
Governour intended to come to Dio ? with what 
force, and in what time his Son wa9 expedied } he with 
great aflurance anfwered him , that there were in the 
Fortrefs fix hundred men, who were every day earneft 
with the Commander to lead ’em forth to the Camp ; 
that they very (bortly look’t for Dom Alvaro to come 
with fourfeore. Veflels , who upon his- arrival would 
Sally forth into the Campagnia , becaufe fome Gal- 
leys he brought with him wanted lurl^jb Slaves* 
that the Governour was preparing greater Forces, be- 
caufeatonce he would determine the bufineis of Cam- 
baya. Rumecaott who knew the truth of our ffrength, 
envy'd fo brave a Soul in fo low Fortune, and effeeming 
him as a Souldier, who in Chains defpis’d him, ask’c him 
to turn Moor , that he might in a better Religion have 
better Fortune , and know the difference there was 
’twixt ferving a rich Monarck, and poor Pyrats. Ti c 
flout Cavallier fcandalis’d at the Affront of fo bale Ci. 
vilities, told him , The Portuguefe were always ready to 
(hed their Blood for their Religion, and King ; that 
Mobamed was an lmpoftor, infamous for his A&ions and 
Do&rine s that if there were in Cambaya any Rene- 
gados , they were of other Nations, as was his Father 
Cogo-Sofar, whom, as a Monfter of the place he was 
Born in, his Parents and Country own’d not as their 
Son. 

i<2. Rjwtecao* not able to endure from a Slave the 
affronts of his Religion and Perlon , kindled with 
Zeal and Contempt, commanded, that before taking 
away his Life, he (hould in his preience be beaten and 
fpit upon , believing the Punilhment not fo much to 
him as the (corn, then ordered, he (hould in dilgraceand 
derifion go naked through the Streets , a Barbarous 
inventor of fo new a Punilhment , firft againft Man, 

then 
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then againft Humanity ; yet did this Souldier of Chrift 
( like one, now a bouldier of an other Militia ) with f 
a fofter Courage overcome by fullering. Rumecaon , 
after thefe affronts, faying, his Prophets honour deman- 
ded iatisfa&ion in Blood, commanded he Ihould be 
Beheaded, and the Palm, he deferv'd as a Souldier, he m 'n - i« 
obtain’d as a Martyr i his Head was put upon a Pike, 
and let, where from the Fortrcls our men might fee it, 
who as Souldiers , out of a natural but unjuft Compun- 
ction vow’d to revenge his Blood, as Catholicks, envy’d 
his Death. 1 he next day, thole who were in his Com- 
pany return’d , whom the Commander, refpe&ing the 
rime, would neither fee or punilh i yet did they expiate 
their fault, by venturing on all occafions, like men who 
loath’d Life without honour. Many of ’em accus’d by 
their Confcience , ddign’d their own Death. The 
Moors at a diftance mock't and gear’d at us, pointing at 
Antonio Correas Head, recompenfing fo many Ioffes with 
that fatisfa&ion, and grown by it more daring , did in 
contempt of us fome extraordinary A&ions. 

1 5 3. Between Saint Thomas's and Saint James’s work 
was our Colours planted s which one of the Moors

being Low , and not Guarded ) had a mind to take 
away j coming by ftealth and unfeen of our men, 
getting up by the Ruins, he got hold of the Staff', and 
though he by forcing mov’d it, yet could he not carry if 
away, and quitting out of fear his hold left it Leaning j 
feeing how little his firft attempt eoft him, return'd 
with the fame Caution inqueftof the Colours, and as 
he was reaching out his Arm to take hold of it, one of 
our Souldiers with a Mulquet-ihot Kill’d him. This l Lib. 
hapned in face of the Camp, who for his firft exploit Ca P-5- 
entertain’d him with Shouts and Prailes, now look’c 
Upon him falling With a profound, filence. Ours ran in 
great hafte to cut off his Head , which they lo planted, 
at with it to confront Antonio Correa's. 

1 54. The Mint 4 * who were iortify'din Saint Thomas 
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work, went on at the purchafe of their Blood, getting 
ground inch by inch, carrying always before ’em Moun - 1 
tains of Earth, and Boughs , with which they covered j 
and fottify’d thcmfelves.

to Live in fo great Seas , they were, (battered and 
loofe, forc’t to alter their courfe, and recover diverfe 
Bays and Creeks, as the weather drove ’em. Amongft 
thofe Ships which were fcattered by the Storm , was 
that commanded by Atbauafio .Freire, who Banding in 
for the Land, was call into the Bay of Cambay a, almofl 
quite funk, and ih fuel) a condition, as by common con- 
feat they agreed to run on Shore at the firft Land they 
made, counting Life moreprifable then Liberty j ac- 
cordingly they run a-ground near Surat , where they 
were taken Slaves, and carry’d to Sultan Mabumed y 
who fent ’em away Prifoners, and commanded ’em to 
be put in the fame Dungeon where he kept Simaon Feo

account. 

: 58. Dorn Aharo de Castro, and Dorn Francifco de 
yj et . ~ . f W erc with the general Storm forc’t back to 
Ag^.um, all lliattered j where they quickly fitted 
the is ie Ives, ant* with moft part of their Fleet ventured 
to Sea again , and over-coming the fury of the weather 
got fight of the other Coaft near Madrefaual , whence 
they made at adiftance a great Ship which came Heal- 
ing by our Fleet. Dom Aharo commanded the Captain 
to make up with her , as did two Ships more of the 
Company. The Ship prefently ltroke Sail, being the 
King of Cambay as, and coming from Ormus , ftie fent 
off two Merchants who came and prefented Dom A l- 
\varo their pais, fign’d before the Warrj whofeis’don 
the Ship, and fent her to Goa , that the Governour 
might determine if fhe was to be made Prize ; The 
Commodities in her were Coral, Chamlots, Pintados, 
and Carpets , all which werc judg’d to be loft. Dom 
Aharo de Cafiro holding on Ids courfe arriv’d at the Barr 
of Dio with forty Ships, with their Waft-cloths, Strea- 
mers, and Pendents, making a fliow both warlickand 
plcafant. He faluted the Fortrefs with all his Guns, 
which, with the founding of Drums and Trumpets re- 
turn'd* him the like anfwer: The Commander in chief! 
made the Gates of the Forcrcft be opened to receive 
Dom Aharo , all the Gentlemen, and Souldiers too, 
came to receive and welcome the Fleet , on which be- 
Tides Dm Aharo in Perfon, came Gentlemen and Ca- 
valliers of eminent condition j they brought Ammu- 
nition and Provifion for fome time , the Governour 
not willing to have it at the Courtefie of the Seas, to 
deny or give paffage to a fecond Belief. Dom Aharo 
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took up his quarters in the Work where his Brother 
Dom Fernando fell , thofe who formerly had been under 
his Command came to ferve under Dom Alvaro , and 
molt of the Gentlemen, fome as having bore a part in 
the forrow for his Brother, others in his Vi&ories ; all too 
would take the word from him, as Admiral at Sea, not 
one being willing to be exempted from his Command, 
a thing contrary to the Time, and more to Dilcipline j 
yet Dom Alvaro told the Commander , he came to re- 
ceive orders from him,- which Dom John Mafcarenhas 
taking for a Civility , aniwered with the fameComt- 
(hip } but Dom Alvaro fhew’d him his inftru&ions, which 
were not the leaft part of the other excellencies of the 
Governour , to fay, that, though by the Jurisdi&ion of 
his Place, and the King’s Commiflion, he himfelf was 
exempt from any fubje&ion which belong’d not to the 
Governour of India , he fent his Son Dom Alvaro to re- 
ceive orders from Dom John Mafcarenhas , the great 
Honour he had gain’d in that Siege fo requiring it j a 
temper in a man truly great, where he had already loft 
one Son and ventur’d an other , to covet none of that 
Fame, he with his Blood help’t to purchale , greater 
doubtlefs in this Negleft, then afterwards in his Vi. 
dory. 

159. Rutnecaon knowing of Dom Alvaro's arrival, 
faid, there were now Prifoners in the For tr els to ho- 
nour his Triumph, and commmanded his men to work 
Bo:h.idv'ifc more eagerly in the Mines. Dom Alvaro immediately 
^ifp atc k £ his Ship to the Governour with Letters, inti- 
condition 1 aj mating in what condition he found the Fortrefs , and 
the Forcrefs. Dom John Mafcarenhas advis’d him of all had paft. 

There were now fix hundred men in the Fortrefs , all 
Souldiers of repute , whom , Dom John Mafcarenhas 
thought capable of greater things, then only a Defence j 
he commanded the planting three great Guns againft 
the Enemies Poft$, with which he lofurioufly Batter’d 
’em, that Rumuaon^ as intent to defend himfelf asfpoil 
us, re-inforc’t his Fortification.

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itfo. There was in the former aflaults, Buried in the 
ruins of Saint Thomas’s works, a great Gun of an extra, 
vagant bignefs , which the Commander was carneft to 
get up into the Fortrefs , and imploying Ropes and 
Machines, found it impoflible , defiring to at leaft to 
fecure it, as the Enemies might make no ufeof it, he 
ordered it to be ty'd there with great Cords. The Moors 
continued digging under the Walls of the Work, and 
ftriking on the bottom Stones , by the fkiling of the 
Foundation the Walls fell down, the great Gun re;, 
maining ty’d and fufpended in the Air. The Moors came The Enemy 
prefently on to enter the Work, but found intliehrway ^ ™ aglin 
Dorn Francifco de MtneMs, with others about him, who in ' ieure: " 
engag’d the Moors in a very hot difpute , and that being 
the firft day of their feeing the Enemy, they charg’d 
him with fuch Vigour, as he was forc’t to retire, leaving 
many of his men on the place. In the height of the 
Fight, fome of 'em faffing a great Cabell to the Gun 
dragg’d it off, unfeen of Ours, who engag'd in the Fight, 
did not take notice what the Moors were doing. 

16 1* Dom John Mafcarenhds did vigilantly attend Our men 
thedefigns of the Enemy, more afraid of their Mines, 
then being Aflanltcd openly i which coming to the 
knowledge of Dom Alvaro ’s Souldiers, warn’d by the 
late example of Dom Fernando de Cafiro , and other 
Gentlemen, and Souldiers, who were Burnt to Death, 
they all agreed to Sally out and Fight the Enemy , fear- 
full where the danger was doubtfull , refolute where 
'twas certain. 

1 61. They faid they would not by their ufelefs obe- 
dience be Burnt to Death, when they might Dye in the 
Field, with Vi&ory or Revenge ; that knowing how to 
Fight like men, they would not perifh like Bcafts, faft- 
nedto their danger; that of two, they rather chofe 
that they might overcome , then that they could not 
avoid.

He was, as much as poffible, Ordering and Leading off var °- 
his men , Retreating honourably with his face always 
towards the Enemy, who had cut off fome of his men, 
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and the reft, not able to endure the force of the Moors , 
were leaving him ; which lorge de Mendoca perceiving, 
though Wounded, took Dom Alvaro in his hands to 
help Kim up the Wall, and not able by the bleeding of 
his Wounds to perform it, was help’t by his Brother 
Luis de Mello ; Dom Alvaro being upon the Wall, re. 
ceiv’d a blow with a done, which made him without any 
fign of Life fall down on the other fide. 

167. After Luisde Mello had hclp’t Dom Alvaro, he 
likewife fav’d his Brother , who was with Garcia Rodri- 
gue*, deTavora , Antonio Muni z, and other Gentlemen, 
repelling the fury of the Moors , till (hot through with 
a Bullet he fell down for Dead j his Companions carry 'd 
him off, and laid him ori the Wall , thence was he 
brought to the Fortrefs, afterwards conveigh’d to Cbaul, 
where he Dy’d of his Wound, deferving, by his fingular 
Courage , if not a more glorious Death , a longer 
Life. 

168. Dom Francifco de Mene%es , as he was Fighting 
ftoUtly, was taneoff with a Bullet, at whofc lols his 
men began diforderly to retire ; here was the Execution 
greateft, for the Moors knowing our mens confufit „m 
charg’d 'em more Vigorously. 

169. Dom John Mafcarenbas in this misfortune be- 
hav'd himfelf with Courage, and Prudence, fome times 
Leading off his men , other times facing the Enemy, 
( whilft the Mutinous were retiring ) by this courfe 
avoiding no little mifehief j and having nor fecur’d the 
Walls, there went a report the Fortrefs was Io(i , on 
which the Souldicrs like Routed men, began every one 
to difperfe j in this fo dangerous Confli&, Dom John 
Mafcarenbas cry’d to his men , fliaming them with their 
going off, and Fighting fo couragioufly -that only with 
a few who flood to him he kept of}' the Enemy. The 
Gentlemen who were, irtthe Fight, got a loud name in 
fo unhappy a Day.

thanks, not without (hedding fome tears, vvitnefles, of 
hispi^ty covvards God, and his zeal for hk Prince , and 
receiving prefently hfs Letters, he heard the* Death of

Difcipline. 1 tie Moors were ftout enough to expert, 
not to r clift , Ids fear'd by their apprehenfion of our 
men , tlv n the horrour of their own who firft fell j 
whole Blood lb frighted ’em, «i9 they turn’d their backs. 
Many were cut oft' in the Flight, few in Refiftance y the 
Slaughter was great, the Souldiers Sword fparmg nei- 
ther 5 >ex or 'Age. Dom Manoel commanded his men to 
Eire the Houles , burning together Town and Efcates j 
Covetoulnels was below their fury j only one Moor 
had his Hands ordered to be cut off, who was left Alive 
not to carry the News Without figns of Victory. 

7. The Fleet went out of the River, and Coafting 
along two days came in light of the City of Amsic y 
famous tor its proud Buildings, and rich Inhabitants, 
whom their commerce by Sea had well enrieh’c j 
thelc, warn'd bv others iuficring\ relolv’d to Defend 
their- Houles, or Dye in ’em , valuing fo equally their 
Lives and Fortunes. Dom Manoel got on Shore, though 
not without lots ; for the Moors waited for us, lhowing 
themfclves Souldiers in their Resolution, not in (then 
Conduct, who charg’d us divided into Companies, with 
wandring and uncertain Shot , betray ing the fame fear 
in their Refiftance, they did afterwards in their Flight. 
Dom Manoel got ground of ’em, till he forcVcm into 
the City, where, at the fight of Women and Children, 
they were made ftand by their Compaftion 5 here our 
men thought they had to do with Enemies, for they 
fought, with the Bowels of Fathers, Cowards in defen- 
ding their own, ftout in protecting the Lives of others; 
jbwt their C nirage not being natural, and proceeding! 
from tender or timerous affections , their compaftion 
yielded to their fear, which gave us poflefiion of the 
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City, Children, and Vi&ory; and Dow Manoel, more ' 
Idcfigning Ruine then Conqucft , gave up the City to ! 
the Flames. The Cruelry out-went the dcftru&ion, forj 
many Bramenifb young Ladies, exempted from crime by! 
their Sex, from the Sword by thcir.faces , in Colour and j 
Beauty not inferiour to thole of our Europe, were not j 
fpard in the Vi&ory. j 

8- Dorn Manoel at Lima went Coafting all the Bay of' 
'Cambay a. , deitroying the Towns, fo depopulating every;’; 
•place, astofeemnot to be glutted, with Blood or Vi- 
ctory ; at laft retiies with more Glory then Booty, and 
found the Governour with all the Fleet together at the 
Ifland Dos Mortos , the next day ( the fixth of 'Novem- 
ber ) they fet Sail for Dio , the Ships went light, and 
with the multitude of Pendants and Streamers , made a 
plcafant and beautiful! fight. 

- 9. At the Fortrcftes making the Fleet, fuchwasthc j; 
general facisfadiion, as of men who after Inch a deluge -no 
of Blood, law thole who brought 'cm Peace in Vidfory j 
the Fortrcfs was round about full of Colours, the raz’d 
Ruins putting on contentment. The Commander in 
chief gave order for Shooting oft’ all the Guns : an- 
fwer'd by the Governour from Sea with an amazing 
Vollec, Seconded by Jnftrnmentsof Warr and Mufick, 
jlblemnizing fo trightfuil a day with chearfull Vefpcrs, 
tfje Moors too dilcharg’d a great many Pieces, (liewing 
their joy Or contempt for the Govern ours arrival. 

10. Dow John deCajlro kept that Night at-Sea, and 
Tent for on Board, the Commander in chief, Garcia de ’ ( 
Sa , Manoel de Soufa de Sepulveda, lor go Cabral , and 
other Gentlemen of the Councel, whom he acquainted 
with the refolution he .came with, to Fight the Enemy, 
upon which lie ask’t no mans Opinion, becaulc the 
Governour of India drew not his Sword to Defend but 
Chaftile , but in what manner he fhould fall upon the 
Enemy, he defir d all their Counfcls j Garcia deSa , with 
fuch reaforts, approv’d, and prais’d his fix’t Refolution, 
as for his Perfon, and their weight were- very taking 

with 
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with the Governour. They dilcourft about the way of 
f ighting, and concluded of it , which was a fecret till 
the Execution. ’ E was ordered the mcnfhould in the 
iilencc of the Night, be put into the Fortrels- and on 
their Landing, Mufi.ck, Trumpets, and Shooting from 
the Ships fliouhl keep the defign from Rumcaoit. The 
men in three Nights by Ladders of Cords got into the 
j Fortrels f which was done with lb much Caution, as 
not to be difeovered by the Enemy. 

1 1. Rumcaon , on the approaching danger {hewing 
himfelf moft Rclolute, told his Souldiers, if the Gover- 
nour refolv d to come out and Fight in the Field, the 
Moors would march into the Fortrels through the Gates, 
not over the Walls- that he hop’t with the Portuguefe 
Colours to (weep the Houfe of their Prophet that 
they {ought for the Liberty of io many Princes , who 
figh t under the heavy Opprcflion of Tribute, and Scr. 
vititde ; that they fliould referve their Courage, in one 
day to revenge the Injuries ot fo many Years ; that the 
State was crulh’t under the weight of io many Viffo- 
ries i that Fortune had Io ordered it, to bring 'em toge- 
ther, at one Fdow to cut ’em off. The Twr^heightned 
this iniolencc, by Commanding all the Souldiers fhould 
have double Pay 5 his Army was of above forty thou-, 
(and men , moft of the Officers, furJ{s, old Souldiers, 
famous by the report of their Courage, brought thither 
by extraordinary Pay. There were come lately to the 
Camp (even hundred Janizaries y who proudly defir 'd 
to Fight by themlelves, that the Moors might fee who 
gave ’em the Victory. Rumecaon fupply’d the Pofts, and 
plac’t the main Body of his Army , lb as to attend that 
place where he thought our Fleet would Anchor ; nei- 
ther did his Confidence difturb his Dilcipline. Thus 
j cxpe&ed he to be falln upon by us , ready for Defence,

\z. The Govcrnour having now got all the Soul- 
diers into the Fortrels , found diverle Opinions about 
falling on the Enemy, and all the Arguments ftriking on

the Contingency of Succeis,they could not be approv'd 
or rejected, without the knowledge of what’s to come, 
known to no body. Garcia deSa, by the Authoritv of 
his Years •Courage and Birth, difeourit again about the 
conveniency of Fighting ; [>ut Dow John do Caslro 
commanding filenpc faid, that the Lot was already 
. caft, that by the V aiiant he fliould be well thought of, f " ! 
and from Cowards he car’d not for approbation; that j 
thofe without fhould expedi: the luccels to give their 
judgments* He fpent that Evening in difpofing the; 
Souldiers for the next day, not to alter by delay their 
Courage or Refolution ; He gave order the Fleets , r . 
Boats fliould for a fign expedt three Roquets to be r - w 
fir’d from the Fortrefs , and, at the lame rime qur men 1 ’ r ' 
jrefolv’d to Sally forth , Row toward that place of the 
Enemy which was moft Obnoxious, with Drumsand 
Trumpets founding , crediting what they could their :i:i] 
intentions of Landing, covering the entrance of the] / 
Boats with Lances , which would make the Stratagem ^ 1 ! 
probable, and that the GovernoursBoat fhoiild, by its 
place, Flagg Royal, and Adornments, be known at a 
diftance ; a Stratagem, which either gave, qr furthered 
our Vidfory. 

13. The day broke,' which began the eleventh of 
November , Dedicated to the memory of the glorious 
Saint Martitiy Bifhop of TW/, who might, as a Saint j 
favour, as a Souldier fight for us. The Governour,with 
the firft Light, came with his Generals ftaff on the plat- 
form of the Fortrefs, his white Armour added lo much 
to his Majefty, a9 his Charge was refpedfed in his Per- 
fon ; Mals was faid at an open Altar, that they might 
begg Vidiory of the God of Hoafls; the Governour 
and Major part of the Souldiers receiv’d the Sacra- i 
ment , and the Guardian of the Frmifcans proclam d 
a Plenary indulgence to all thofe whoD.y’d in the Bat J 
tail; when this was done, he commanded thepUlling 
down the gates of the Fortrefs, and the Drefling break- 
faft for the Souldiers with ’em , that the Generals confi- 
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!dence. and the defpair of any (h?!ter 5 might equally 
afllft the Viifiory , making them ftand to’t out of glory, 
or neceffity j He thus fpake to the Souldiere. “ We 
Ct are going now to a Battail, in which, if Conquer'd, 
‘ c we (hall honour our G t od with our Lives v if Con~ ; 
“querours, our King with our Vicfpry ; The ilrength 
c of the Enemies Army, is Turly and Janizaries , who 
like Souldiers of fortune deure Warr, hate Fighting ;!

14. The order he put his men in, was this, he gave 
the Van-gijard to Dom John Mafcarenhas , he claiming | 
the greateft danger in rccompence of his former j Hu 
had rive hund r cd Pertugueje, fix hundred Canarins , and! 
five hundred * N'aires. Dom Alvaro cle Cajlro cpmmau- 
ded five hundred Portuguefe more , part of whom were 
the Gentlemen, and Offiers of his Fleet. Dom Manoel 
de Lima had five hundred more ; the Govcrnour had the 
greateft Body, which was of about eight hundred Por- 
tuguefe , with iome Canarins y and Malaharefes.

Reputation; fo by their Witty courage, inventing how 
to Dye with Rewards, and how to Fight Duels with- 
out a Crime, both the Enemies accepted the propofal, 
defiring their Kindred, and Friends, to hold their Lac!- 
ders as to men who were to Fight for the States and 
their own honour i at the fame time both began to 
climbe. Dom John Manoel laying one hand on the Wall 
had it cut off, relieving himfelf witbthe other, that too 
by a ftroak was ta'ne away , and putting his Elbows to t 
to fecure his hold, his Head was cut off by a Semitar. 
John Falcaon at the fame inftant feis’d on the Wall, 
and having mattered it , while he ftoutly defended him- 
fclf was cut in pieces. The Braves in the Army were of 
different opinions, who of thefe gave greateft marks of 
their Courage ; in favour of both, wee’l fay , he who 
gives ail for it, owes no more to honour.

Rttmt- „ 
caon feeing all loft put himfelf in a poor Garment a- i>V, f 
mongft the Dead, exempting himfelf from Rage and Vi- 
ctory.} but a Stone from an unknown hand, by his Death 
lav’d his waiting on the Iriumph, Many flood to be 
the Authors of his Death, as formerly of Gallnrs, who 
had more Murderers then Wounds ; and in our own 
Age and Kingdome have we feen the like Occiden t.

27. The numbers of the Enemies Army cannot with 
certainty be affirm’d , becaufe with different Calcula- 
tion, fome raife ’em above fixty thoufand , others fay 
left, neither could the Moors who were ta’ne Prifoners, 
make any exa& judgment of thole they loft j but by all 
accounts, the difproportion of the Armies was fo noto- 
rious, as was fufficient to amale the World with the 
report ; and in forein Hiftories we- find the Yi&ory 
writ with more applaufe then in our own Memorials; 
and if our Coiintn imitated the Roman Empires grati- 
tude towards her Sons of defert, (he would in proud 
Statues let the World read Dnm John de Cajirds actions, 
which like Annals of Brafs flioutd bepublick Volumes 
to all Ages ; we fin<f not that his Reward was fuitablc 
to his Merit , perhaps to raiie it, he .here met 
with the ufual misfortune of Heroes, yet enjoy’d he as 
a more durable recompence, the glory of his Name. 
The Princes of Afta, by ambitions Etnbaffies gave him 
the joy of the Victory. The Chamber of Goa call'd 
him Duke, either to mind him- of it, or to leem to defire 
it. The King Dom John honour’d him with the Title of 
Vice-King of India , the Fourth the State had there. 
The fame Earth which covers his Affies, Buries his other 
Rewards, his Pofterity only Inheriting the glory of fo 
great aft Afcendent. 

28, The Governour laid afide the King’s (bare of the 
Booty, many Colours, and forty Pieces of great Canon, 
amongft which was that, we-now have in Saint Gi lliaru 
Fort, which keeps the name of the place whence ’twes 
taken. He delivered up the City to Plunder, not reiet- 
ving for himfelf the point of a Lance, a conftantde- 
fpiferofthe Richesof theJEafl j ’r was for this and other 
Virtues, the Governour ( as the Moors affirm ) was al. 
ways affifted by fome Divine ’power, for on the -top 
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of the Church they law a Virgin , Whofe brightness 
they were not able to behold , at whofe fight their 
hearts fail'd, on which they quitted their Arms, fomc 
out of fear, others out of reverence. This favour from i 
Heaven is not above belief , if we confider the jufticej 
of the Caufe, and piety of the General. There Dy’d ofj 
the Moors five thoufand, amongft them were Rnmecaon, 
Alncaon , Accedecaon , and other Tttrkj of Name; the 
Prifoners were fix hundred , who afterwards honour'd 
the Triumph ; we loft of Ours thirty, the Wounded 
were neer three hundred. 

29. The Governour had but few days reft in the 
repole of Vi&ory , being immediately feis’d on by the 
Anxious care of Re-building, rather founding the For- 
trels from the firft Foundation; a Work, for tlieNe- 
cefifty of it indifpenfable , for our Straights impoflible, 
for the expences of fo long a Warr had drain’d the 
States Revenues, fo pawn’d befides, as only to be re- 
deem'd by a Peace of long continuance ; yet the Go- 
vernour, not Dilhcartned by thefe difficulties, went 
about beginning the new Fabrick, with a new defign ; 
for in the judgment of the SkilfuII, twas requifite to 
enlarge the Situation, to make the Walls thicker, the 
baft ions nearer , to Build Maga%itis iu a dry place for the 
keeping Ammunition, and Provifion , that it might 
be prclerv’d well conditioned, which it had not been 
formerly, but by the moiftnds of the Soil corrupted. 
Materials could not be bought, or brought, without 
pay, or wages ; Stone-cutters, Pioneers and Work-men 
ask’t fatisfa&ion for their Labour. 

The Governour had neither Plate > or JevyeJs toferve 
his occafions, fo as to be forc’t to try other Pawns, 
Valuable by his honour, not their own nature. He 
commanded the Bones of his Son Dow Fernando to be 
ta’ne up, to fend ’em in an unheard of Pawn to the City 
of Gna , but the Earth having not quite corrupted the 
Body, he cut oft fome hair9 of his own Beard, on which 
he ask’t twenty thoufand Pardaos of tlje Chamber of 
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Goa f his aft'e&ion for his Country finding him out a 
ftrange way, never light upon by thofe Loyal Decios, 
Cutties , and Fabios, of whom Rome yet proud, preferves 
their Memory in the Ruins of her Empire. The pawn 
wasaccompany’d.by this following Letter. 


A Letter writ from Dio by the Go- 
vernour Dom John de C a P ro t0 
the City of Cjoa. 

G Entlemen , Magistrates , Judges , and People., of the 
moji Honourable and always Loyal City of Goa ; I 
writ to you fomedays jinceby Simaon Alvarez one of your 
Citizens the news of the VtSlory God gave me again ft the 
Commanders of the King of Cambaya , and that you might 
without any allay enjoy the plea fur e and fatisfaSlion of the 
Victory , I fpokg not in my Letter, of the great freights and 
necejfities l was m ; but now Ithinl^ft,no longer to difjemble, 
and to give you an account of the Urgencies which are upon me, 
and to elefirc your affiflance to f apply, and remedy things of 
jo great moment as are now in my hands ; for the Fortrefs 
of Dio is fo beaten down to the ground, as not one foot of the 
Wall can ferve again , fo as ’tis not only neeeffary this Summer 
to Build it up again , but with fuch Sfyl, and in fuch a form 
as the King of Cambaya may hfe his hopes, of being at any 
time able to takgit. To this trouble is added an other as 
great, or greater, to me incomparably above all others, which 
is the trouble and perplexity the Lafquerins put me to for 
their fay , which 1 have fecur'd to 'em, el/e Would they be all 
gone, and l fbouldbe left alone in the Fortref s • which would 
put me into no little danger, and consequently all India ; for 
the Commanders of the King of Cambaya, with thofe nun 
who are left of the Defeat, quarter at Suna, two Leagues 
from this Fortrefs , and the King every day fends 'em Horfe 
j and Foot to inerjafe their Camp, as if they would return and 
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try their fortune by giving an other Battail , wherefore lam j 
in great want of a confiderable fumof Money , and, becaufel 
it concernttbe ferviceof our Lord' the King, and complies 
with your Honour, and Loyalty , l earnefily beggofyouto 
remember your old Cufiom, and great Generofity, which ob- 
lig’d you ( as good and Loyal SubjeBs) always to nlieve 
the urgent necefpties of Isis Majejiy , and for the great and 
intimate affeBion l have for you all, you would lend me 
twenty thoufand Pardaos, which as -a Gentleman Ipr<>ntife, 
and on the Holy Go [pel f wear, before^a years end to fee you 
tsepaid, though l fhould be fet upon, by greater necefpties, 
and extremities , then thofe by which I am at prefent envi- 
ron’d. I commanded the taking up my Son Dom Fernando, 
whom the Moors kill'd in this Fortrefs ( fighting for God, 
and our Lord the King ) to pawn to you his Bones, but they 
were found fo, as 'twasnotfitto take emout of the ground, 
by which I am without any other Pawn , but part of my 
Beard, which l hear fend you by Diogo Rodriguez de Aze- 
vedo , for as you hjnow, l have neither Gold, Plate , Houfe- 
hold-fluff, or any thing of Value to fecure your EJlale, only a 
plain and naked truth given me by God Almighty. 'But 
that you may more certainty rely on your Payment , audit 
piay not be thought by Jome , that ( wbat hath another times 
fallen out ) forne intervening acctdent may keep you from 
it- 1 here fend you an order for the freafurer of Goa to be 
paying you out of the tax for the Horfit , engaging all can 
be made of it, till you are re-imburtt j for f be manner of the 
paying it you are to fix it with him j Excufe mi for not affe- 
Bwg words to heighten to you my extremities , being, from 
what l have faid before firmly per [waded, thatyou will in 
thisConjimBure, do what you can, and above your abilities, 
without, any other /Mediation, then your accuftmedNoblentfs , 
and our reciprocal A tffeBion . I recommend my felf. Gentle, 
mens to your'Goodnefs. Dated at Dio the twenty third of 
November, Year 154 6 . 

30. Upon the Mcflengers arrival at Goa , tfoe people 
furnUht him with more then he demanded, feeing they 
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had a Governour, fo little proud as to ask, !o greaFas to 
defend ’em > they return’d him thole honourable Pawns, 
which arc at prefent preferv’d in the hands of the 
Bilhop , lnquilitor General, his mod deferving Grand- 
child, who put ’em in an Urn or Pyramid of Cryftal, 
fet in a Bafis of Silver, on which are Engraven feveral 
Difticks , which make an ingenious Memory of fo fa- 
mous an Action ; this honourable Relique remaining 
with hisPofterity, to make Hereditary the virtues of 
Dom John de Cajlro.

uch, fatisfa&ion to the Officers, and Labourers, as it advance 
s - without time, and the pay of Work-men and SouJc’icrs 
was fo pun&ual, as the State was only poor} for the 
Governour , befides what the City lent, the Ladies^ and 
Gentlewomen, fent him in a Cabinet their Diamond.', 
and Jewels , by which female impotency facrifis’d both 
to Glory and Vanity, an offer which cxpe&ed neither 
intereft, or recompence 5 whence is feen, how much bet- 
ter the People fupply the Virtues, then Tyrannies of 
Regents. 

fl „ *2. He commanded Dom ManoeldeLima with du ty 
oninil Ships to go along the Coaff of Cambay a, and Burn ail 
the Villages, to drew the Sultan , his Revenge was not 
fatisfy’d by the Vi&ory } but not to put in at the City 
of Goga, becaufe the intelligence faid, that there were 
, imbodyd all thofe who fcap’t from the BattaiL Dom 
dr Mattoel , (*who again look’t for good fortune in that 
Bay . ) went Sailing along the Coaff, and in a few days 
of' being out, was lutpris’d by fo violent a Tempeft, as 
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to be forc’tby the neceflity of the Storm , toputinto 
the Port forbidden by his inftru&ions. The Citizens 
having their imaginations fill’d with the late dangers, 
at the fight of the lame Arms which wounded ’em quit- 
ted the City > the Souldiers, as well as the unfcrvice- 
able Rabble, in the fame diftemper flying to the Moun- 
tain.

Souldiers • Dom Manoel found out the defign of the 
Ships ha wling, and put to’t,’t<vixc the opportunity, and 
his obedience, brought the bufinefs to Council 9 and 
amongft Valiant Souldiers, Gallantry being the beft in- 
terpreter of Orders, ’twas voted they (hould enter the 
City, becaufe the Governours inftru&ions could not 
take in all accidents, who, if there, would be the firft 
fbould leap oh fliorej the Counfel was immediately 
follow'd by Execution 9 Dom Manoel , almoft without 
any refiftance entred the City 9 the pillage of the Soul- 
diers was great, and what was belo w the coveting, was 
committed to the Fire, which burnt Eftates and Houfesj 
the Dammagc was greater then the Vi&ory. Dom s- 
Manoel took three Baneam Prifoners, by whom he was El

ik ream; 3 J. Vom Manoel de Lima return’ d to his Ships, and 
on r. n J, ventur d to crols the Bay, where without a Storm he 
hire:. 1 fear'd Shipwrack ; for the Tide is there fo unruly, and 
impetuous as is fufficient to loolen the VelTels. In 
Sailing he came in fight of the City Gandar , peopled 
by Pagan Merchants, rich by its Commerce, weak by its 
Inhabitants. This was in the firft Onfet yielded, and 
ikftroys burnt j the Natives difeovered their Efiatesasa ranfome

36 . The affairs of Dio being concluded , fortune 
began to alarm the State with new Occidents j The 
Governour had from Onms repeated intelligence , that Ncivs from 
the Turly with a mighty Army had thrown out of 1 Sal- rmm ' 
fora Mahomet Af-Cnam , a Loyal friend to the State, who 
fummon’d our Arms, as Auxiliary force#, to refift the 
common Enemy. The dangers, and confequences of 

having fo unruly a Neighbour , were of no difficult 

difeovery, for whom and us the World, much lefs the 

State, would be too narrow ; The importancy of Bal- 

fora was weig’d, as a Foundation laid for greater de- 

figns ; whofe fituation we will briefly acquaint you 

with. Balfora is a Colony of four thoufand Families, Tnc deferif- 

feated in Arabia the Happy , in twenty four degrees of ot Ba/ ' 
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Uortbern Latitude , not farr diftant from the Rivcn£». 
phrates. ’Tis from the Fortrels of Ormus two hundred 
Leagues, from Babylon a little above forty. Ships go 
* from Ormus thither along the Coaft of Ferfta , having 
on that fide more convenient Ports and Watering. ’Tis 
inhabited by Moor/, Schifmaticks from the Turks , for 
though all Worlhippers of Mahomed , yet differ in their 
Belief, thefe following the Rites and Ceremonies of the 
Terftan , whom the Diyel in different Cups makes to 
T , Tir ^ drink of the abominations of Mahomed ; here the Turkj 
fnn fi fortify d themfelve?, and began to gain upon the Neigh, 
ttem'civw bouring Arabians , on fomc by Arms, on others by Be- 
c nefits, letting up a new Prince in Balfora , who being of 
the Race of their antient Kifirgs was lik’t of by the 
Arabs , and would be faithfullto theTar^/ , whole Li- 
berality, under a fhew of friendlhip, Veyl’d their ambi. 
tion of ruling. This mans pretcnfions, whom the lurks 
faluted for King, others write A t large , I omit the rela- 
tion, as importune to the Reader, and from the defign 
of the Hiltory. 

Dm , id _ 37. The Governour refolv’d t©.fend DomManoelde 
nod de Lnn.i I Lima for the Fortrels of Ormus , ( which came to him 
by the Death of Dom Manoel da Sylveira ) that as the. 
Perquifitsof the place helhould take on him the obli- 
gation of managing the Warr againft the Turks } the 
Fortrefs of Dio, ’being once more left as a Stone of of- 
fence, remedied by the Builders j for no Gentleman 
would remain there, with only the care of the Fortifi- 
cations , Dom John Mafcarenhas carryirg away with 
him the glory of the danger.

He alfo writ largely to the King of 
every mansDelert, laid nothing of himlelf , betraying 
his partiality for other mens fervices, his ingratitude for 
his own. 

38. Order being taken about Dio , the Governour 
left Pom large de Mene'X.es with fix Ships, to hover the 
reft of the Summer about the Bay of Cambaya , and 
gave him inftru&ions to proclaim in all the adjacent 
places, That all the Moors , and Pagans might return 
to Inhabit thclfland, for under (belter of his Juftice, 
their Perfons and Commerce fltould be fccure, 'en joying 
their Antient peace and ireedomcj and truth being 
credited by Courage, the Pagans as much fought for the 
protc&ion of our Arms, as Laws , there coining in great 
i numbers of Merchants and Inhabitants to improve the 
Trade, counting that Peace fccure, which begun on the 
confines of Warr. 

yy. The Governour took Shipping for Goa , expeft. 
ed there by the general applaufe of all people, the 
articulate Ecchos of his Vi&ory ; in ten days he came 
into Port, where the Bilhop, the Commander in chief, 
and Magiftrates came to Vifit him, defiring .him to ftay 
at Pangim , whilft the City prepar'd the Triumph they 
intended for his Reception , thac the World might not 
think 'em uncivil, barbarous, or ungratefull j that fo de- 
fer v’d a Triumph, was not the ambition of the Perfon, 

but 
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but glory of the State } that Kings carry away the ad- 
vantages of Viftories, Subje&s the honour $ that he 
, might fcorn the Reward, without refilling the Me- 
mory. 

a Triumph 4 °- The Governour fufferd himfelf to be o’recomc 
■is decreed by the kindneft of the People , as one who could not 
!,im * Height the honours of a Triumph , without injuring 
thofe who bore him Company in the atchievement, 
nor limit the popular Rejoycing , without envying the 
common prosperity j their feftival Solemnities having 
their cxcufe in our Fortune, their example in the Cxfart. 
The fifteenth of April of the Year 1547. was ap- 
pointed for the day of the T riumph , the firftj and la ft, 
our Arm9 ever faw , us'd to purchafe Fame without 
glory. The City Built in Saint Catherines Bafar , a great 
Arch, covering the Materials with diverfe Carpets. The 
Tiis Fabricti gate of the City was from the top of the Wall thrown 
cf down, the Stones appearing humble, or gratefull . the 

Hangings of the Walls were of Rich cloth of Gold, 
greatnels could do no more, the general fatisfadiion was 
not content with lefs. In many places the Adornment 
was of diverfe Colour’d Velvets, that the Gold might 
fet off theMajefty, the diverfity of Colours the plea- 
fantnels. On the Walls on each fide the Gate were 
two gilded Lyons, upholding in their Paws the wheels 
Hiflorv of of the Cafiros , always Famous, now Triumphant. 

° ° There run along by the Arch a dilated Thicket of Trees, 
Op. 6 . 4 which with intermitting (hades , qualify’d the heat, 
without hindring the light. The Sea appear'd all co- 
ver'd with Ships, Galleys, Boats, and Brigantines, which j 
came from the Nighbouring Iflands , all with their ! 
Streamers and Waft-cloaths. There was in the Court 
of the Palace a Fortrefs, defign’d for the Model of Dio, 
within it fome Guns charg’d without Bullets, and other 
! Fire-arms, a pleafant Reprefentation of former Hor- 
! rours. In the fame Fortrefe was hid exquifite Mufick, 
which with Tunable voices kept time m finging the 
praifes of the Governour, delighting by their fweetneft, 

the 
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the Ear, by their words, the Judgment. The general 
correfpondency in rhe adorning the Streets, was as it' 
defign’d to {hew the Riches of the Eaft-, The Em- 
broidery, as common, was look’c upon with [corn. The 
Cloathsof the Citizens were in all kinds fuch, as if the 
People had Triumph’d; Neither, if their heartscould 
have been feen, would the applaule of their fouls have 
feem'd lef% being the voluntary Demonftrations of in- 
artificial afte&ions. 

41. The Governour came from Pangim in a little 
Gaily, difference from the reft by its Adorning ; he had 1 
with him the old Cavalliers, his Companions in the 
Expedition, who fhar’d equally of the glory and dan. 
ger. The Galleons of the Fleet went on Head, in 
their Stern follow’d the Veflcls with Oars, with their 
Sails furl’d in the Brayles , and all fhadow’d with the 
Verdure of feveral Boughs, appearing from the Land, a 
loofe Wood, or moving City. When they came in fight 
of the Fortrefs , by the horrour of their Salute, the 
Warr feem’d rather real then apparent ; the Guns alfo 
from the Shore, «gavc ’em fo terrible an anfwer, as the 
fenfes could not diftinguifh whether it were a Fight or 
Triumph ; all the Fleet opened to make way lor the 
Governours Gaily. He was richly Cloath’d, giving the 
Seafon its due, and becamethem as well, and fprightly as 
his Arms; He had on, a French fuit of Crimlon Satin, 
with Goldtwift about the Slafbcs and Seams, and not j 
to forget he was a Souldier, he put on aCoat of Mail j 
wrought on Cloth of Gold with Buttons of Plate, 
Feathers in his Hat , and the Guarnitureof his Sword 
Gold. Upon the Key , the Officers of the Militia, 
Nobility, and Magiftracy of the City waited for him, 
with whom heentred thefirft Gate, where one of rhe 
Confuls made him a fober Speech in Latin , fnewing, 
that by the advantage of his Valour we had humbled 
Itheproudeft Scepter of the Eaji , whofe Ruins would 
be his Fames beft Trumpets; that Portugal had now 
fecur’d the State, born again in his Arms, who fought as 
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wdl for Religion, as Empire, fo laying his defigns, a? 
the Voice of the Gofpel reach’t Parts ib remote; tlm 
now the Moors and Pagans could not but believe that 
God to be Great , who was the God of io great Vi&o. 
ries ; that after long Revolutions of time in the Eaft , 
men Sailing by would point at the place of the Battail, 
the Dcftru&ion of Cambay a going in Tradition from Na- 
tion to Nation, from Kingdome to Kingdome j char 
Parents would tell it their Children , to Iright ’em with 
the memory of former Dangers ; that now onr Colours 
glorioufly Roll’d up, might reft in the Temple of Peace, 
having opened that of Vi&ory. He difeours'd largely 
upon the paflages of his Government , yet in the 
thoughts of the people, was rather fparing, then extra- 
vagant in his Virtues, greater in the Eyes of ftrangers, 
then in our prailes. The end of the Speech had its 
Cadence in the Harmony of differing, and agreeing In- 
ftrftments ; immediately were Shot off' fome Guns, 
charg'd inftead ot Bullet9 with diverfe Comfits , which 
falling at a little diftance, made a pleafant, though run- 
ning Banquet for the common peaple. The Magi- 
ft rates of the City receiv’d the Governour under a Ca- 
nopy , and prefen tTy a Citizen of quality, reverently 
bowing, took his Hat from his Head, putting him on a 
Crown of Triumph, and in his hand a Palm. The 
Guardian of the Frarrcifcans Order walk't before, with 
the Crucifix he held up in the Battail, the Arm unnail’d, 
and hanging, ( a Signal by which the Divine Majefty 
not only in that but this Age hath fccur’d to us our 
Kingdoms and Vi&ories * ) there follow'd the Royal 


Lufkanu Lt her at a ( Printed ac London 1645.) faith, The defign of fluking of the King 0: 
Spain being Completed, by Killing. the Secretary, and Proclaming the Fourth Duke of 
Hragan^t ( a: rim time ac his Houfe in the Country ) the Nobility* in the King’s abfence de- 
fil’d the Arch-bi (hop of Lislone to Govern the City; who going in folemn Proceffion to the 
Palace, as he p>tf by Sainc Anthonies Church, and was praying to the Saint to intercede for the 
good of the Kingdome, and his Native Country , the Arm of a rich Crucifix which was arrv’d 
before him, Miraculoufly unnail’d and held it felf forth to the people, who receiv’d the Miracle, 
with acclamations crying out, God firetcheth out the hand of his power ro free the Vovtuoucfe , 
and decide their caufe againft the C a ftilliv? y who had faid, he only defir’d God fliould be judge. 
This is the Miracle hinted at by the Author, and compar’d to the Crucifixes having an Arm 
unnail’d in the Battail, as was related in the 22. Parag. of this Book. 
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Banner of ourCink?, beheld by the Moors and Pagans 
with frefh admiration i immediately came the Srandarts 
oi' Cambay a, dragg’d on the ground in the light of Jh. 
•z.arcaon, and other Commanders pinion'd, who repre- 
fcnted the Tragedy of their Fortune , for them com- 
paflionatc, to us plcafant ; there were fecn fix hundred 
jPrifoncrs, dragging their Chains after them , after them 
!tne Field-pieces , with different and numerous Anns. 
The Ladies from their Windows fprinkled the Trium- 
pher with diftill d waters of diverfe Spices. The Offi- 
cers through whofe hands paff the Gold, and other rich j 
Commodities, came and made him voluntary offerings, 
the equal difpofition of their affc&ion9 being more 
Valuable then the Triumph. The beamify’d, and open 
Churches fhew’d their acceptance and thanks. In this 
order he went to Vifit the Cathedral , the Mother- 
Church of The Ea (l, where the Bifhop, and Clergy re- 
ceiv’d him with riie Hymn Tie Deum Laudams j being 
entred into the See , with Religious offerings he ac- 
knowledg’d the Author of Vi&ories, and it being now 
late, with little Ceremony retir’d to the Palace, one 
days time being too narrow for the Majefty of the 
Triumph. 
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were but few Kingdoms in the Eafi , 
which in the Government of Doru John 
de Caftro did not Alarme that State, by 
diverge Rumours of Warr , by either 
Arms againft us, or againft one the other, 
inviting ouf Forces to make Peace , or 
forward the Vi&ory s the Eafi alfo faw him often girt 
his Sword for the caufc of Religion.

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5. The Governour had difpatch’t from Dio . Dom 
lorge deUencz.es, to commit all imaginable Hoftilities ! 
in the Bay of Cambay a, to (how the Sultan the edge of 
our Arms was not Blunted, by their former Execution, j 
Dom lorge took fomeVeflels of Provifion going to fur. 
niflj the Enemies Ports, that thole the Sword had! 
fpar’d, might be made an end of by Famine. He came 
Cine Evening in fight of the City Baroche , whofe {late- 
ly Buildings prelentedhim with the Politenefsof Eu- 
rope. ’Twas fituated on an Eminency furrounded with 
Brick- walls , which were more for fhew, then defence j 
yet were there diverfe Bull-works to be ieen, made not 
without fome in-fight in Fortification , furnifli’t with 
ftore of Ordnance, which commanded the entrance in- 
to the Haven. The height of the fituation difeovered 
the Gates to be of fquare Stone polifh’t, and the cor- 
refpondency of Turrets and Windows , argued the 
wealth and policy of the Inhabitants. The Trade of 
the place was in very fine Silks, a Commodity expor- 
ted thence to many Poats of the EaH. Maclre Matuco 
was Lord of the City , and had Tributary the Neigh- 
bouring Villages, which, by their fertility andbignels, 
made him up a moderate Seignory. 

6. Our men had by chance taken a little Eoat of 
Filher-men, Natives of the place , who upon enquiry 
told what we have related of the City, and upon Dom 
Iorge's defire to know what Garrifon was in the place, 
had laid, that Madre Maluco had carry ’d all the Souldiery 
to Amadabat, the Sultan's Court , and at prefeht were 
remaining only fome Artifans, and other Trades- men. 
Dom lorge thinking the occafion opportune forafiault- 
ing the City, though his flrength was not proportio- 
nable to fuch a defign , yet C events depending on acci- 
dents^ refolv’d to run his Fortune j and to amufethe 


Inhabitants in fecurity, fleer’d an other courfe, Sailing 
by a different Rumbe, taking along with him the Fifhcr- 


men, 
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men , to be his Pilots in the entrance. At night the j 

whole Fleet tacking about, flood up with the Port, and S’™ 
jgetting all on Shore , ( the Enemies confidence, or neg. xi.-ht. 
ligeiice, being unprovided of any Defence, or Sentinel ) 
fell upon the Unarm'd, and weak Multitude , when the 
Night, Confufion, and Sleep, run 'em upon the danger 
they avoided , miferably wandering, they (hun’d their 
•own as Enemies, flying from thofe who fled themfclves. 
Theskrecksof the Children flirr’d not up in their Pa- 
jrents any Compaflion, lefs Vengeance, for the fuddaia 
jfear gave ’em over to the bafeft affe&ions of Nature j 
thcCrys and Laments of the Women difeovered them, 
their, Ah me, being their greateft danger; thofe who by 
flying into Houfes fcap’t the Sword, were in them con. 
turn'd by the Fire , the poor people having no remedy 
againfl, but choice of their Death ; the Invaflon, and 
Sack was at the fame time j the Slaughter, as in a Fight 
without rcfiflance ; the Plunder, as in a City forc’t to 
deliver. Dom lorge in fine purchas’d in this A&ion, 

Fame without Danger , Victory without an Enemy j 
yet doubt we not that had he found more Oppofition, 
his Courage would have atchiev'd what his Fortune 
effected. He commanded the City to be Burnt, where, 
in a few hours, the Nobility and People, Gardens and 
Houfes became compaffionate Afhes, without anydi- 
ftin&ion of nature, or feparation of place. He put on 
Board fome of the linaller Guns , broke in pieces the 
great. This Action being fo famous amongft our Soul* 
diets, as to give him who was call’d Mene%es , the Sir- 
name of Baroche , as the Ruins of Carthage gave Scipio 
the name of Africans. 

7. Maluco came with five thoufahd Horfc } foon M a i*c* 
enough to deplore, too late to help , and feeing the c0 ° 
Fire and Sword had left hothing in its own fhape, re- ,te ‘ 
turn’d impatiently to the King of Cambaya i as one 
whofe green Wound very fenfibly finarted. Herepre- 
fented to him the Deftrudion of the City as an Out- 
rage aggravated by being the lateil of fo many $ The 
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Sultan Teem'd touch’t with this new accident , and 
Vow'd once more to fet upon Dio the itone of offence, 
>on which was broke the ftrength of fo vaft an Empire j 
but while the Heart-burnings of Cambay a vent them- 
felves in an imaginary Revenge , we will fpeak of the 
Spirituals of Candea , which as Seed choak’t up by 7 horns 
came not to produce any Fruit. 

8. Madune King of Cotta came to know that the King 
of Candea endeavour'd by the change of his Religion 
| fi get the prote&ion of the State , ( who as thole Pa.- 
gant are zealous obfervers of their errors ) fought for 
arguments to perfwadc him, that Idolatry was neceflary 
for his Crown, telling him, his new Belief would make 
his Sub;e$s rebell, the Neighbouring Kings his Enemies, 
himlelf Ingratefull to his old Gods, who had. for fo 
long profpered the Scepter of Candea in his Royal Pro- 
genitors j that the Governour of India mull of ne- 
ceflity be the mod Infolent man upon Earth , who 
fuffered not the World to have any other King, or God, 
but that, he Obey’d, and Ador’d j that he deny’d not 
the Portuguefe Religion, to be either better, or more 
fortunate, iince they ferv’d the God of Victories j yet 
'twas iufficient for him to ferve the Gods of the Coun- 
try he was Born in , without coveting a better Pofte. 
rity, or greater Fortune then his Prcdeceflors; befides, 
who knew that the Governour under pretence of Re- 
ligion defign’d not the ufurpation of his Scepter j that 
he ought net to receive on the Ifland, men of fucha 
temper as could not be fatisfy’d , without being the 
Lords, to be any where > that if the Franks promis’d 
him, to furnifii him with a betrcrCreed, and inlarge his 
Territories, what found judgment would credit lo un- 
ufual goodnefs in men he never faw, cfpecially when 
they were not fo great defpifers of Temporalities, but 
to come from the end of the World to Domineer in 
A pa ? that if example had with him any Authority, “he 
(hould find more Kingdomes defiroy’d by em, then in- 
do&rinatred j that 'twas true, their Ioques ( by them 
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call’d Priefts ) did willingly Dye for their Religion) 
but did it, either out of an ambition of Name, or prodi- 
gality of Life i if there were not in the Weft more Fools, 
then in other Parts, who were ail poflcft with that dan. 
gerous obftinacy of in ft ruling the World ; that in fine, 
he Cornfiel d him as a King and Ally to cut oft' the 
Relief heexpe&ed from the Franks, in expiation to his 
old Gods„ juftly incenft to be thrown oft' for a forcin 
Divinity j that were it their Pride in pretending to 
come and enlighten his Underftanding* or ambition to 
ufurphis Kingdome, the Circumftance of either fault 
deferv’d this Punifhment ; that in profecution of it he 
would aftift him with Arms, and Souldicrs, making that 
a common Caufc, which was the Outrage of all their 
Idols. 

9 The unfortunate Prince not able at once to throw The Kin- 
off the weight of his old Errors , fuftered himfclf to be 
perfwaded by the Arguments of his Barbarous, and c ° wncf ' 
Treacherous friend ; his Eyes yet darkned with the 
Clouds of Idolatry, not being able to endure the Dawn- 
ing of the Light of Truth , and immediately, wanting 
prudence or refolution, confpir'd in Machines Trea- 
chery , like a Difeas’d Frantick, angry with the Phyfc- 
cians / in fine, they expend their Guefts,refolv d to put 
in Execution their plotted malice. 

10. Antonio Moni* being parted from Goa , found Amomo J 
fome’of our Ships in feveral Ports, which, accordingto £*»*Voy- 
his Orders, he joyn’d to his Fleet ; having doubled the 0 ' 

Cape of Cm, and pa ft the Quick.fands of Manar, 
he fteer’d for BaticaloH , to go from thence by Land to 
Candea. He had with him twelve Fly-boats , out of 
which he took one hundred and twenty fele& Souldi- 
efs, and with them march’t , in the fecurity that he was 
going to a Prince, a* Friend, and one obliged by the State, 
above all, if not yet a Convert, at leaft grateful!, and 
a well-wilier to the truth of that Doarinc we profeft j 
at his coming to Candta, by every ones being in Arms, and finds all J 
the Trcafon could not be kept fo clofe as that Antonio *"8* a '«- 
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Mi mi had not notice of it by divcrle advices , and by 
their pretending to divide his Souldiers, fo to Kill 'cm 
•more iecurely j befidcs, the King in Pcrfon would not 
fee 'em , perhaps, not to difeover by his Afieclions, his 
Timcrous , and guilty Conlcicnce. Jntcvio Momz 
march’ t prefently out of the City , Commanded all the 
impediments and Eaggage to be Burnt , to be thus! 
more at liberty, to Defend and Retreat, andaifembling 
his Souldiers {poke to 'em j 

1 1. “ Friends and Companions , you all know the 
“ Tieafon plotted againft us by this Pagan King , whom! 
“ we come to ferve and aflift • 1 have intelligence they 
“ will fet upon us by open Force, having now a roafon, 
“ or caufe to hurt us, they had not before , that is, that 

we have found out their Treachery. None of us hath 
Cc any more Life, then he can Defend j Courage, and 
“ Difcipline may fave us • yve expeft no Relict, tor it lies 
“ in ourfelves j and the Infidels will not perfifi: in their 
‘‘ Treafon, if they find it Coftly j and what is it ? if in 
‘‘ this. Conjun&ure we do that for our felves, we came 
tC to do for them, that is, lofe our Lives. The paflages 

which go to Baiicalou , where our Fleet is, inuft be 
“Tuppos’ d Lin’d with the Euemy , wherefore 1 am of 
“ opinion , for us to go to the King of Ceitavaca , a 
“ faithfull Friend to the State, where we (hall find en~ 
“ tertainment and fecure prote&ion to go from thence 
u in queft of our Fleet. 

1 2. As toon as Jntsnio Moni% began to march , the 
Enemy appear’d in Companies, charging us with Arrows, 
Darts, Stones, and other fuch Weapons, with which 
they Wounded fome ofrourmen, and made account 
by this importune way of Fighting to Deftrov us with- 
out danger: The Enemy appear’d to have a Body of 
eight thoufand men , Commanded *by their Officers 
( by them call’d Modeliares ) expert in that wild way j 
of charging and retiring , out-going us in number and 
agility , and without doubt would one by one have 
Deftroy’d us, had not our Mufqucte made ’em Hand off, 

from 
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from which they receiv’d no little Dammage, and grea- 
ter fear , for fear’d, by feeing fonie drop down*Dead 
fuddainly, the reft follow’d us with more fear and cau- 
tion; they thus continued Gawling us all that day, 
one while Venturous, another Cowards; with this un- 
equal and troublefomc chafe , they gave us a flow, but 
un- interrupted charge. 

13. By the coming on of the Night our men had 
more fccurity, then repofe , for they were fo difquieted 
with wandring and roving Shot, that the poor Souldicrs 
could not take any little reft upon their Arms, eating 
their Bifcuit with their Eyes toward the Enemy, and 
their Hands on their Weapons ; fo paft they till the 
next day, wher. they difeovered the Vagans , more Ven 
turous and Daring, for that firft horrour our Fire-arms 
bred in ’em, wa3 either quite loft or moderated. They 
at laft arriv'd to the confidence to charge us with fliort 
Arms , on which Antonio Moniz, was forc’t to flop his 
March, and lometimes front ’em, in this we cut off fo me 
of their men, and took Prifoner, amongft the reft one 
of their Modeliars, who by his Habic and Anns feem’d 
to Command the party , as alfo, by their venturing and 
daring to recover him, making feveral Charges, in 
which they were worfted , yet lo conftant in their re. 
lolute attaquing us, as our men quite worn out could no 
longer maintain it. 

14. Some were of opinion to face the Enemy, and 
either by Fighting free themfelves, or Dye reveng’d ; 
but Antonio Moniz, told ’em , that the greateft proof 
their Courage would be enduring, and the only way to 
fave ’em ; that they had already Conquer’d the greateft 
part of the way ; that Marching with care and in a 
Body, they could not receive much Dammage ; that 
the greater the danger was, more would the pleafure be, 
when they fhould tell it glorioufly, and fecurely. Thus 
did the Commander encourage ’em , and Bridle the 
defpair of fo tedious a Refiftance, till the coming of the 
Night made ’em fome amends for the Days difficulty; 
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for the. Pagans being alfo broken , gave our men fortie 
time # toreft 5 yet at break of Day did theyaflault us 
more furioufly , afham’d perhaps to find amongft fo few 
fo flout opposition. They now came on more boldly 
on our men, who defended thcmfel ves, though with lefl 
ftrength, with their ufual Courage. 

15. Antonio Monfa commanded one to break the 
Modeliars Leggs he had taken Prifoner, and caft him in 
the way, whom hh own men, leaving oft' Fighting, im- 
mediately went to Relieve, mov’d by their affe&ion or 
pity, to fee their Leader or Companion, infocompafli. 
onate a condition j Our men, were for fome time as if 
without an Enemy, yetfuddainly Fir’d withCommi- 
feration, or Revenge, did they violently fall upon us in 
a narrow paffage, which ended in a Bridge made over a 
great River not to be Foarded } here Antonio Moni% 
fljew’d extraordinary Courage, facing the Enemy with 

inFr’h'-Mv^ n,nc niore, till his Sbuldiers got over, and when he had 
'em on the other fide, broke a part of the Bridge , a 
diligence, which flopp’d the Pagans paflage, and pur. 
fute. Antonio Mom % by fo Heroick a defence got not 
popular applaufe , yet the few who know how to Value 
Hij extraordinary A&ions, voted this Retreat worthy the 
Fame of afignal Vi&ory $ they got at lafl rothc King 
of Ceitavaca , where they had kind, and hearty Recep- 
tion, and recover’d their Hunger, Wounds, and hard 
March in a free and courteous-Holpitaiity, who offered 
’em his Forces to revenge fo juft a quarrel. 

16. The poor King of Candea repenting of the 
Crime, the perfwafion of a Neighbour Prince induct 
him to commit, and abhorring the Treachery, as hatch't 
in an others Breft , fent a Meflenger to Antonio Moni% 
with ten thoufand Pardaos for the expence of his Fleet, 
and a Letter, that- the forrowwaa his, the miichief an 
other mans , that coming to him when an Infidel , he 
thould not now forfake him when a Chriftian ; that the 
God on whom he began to believe , was therefore fo 
great, becaufe he pardoned offences i that he ought not 
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tofuffer thofe tender Flowers which were Bloffoming! 
in the Garden of the Church , to be unaltered, ex- 
pos’d to the fcorching of Idolatry ; that his coming in 
Arms being to weed that Wood of fagtn fuperftitions, 
he Ihould not wonder to get otf hurt by the Briars,, and 
Thiftlcs of Infidelity j that, the God they Preach’ t to 
him, being fo Gratious, did not in his Juft ice, without 
Mercy lave the World j that Earth ought not to dcfpiie 
( him, who was not caft off by Heaven that he entrea- 
ted him to come to his Succour , who was ready to Sa- 
crifize all he had, for his Protection , and his Life for! i

17. Antonio Mom*- on this Letter refolvd to return A»t,nlo 
to Cancka , looking on the Intereftof Religion to be de. 
more confiderable then the hazard of hisUfc; but-the rU rn, ° re " 
Souldiers cleaving faft to the Plank they fcap’e on, 
would not quit the protc&ion of a Prince their Friend, His n , en 
faying, The tirft cheat was afalfe Traitors, the fecond againitit. 1 
would be a Credulous, and Jncantelous Commanders, 
that they would not return to truft that Viper which 
had once bit ’em s for if when oblig’d by a voluntary 
relief he would have Kill’d ’em , what would he now do 
when provok’t by their affronting his bafled Army ? 
that they would thank God for one Miracle without 
asking an other ; that the Governour fent them not as

deavoured by the Cure of Arms to purge thofe Qif ends soui- 
quiets, and becaufe the Warr of Dio had weakned the ^ 
Stat^, thinking to furprize the Governour in the nent. 
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confidence , or carelefnels of his Victories ; knowing 
alfo his abfence from the City of Goa , he fell upon the 
Territories of Barden and Sal fete , in the feemity of 
Peace unguarded ; He lent four thoufand Souldiers, 
who wichout drawing their Swords took pofleflion, ma- 
king the Peafants bring in their Fruit, and the Annual 
Cuftoms they paid the State. The news of their I11- 
curfion reach’ t Goa, and caus’d no little trouble bv ta- 
king them unprovided to refift -the Enemy. They re- 
folv’d to expedf the Governours return, whole name was 
i’ufficient to take down Hidalcaoris Pride , only in the 
Interim to Garrilon the Fortrels of Racbol , with this 
(mail Curb to Bridle the invafion of the Enemy. 

19. Upon the Governours arrival at Goa, he be- 
llow’ d the firft Days on the pieafute of hisSuccels, but 
would not pals any more in calc, as one who counted 
Peace a Vice, Warr his Profcflion ; He immediately 
went to Agacaim, thence difpatch’t Dom Dingo de Al- 
weyda Freire with nine hundred men to Diflodge the

Hidalcaon , taking himfelf affronted by his mens Flight, 
made the reputation of his Arms anothercaufetoraife 
Warr, and lent eight thouland Souldiers to take in that 
ground which wa9 in difpute, whilft he was making 
greater Levies , with an intention ( ashegaveout )' 
where his Kingdome lay at ftake, to venture his Pcrfbn ; 
but whilft Goa is unalarm’d by the noifr of his Forces,

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20. Bemadim de San fa was fent Governour to the 
Mr/wccj-Iflands , which by their diftance from the heart 
of the State, were of. a more fickle Obedience , both 
for the Subjc&ion of the Natives, and Libertinifm of 
the Governour* , who behav’d themfclves as Ablolute 
and Independent. Jordaon de Freitas had lent the King 
Aeyro to Goa, in Chains unbecoming a Crow n : and with 
a falfe Procelk dra wn againft him> which Dim John de 
Caftro commanded fhould be prov’d according to Law, 
and abfolving the poor King from the imputed Crimes, , 
after a Royal entertainment^ reftor’d the injuries of the , 
innocent Scepter with favour, and honour. Comman- 
ding Bemadim de Soufa to give him poileflian of the 
Kingdome, with more reverence then had been us’d to 
other Kings, by our Governours, that that Nation 
might take notice of the States clemency and juftice, 
which held the Scales even betwixt Friends and Sub. 
jedis. 

zi. Bernardim de Soufa arriv’d at the Jfland of Ter- 
ri ate , and getting on Shore, went into the Fortrefs, t( 
withouc thole Ceremonies, the ambition of that people 
Cuftomarily us’d in the reception of their Governours. 
Jordaon de Freitas who read in the fuddain coming of 
his Succdlour , and his own guilty Conference , the 
Procefs of his extravagancies, was not a little difquic. 
ted, knowing Domjubn de Caftro’s impartiality, that 
permitted not the Governours, to do, or receive any 
injuries from the Confederate Kings, and that by Aeyros

sv.r Wqui'p in Command, higher in Authority , laid, what Captain 
’ ' n foever tack’t about, he would fet upon him firft , for he 

(hould do the King better fervice in finking difobedient 
Souldiers then valiant Enemies. One fear thus laid 
with an other, they fet Sail for Queda, where they heard 
the Enemy was in Port eight Leagues off, Dom Fran- 
cifco refolv’d, having himfo near, toperfue> here was 
the Souldiers murmuring greater then before, though 
lefs infolent , feeing the hazard of their fear out-go 
that of the danger , fo as they follow'd the Admiral 
with greater figns of fatisfa&ion then ever , cither to 
Gild over their former apprehenfions , or their fouls, 
prefaging the Vi&ory, created more honourable affe- 
£fions. 

Tfccv f«* 27. That evening they faw the City Parity , where 

-h^nemv" t ^ ie Enemy was at an Anchor, in a Bay form’d by the 
River, at a little difiance from the City. The Com- 
mander of the Squadron made fome of his found the 
River, and with Boughs laid out the Chanel, to avoid 
the Shelves , and knowing by the foundings there was 
water enough for the Carvels,’ lay in, as the Enemy with 
two Galleys, and other Ships, was coming to find out 
our Fleet $ for he was told by his Spies , who from the 
Shore had only feen the great Carvels, ( the Fly-boats, 
and Galleys being covered by the {belter of a crooked 
winding Point made there by the River ) there were 
none but Merchant men. The Enemy had fent before 
two Galleys, Which were Convoys to a Fleet of Fly- 
boats, and finding thofe Souldiers they imagin'd Mer- 
1 chants, ftrovc to tack about , but the River bcingnar- 
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row, and they coming before the Wind, could not do 
it, before we firft came up with ’em » being in a little 
time come to Grapling, the Arms and River were Dy’d 
in Blood. Diogo Soared with fifty 'Souldiers Boarded 
the Admiral GaJley, and found in the Moors fuch refo- 
lute refinance, as all Dy’d, not one yielded , the reft 
fought with as brave refolution. The Vi&ory was 
known by the Veflels, not by the Prtfoners, it feenvd 
by fo honourable obftinacy that none would out-live 
his freedome • the Enemies refiftairce was the iproof of 
our mens Courage , who foUghc not only with men 
Valiant, but Delperate. 

28. The King of Viantana, and moftof the Confe- 
derates had in the mean time receiv’d fo good fatis. 
fa&ion from the King of fatane , as a Peace was ty’d 
with ltronger Knots, and knowing our Fleet was gone 
to.Sea, by that, concluding the Fortrels was left without 
fufficient Garrifon , they defign’d to try if that occafton 
would make their way to free Malacaof fo troublcfome 
a Neighbour , and made Bold by their hating us, and 
Cowardly by their fear, they defign’d in the femblance 
of Peace, todifguile a Warr ; they fent an experience 
Commander to Simaon de Mello, to Condole With him 
for the King of Acbem s deftroying our Fleet , and advile 
him, that on the joy of the Vi&ory he was joyning more 
force to come upon the Fortrefs; that he having fo 
few Defendants, Courage muft neceflarily yield to mul- 
titudes, fince numbers and opportunities give Victories } 
that as Friends to the State, they defir’d leave to Land 
at that Port, and with their Lives redeem the Fortrels 
from, fo inevitable Ruine , that the World might fee 
they were better Friends in exigencies, then profperity ; 
befidcs fo Cautelous a meflage, the Envoy had inftru- 
&ions to oblcrvc what Souldiers were in the Fortrcfi, 
and find out by the Governonrs countenance what 
Courage or Fear he betray’d at the news of the lols of 
his Fleet j the Heart being a more faithfull interpreter 
■ of the afte&ions, then the Tongue. 
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29. Simacn de Mcllo perceiving the offer Treachery, 
and the Mcflenger a Spy, refolv’dto beat 'em* at their 
own Weapon , making uie of Stratagem againft Stra- 
tagem i He gave cm thanks for their offer of fo lea- 
fonable fuccours , and in return of fo great friendfiiip, 
Challeng’d from ’em the ufual gifts for good news, for 
juft then he had receiv’d frefh advice of the Vi&ory his 
t ket had obtain dagainfl: the King of Achem ; and that; 
he had in the Fortrefs Men and Ammunition to fparc-, 
for their fervice againft their Enemies; that the King of 
, 'chm went flying out of that Fort , that in the perfute 
the Portutuefe had feme difliculry, none in the Vnftory. 
Thele words were Credited by the fecurity of the deli- 
very , and the Moor being Difmift, Credulous and Dif- 
contented at the Governouis reloliition,and the Victory 
of the Fleet, reported to thofe who fent him , that the 
Governour either underflood thedefign, or was above 
the apprehenfion. 

30. Sintaon de Mello as things flood was not a little 
Diiquieted , for the flay of the Fleet made the News 
poflible, and accus’d himfelf for being rafh andinconfi- 
derate , to engage the ftrength of that place againft an 
Enemy, whole Peace brought us no profit, or Rtiine 
glory; for having overcome him, when we were lnfcri- 
our in force, twould be but a finall proof of our Valour 
to worft him when equal •, thus dilcourft the Gover- 
nour, as if without a faulc there could be no mifearriage ; 
there were gone on the Fleet the 1 nhabitants of Mafaca , 
whole Wives, and Children , with untimely tears be- 
wail’d the Victory, they knew not of j complaining of 
the Governour , who with other mens Lives acquir’d 
glory ; when an honourable Peace was more fuitable to 
the States exigencies , then an unprofitable Victory j 
the popular Tumult had grown to l.ibertinifm, if Fran - 
ctfcm Xaverins ( whom India then honour'd as a Peni- 
tent, the World now reverenceth as a Saint ) had not 
Bridled the people, by Preaching to them patience in 
adverfity, not only as a Virtue, but Remedy, cautioufly, 

but 
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but compaflionately encouraging ’em, with the hopes of 
better News, which then look’t more like a Friends com- 
forting, then a Prophets prognofticks ; when, on the'day 
of the fight, as he was Preaching the ways of Life in the 
prefence of a great Multitude , he was fuddainlv rap’t 
into a profound Extafis, as taking in the Heavenly le- 
crets in a foft filence , till waking from the Myfterious 
intermiflion of his fenfes , His pleafant Voice burfl 


forth , in Commanding us proftrate before the Altars, 
to give thanks to the Author of Vidories , for at that 
time had God with our Arms deftroy’d the Enemies 
Fleec ; the people out of reverence to the Divine inter- 
preters fore-light, with gratefull and pious tears prais'd 
Godin his Saint., from the extreams of grief beginning 
la more fecure content. That very Evening as he was 
in a Chappcl inftruding the people , hefo particularly 
related the pafTagesof theBattai), as if acquainted with 
the fuccels from the Author cf the Vidory $ we be- 
lieve the glorious Saint was the Interceffour, and Oracle 
of this happinefs , whofe prefaging Soul had by diverfe 
other Divine revelations a fore -fight into hidden fe- 
crets. Malaca afterward enjoy’d an honoprable Peace, 
fccur’d by the Vicfory we have related ; but the Go. 
vernour in Goa with his Aims rcaking in the Blood of 
lone Battail, was fummon’d to an other. 

3 1 . Martm Ajfonfo de Sonfa , ( as we have faid be- 
fore ) left things, betwixt Hidalcasn and the State, 
ciiipos d for an open Enmity , in which Dom John de Ca- 
\)1'0 could not refufe latisfadion without a Warr, or give 
ir, with his reputation. Upon the Moors retiring, the 
T erritories of Barde'i.znd Salfete were under our Obe- 
dience , and the fruits of Husbandry grew under the 
protedion of our Arms. Hidalcaon feeing the Land 
before his face, and that likewife the Injury was conti- 
nued in a Retention, by him counted unjuft, did every 
day by Arms mind us of his Title; alarm'd alfo by 
Meales being in Goa, (a Poyion which feis’d on the heart 
of theKingdome) and confidering hisftoil'n,andfud- 
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~ dain Inroads, more provok’t then weakned the State, 

and that by keeping from us Provifions, he impoverifli’t 
his Subje&s, and inrich 'this Neighbours, fromwhofe 
Ports we were furniffi’t ; He coniultcd how to fet upon 
us in open Warr, in which he would venture his King- 
dome and Perfon , leaving the fortune of a Battail to 
decide the juftice of his or our Arms * and being grown 
Rich by Peace and Tyranny, the expence of that Warr 
He fen-k hewasto make at his own Doors, waseafie. Heimme- 
Forces on diately fent eight thoufand Souldiers to get pofleffion 
tTnd 0 am [ hc Land in difpute , whilft more Forces were railing 

to maintain what they recovered. 

32. The Governour on the firft advice of. the In- 
road fent Dom Diogo de Almeyda Freire with nine hun- 
dred PcrtHguefe , fbme paid Canarins and a Troop of 
Horfe, to go meet the Enemy, flaying himfelf in Pan- 
gim, to come with the reft of the Forces to his Relief, 
if Hidalcaon came in Perfon, a report call out by the 
Moors , which they would have perfwaded us, or were 
Dam Diogu perfwaded of themfclves ; Dom Diogo de Almeyda de- 
ooefout^ro P arte ^ with thofe men, and made a Halt at the Fortrefs 
hi m. of Rachol, before which he had fome light Skirmiflies 
with the Enemy , who would not engage, or accept 
the Battail we offer'd , knowing perhaps we could not 
endure a long Warr for want of Provifions, and incon- 
venience of the ground, which was Marifh and cut into 
Rivulets, where we could not Lodge dry, or make ufe 
of our Cavallry in all places of the Campannia , in fome 
for the wet which hindered our paflage, in others for 
the unevennefs j which were difadvantages. more eafily 
Conquer’d by the Moors , who being Natives of the 
place better knew the paffes, and from their Birth were 
us d to the difficulty of treading the Boggs with nimble- 
nefs and agility , befides being of the Country were 
more plentifully provided. Dom Diogo feeing at laft, 
Tbs Co- twas at the Enemies choice to Fight .or Retire , and 
der.^himTo *!*** ^ wanted Provifions, advis’d the Governour, who 
retjre, l^nt him Orders to retire with his men into the For- 
i trefi 
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trcf3 of Racbol , whilft what was to be done was re- 
lolv’d. 

53. The Governour return’d from Fangini to Goa, and deb^-s 
where he put to Council the State of things, and his. Council in 
defires of quelling Hidalcaon with a (harper Warr to 
avoid the trouble fomenels of fo repeated Inroads, fo 
to have his hands at Liberty to attend Other bufinefi, 
which he c§uld not do, leaving fo importune a Neigh- 
bour arm’d, and unpunifli’t ; yet all were of opinion to 
diferr the Warr till a fitter opportunity, which would 
be the next Summer, when our men might Encamp on 
dry ground, and with more force , Recruited with the 
Souldiers from the Kingdomc, expe&cd by the next 
Ships ; the defignof Acfion not being hafte, but Vi- 
ctory. 

34. The GoVernour though warlick, and impatient, Tis de- 
lubjje&ed his will to his underftanding, expe&ing a time -ln 

ro call Hidalcaon to a more fevere account lor his inful- 
ting 9 which being agreed on, he ordered Dorn Dioao 
de Almeyda Freire to retire with his men , leaving a fuffi- 
cient Garrifon in the Fortrefs of Racbol , fo to bridle die 
courfos of the Enemy. The Governour indefatigable 
in the exercife of Arms, being without a real YVatrpaft H , cm _ 
his time with the Reprcfentation of one. He every cifcih warr 
day went in the Field, where he commanded the Soul-. inP,MC * 
diers to throw the Barr , fence, form Squadrons, encou- 
raging fome with Rewards, others with Praife , increa- 
fmg thole Virtues by emulation and exercife 9 making a 
quiet and politick Government a School of Arms j 
thefe were the Dances and Comedies, where the peo- 
ple Recreated themfelves with ufefull and warlick pafs- 
time ; the frequency of thefe preludes fo well Difci- 
plining the Souldiers, as no occafionof a real Warr, 
no Accident, or Alarm found ’em wanting. Palling once 
through the Street call’d our Lady of Light , he faw in 
a poor Houfe quantity of Arms in a Prels kept fo clean the’^souidi- 
and bright , that their Luftrc and Order in which they 
were dilpos d fo much pleas’d him, as Hopping hisHorfe, 
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he ask't who Liv’d there ; the Matter himfelf hapned 
to anfwer him, who was Francifco Gone ah a Souldier 
of Fortune. The Governour , after commending his 
.curiofity, and well employing his time , commanded 
thirty Pardaos to be given him to cleanfe his Arms , 
though in his Government there was but little time for 
Arms to gather Hurt. 

35. ’Twas now Juguft, and the Governour, as fore- i 
feeing future exigencies, loft no time in providing and; 
fitting the Fleet, when Francifco ck Moraes Commander, 
of a Veffel arriv’d at the Barr of Goa , with Letters from 
Dow John Mafcarenhasy advifing him, that the Sultan of 
Cambaya had joyn’d all the forces of his Kingdpmes, and 
gave it out he intended to Jay a fe’cond Siege before 
the Fortrefs, that ’twas neceflary this Summer to fliow 
him our Arms, that being employ’d to’ fecure things at 
home, he might forbear his difturbance abroad, chiefly, 
if our Fleets took from him-, the liberty of Sailing, and 
advantage of Commerce, he would be brought to fee, 
that his Pcacewith the State, was that on which depen- 
ded his profperity. 

36. The Governour attembled the Maoiftracy of the 
City, to whom he communicated Dow John Mafcaretr- 
has’s Letter, defiring their help to quell, or reduce this 
Enemy; though this contribution came immediately 
bn the former Loan , yet was the Governourspropo-J 
fition fb well taken by them all, as they offered him! 
Lives and Eftates , as if the States fervice had been the 
Breeding, and Inheritance of their Children, India had 
not fo happy a time in the other Governments. Dorn 
John dt Ca&ro defir’d of them ten thoufand Pardaos^ 

. which the people readily furnifli’t ; and fome rich Citi- 
zens Wives, lent him a confiderable quantity of Jewels, 
with a Letter full of honourable Complaints , for his 
not accepting and fpending them, when firft otter’d ; 
the Ladies of Chaul alfo , though fecond in example, 
fhew’d themlelvcs more fplendid in their Offer 3 yet the 
I Governour, fparing in the ufe and expence of fo Loyal 

prefents^ 
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iprdcnts, recurn'tl them, with a grarefnll acceptance, 
paying them tor To Liberal and Opportune a Service in 
the honours conferr’d on their Husbands and Children t 
He advis'd the Inhabitants of Bacarn and Cbatil of the h- , !v :V! j 
Commander of Dio's intimation, of the charges of the 
Fleet, and his neceflity of their Afliftance , who fo wil- 
lingly comply’d with the King’s occahons, as if they 
took new occafions of danger and expence, in payment 
of former Services. 

As theGovernour was bufie in fitting and pro- 
viding the fleet , he receiv’d News that two Ships from 
the Kingdome who had Out-fail’d their Conferve were 
come to an Anchor at the Barr of Goa. That year there sb| arnv „ 
came from the Kingdome fix Ships, without any to from the 
command the Squadron j the Commanders of tliofe Kin S dome - 
which arriv'd were Balthafar Lobo de Soufa , and Fran- j 

dfeo de Gouvea , of the four which were miffing, Dorn !

38. The 
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r; _ 38. The Governour had three thoufand Portuguefe 

i ll Souldiers, and Tome Auxiliaries of Naires from Cocbim, 
the great eft Army he ever had in India , and cor.fidering 
Hidalcaon ( taking his opportunity when no Body was 
left in Goa able to refill him ) might in his abfence 
moled the State, He relolv’d to find him out in the In- 
land, and force him to Fight 5 having lor foneccflary a 
Warr , his time and flrength'Limited ; He acquainted 
the Magifiratcs of the City, and Heads of the Militia, 
with this refplution, who -all agreed in the feafonable- 
nefi of the occafion. Thfe Governour more then ordi- 
narily quick in Execution, having his men ready, divided 
] c; the Souldiers ( as the manner of India is ) into five 
Squadrons , commanded by his Son Dorn Alvaro, Pom 
Bernardo , and Dorn Antonio de Noronba, ( Sons to the 
Vice-King Dorn Garcia de Noronba ) Maitoel deSoufade 
Sepulveda, and Vafco da Cnhba* Dorn Dtogo de A Imeyda 
Freire went alfo with two hundred Horfe, and the inha- 
bitants of Goa, - to whom joyn’d themfelvcs the Bores of 
the Country, ih 'all one thoofand five hundred. Fran- 
eifeode Niello with three hundred Pdrtuguefe, andfome 
foot of the Nativts, was Commander of tlieFortrelsof 
Racbol , to whbm the Governour fentword to come 
and joyn him at Margaon. 

3 9. At this rime came Embafiadours to Goa from the 
m King of Canara , defiring a League with the State, to 
aflift him in difturbing his Borderer Hidalcaon. This 
Kingdome, is for the greatnefs of Empire, the moft fa- 
moua of the Edfi ; for the ftory of its beginning, the 
mod fall'll) telling a tboufand Apocryphal traditions, 
which flattery makes ufeof to adore the Prince. The 
'> Governour gave Audience to the Embafiadours, with 
K Ceremonies fuitablc to the King’s ambition, and the 
States grandeur; and immediately concluded aFriend- 
fliip on conditions honourable for both Crowns. Hi- 
m dalcaon undemanding the Govcrnours rciolution, re- 
tir’d his InJand Garrifons , as if avoiding the blow of 
I the firfl invafion^ endeavouring to weary out the State 
I with 
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with a tiiddain and incurfivc Warr , to them eafie, to us 
intolerable. 

40. The Governour had intelligence the Miwr.r were 
got together at Ponda, protected there by the Artillery 
of their Fortrcft $ fome of the Commanders were not 
for the Governours following the Enemy who fled, this 
opinion was Countcnanc’t by the moft expericnc't 
Souldiervj but Dom John tUCattro, unwilling to put 
on his Arms in vain , Commanded the marching on, verr 
faying he would at his own Home chaftife Hidakaon j !v,v: 
this refolntion was agreeable to the Snuldiers whobe- 
1 /ev’d , that in the Fortune of the General was much of 
the Vidory. The Camp that day march t two Leagues, 
and was in the Evening in fight of the Enemy ; who 
wuh a Body of two thoufand men, had made an halt 
on the other fide of a River to hinder their pafiage. 

41. Dom Alvaro de Castro who Commanded the Van- jy, 

guard leap t into the River , at the fame time Wading r vo 
and Fighting* the Enemy charg’d them with their g^ 
Mufquecs, and Kill’d fome of his men , yet without 
hindering , or retarding the reft who went forward ; 
moft of thg Commanders in diverfc places paft the Ri- 
ver, and gotten over found Dom Alvaro engag’d with 
the Moors, who already were fo preft as to give ground j The 
for not intending to Fight in the open Field, we having fly. 
Conquer’d the River, they gave over oppofing us , reti- 
ring in good order to their Fortref; of Ponda. The The Co- 
Governour commanded his men to follow ’em, which vemour 
they did that day over Crows-feet, which Wounded hiTmaiwo 
many \ when come to ponda , they law all Hidalc/tons follow.

42. The Land was once more under our obedience, 
without a firm Peace , or continued Warr. Htdalcaan 
was ftrong enough to hinder us of the Crop, but not 
enjoy it ; and now fought more for his Reputation 
He returns then the advantage of the Campagnia.

o <- 4. return'd to Goa , where the Fleet was ready to go North- 

ward having no other pla^e to reft in but the Sea, or 
Field; and the feafon calling on Board, and luccefs 
fatisfying the Souldiery , neither proclamation or dili- 
gence was neceflary for their Embarking.

Anchor at Bacaim , whence he fen tfome Spies to Cam- B -«‘ • 
bay.?, to obferve the Enemies force and defign, whofe 
ftrength was in all thole Ports talk’t of with lear and 
amalonent, and the Gmarats out of pride, or credu- 
lity, gave it out, the Sultan might at that time bring 
the State under his Lalh j here the Governour had 
intelligence, that Caracent , Son-in-law to Coge-Sofar, 
on preiumption of the Neighbourhood of the Army, 
was with a (mail Garrifon in the Fortrefs of Surat j 
Dow John de Caftro defiring to fet on fome of thofe 
places which took (helter under the Enemy , fent his 
Son Dorn Alvaro with fixty Sail, to go up the River of ^ 
Surat, and to employ fomePcrfon of truftto obferve Alvaro 
the fiatc of the Fortrefs, or get intelligence with what s " rai - 
Provifions or Garrifon Caracent was there , and if he 
'thought he could by Scaling take. the Fortrefs, imme- 
diately to give an allault , for by the print of his foot- 
fteps he would come to his Relief. 

45. Dorn Alvaro arriv'd with his Fleet at the ftrft D<m 
Road lying in the mouth of the River % andprefently 
fent off Domlorge de Menez,ts Baroche with fix Fly-boats '- c f o:ej 
to furvey the Fortrefs. Dorn lorge went up the River, 
Plowing foftly , till coming in fight of the Fortrefs they 
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~™~ Shot at him; thole in the Boats, either out of fear, or 
caution, immediately want about , though Dom Jorge 
hal’d’em to flay. Here was thegreateft danger where 
none was apprehended; for from a Colony of the { 
Abejftnes , . which lies upon the River, came repeated j 
Shot , which Dom lorge obferving went on Shore, and! 
entring the Village, gain’d the Guns of the Rcdout9j 
with io great courage and prefence of mind, as to carry 
’em on Board, maugre the refiftance of thofe who came 
to the refeue; this fecurity heightned the opinion of our 
ftrength, the Enemy perhaps meafuring our force by 
our daring. 

46. Dom Alvaro having fent Dom lorge before with 
yh-r^O?- Fly-boats, fertt after him two more, Commanded 
tains. by Francifco da SylvadeMene%ts, and John Fernandez dc 
Vafconcellot , who defiring fome intelligence from tire 
Shore, came to Anchor at a Road a little fhortof the 
Colony of the Abefjines j' whence they fent off fome 
Mariners to water, who getting on Shore walk’t about a 1 
Canon-lhot. €aracem , at the report of the Guns, 
( which as we now faid were Shot from the Jbefpncs 
Colony ) fent five hundred Turks to their Relief, who 
found the Polls loft, and the Guns on Board , and 
Marching on were difcovcied by the Mariners who 
were getting water, 3 nd gave the Alarm to Francifco da\ 
Sylva that the Enemy appear’d , Francifco Ha Syfaa,\ 
feconded by John Fernandt % de Vafconcellos, went to 
their Relief, and forming a clofe Body, inverted the 
Turks, and Routed ’em, lome remaining Dead on the 
place by the Shot of our Mufquetteers.

48. While Dorn Alvaro was in the River of Surat, 
the Governour at Bacaim dilpatch’t diverlc affairs , and 
being Facetious as well as Valiant, gave out He was 
going to furprifethe Sultan in Amadabat, where in fight 
of the Turfy who guarded him he would roaft him Alive, 
and this report being, by fo greac Vi&orics, credited, 
J twas current among!! thele titnerous and credulous 
Moors. The Governour to advance their fear or his own 
gallantry, befpoke fome great Spits, as one who in the 
interval of more weighty bufinels delighted in Witty 
diverfion. The Souldiers of thole times us*d to wear at 
their Girdles little bright Axes, which lerv’d to cut the 
Kiggmg and Tackling ol their Frizes , as alio to break 
open Chefts and Bundels, this was the true ufe, rhefirft 
a pretence. The Governour not liking Arms defign’d 
for lo mean 1'crvice, and feeing by chance Faujlo Serraoti 
de Calvos a Iprticc Souldier, pals by with an Ax, tt>ld 
him, that only a Sword became men oi honour; Sir, 
anlwer’d the Souldier, without this Ax your honours 
Spits vviil be of little ufe , becaufe we Ihall not be able 
to Roaft the King of Cambaya whole. 

4$ The Governour went to joyn his Son at the 
Barr of Surat, where he had intelligence the Fortrefs 
was Reliev’d from thence with all his Fleet together 
he went to j Bared*, from that Port difpatch c Trancifco 
de Sequeira ( Commander of the Natres of Cochin ) to 
found the River, and fee what was to be done, inform- 
ing himfelf by his fight of the conditions of the For- 
trefs.

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Field two hundred thoufand*Souldiers j the truth is, 
the multitudes were To great a? to cover that and the 
adjacent Campagnia, He reported what he had fcen 
to the Governour , who heightned to fee himfelf lo 
fear'd, would for the credit of his own Fame face the 
line my ; He gave orders for the weighing of the Fleet, 
and Sail’d up, till he caft Anchor in light of an Army 
whole numbers drunk up Rivers j and going on Shore, 
laid out his ground and prefented Battail to the Sultan. 
So flout an Action, as ainongft the mofl: memorable of 
the World ought not to be the fecond. The Sultan , 
neither accepted or deny'd Fighting, but expe&cd to be 
fall’n on as well as found out j he faw the Governour, 
but would not fee his Sword. Dorn John de Cajlro , 
hunting after new glory in extraordinary A&ions, affirm, 
bled the Officers and Gentlemen of name, to whom he 
(poke to this purpofe. 

50. “We have before us thegreateft King of Afia, 
“ and greateft Army , Fortune is feeking out occafions 
“to make us glorious, that after this Vi&ory, we may 
“ lay up our Arms in the obedience of the Eafi. I allow 
“ the great inequality betwixt the Armies , but we 
“count not our Troops by number, but gallantry. 
“ Thofe are the fame we fo lately beat at Dio , we need 
“ not give ’em new Wounds , only make the Incifion 
“ greater of thofe which are yet open j their numbers 
“heighten their fear, feeing all ways of laving them* 
“ felves Obftru&ed : if but yelterday when they held 
“ us Befieg’d they left us the Field , how will they ftand 
“ in our way when Victorious ? They who have -loft 
“ their own honour , are but ill maintained of their 
“ Kings i our llrength is greater then the Enemies, on 
“our fide fight Fame and Vi&ory ; I believe thete's 
“ none here, who would part with his fhare of this days 
“ glory. 

51. The Gentlemen and Souldiers diflwaded the 

Governour from fo hazardous ap attempt , for in fo difi 
proportionable Forces the very Victory was blame. 
worthy •, 
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WoTchy j that great men trufted more to Reafon then j 
Fortune; that he fliould look to his prelervation ha- j 
ving an over-plus of Fame j that 'twas enough to have 
Landed , and on his ownjground bid the Sultan Battail. 

The Governour fullered himfclf to be overcome by 
thofc Realons , more apprehending die fault, then dan. 
ger. Dom Lr^edefit-d five hundred Mtifquettcers with 
them to Skirmifh.with the Enemy j but as they had put 
by Dom John de Cattr os full Blow for the Battail, he

moving, then re.imbark’t his Souldiers, fo unfear’d and 

full of fecurity as if in one of the States Ports ; the or 

mod glorious Action we ever perform d without 

Blood. 

The Governour from Barocbe croft over to Dio t Thi hurt 
and fent lome Ships into the Bay of Cftiitbayu to deftroy 
thofe places on the Coaft our Sword had pardoned} 
thefe fpoil’d the Gardens, and Groves of Flam-trees 
Planted for the Inhabitants maintenance an*d recre- 
ation i burnt ftore of Ships, pull’d down Stately build- 
ings , whofe dcltru&ion and memory is yet prelerv’d in 
their walk Ruins. 

53. The Governour recovered Dio, where the Com. 
raandcr in chief came to receive him at the Sea-fidc, 
and the Natives of the lfland made Holy-day, as proud 
to be under the fubje&ion of fo Valiant an Enemy. 

Dom John Mafcarenbas put him in mind of the leave he 
had obtain d to go for the Kingdome , which the Go- 
vernour was unwilling to grant, nor could deny s fome 
Gentlemen had refus’d the Government of the place, 
fearing, as appear'd, not to have the lame opportunities 
as their Predcceftburs. Lewis Falcaon, who came from 
being Governour, in Qrmts, came then into Port, be- 
fore him had come to the Governour fome complaints 
of his Carriage, tolerable becaufe notdifereditingthe 
Courage and Juftice of his Government. The Gover- 
nour in private acquainted him with the accufations 
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laid to his charge by his Enemies , which as a Friend he 
was willing to forger, could not as a Magiftrare ; that 
•he might by new Services filence all former miicarriages, 
remaining in tliat Fortrels , which had lo on it the Eyes 
Tiw Go- of his Majefty and the* whole World, Lewis Falcaon 
• nouruv. accented it, thanking the Governour for fo honourable 
u.vk. Corre&ion , offering betides to ipend in the place 
•what he had got in Omus, or pofieft jn the Kingdome. 
Dorn John de Caftro, with fignal favours, commended, 
and provok’t this Gallantry.

The Governour went from hence to Bacaim , 
Bsc™,' refolvingto fpend the reft of that Summer in the Warr 
of Cambay a j thence he lent fome Spies to obferve the 
March of the Enemy, who inform'd him, that in the 
Court at Amadebat there was not a Family without 
tears j and that the Sultan by a fevere Decree had for. 
bid the mentioning the Siege and Battail of Dio , as if 
Laws could command grief and . memory. The Cover, 
fenfire 0 nour heard by the lame Envoys , that the Fortreftes of 
Surat i anc * Barocbe , were quitted at the fight of Dom

^6. The Governour employ'd the ihort Lcilure he 
had at Bacaim in writing tor the Kingdomc , making fo £\' u , '"‘ m 
honourable mention to the King of thole who had; ^ 
ferv’dhim, as ainongft lo many eminent Virtues,, this '.y/k C', 
zeal, or gratitude feem’d to be lingular, and the Soul-; . \ 
diers thereby improv’d in Courage, having lecurity that 
their General would not be wanting in his Zeal or He 
wards. 

^ y. Uidalcaoti confidcring that the States ftrength umu-a » 
was , though Triumphant, broken with lb many Vi- "g y v: 1 
cfories came in again to get poflclfion of the In- land 
witn an Army of twenty thoufand Foot , under the

Counfelof the Bifhop, (then Governour ) and of fbme m „C-' , 
Gentlemen and Souldicrs, refolv’d to diflodgethe Moors 6 • 
with the Handing Militia, before they Encamp’t them- 
lelves , and increafing in ftrength and boJdncfs lac’t the 
Walls of Goa , the Metrapeiitan City. The men who 
were to go with him being appointed and ready to 
March , the Magiftracy and Government of this City 
came expoftulating and protefting againft their going j 
that the Head of the State was not to be ventured on ck) 
fo difproportionable Forces j that the Governour was at him. 
Bacaim with a Fleet full of Vi&orious Souldters, able to 
qhaftife the F.nemy , againft whom he would bring, asa 
fccond Army, his Fame and Fortune.

Tjaes in W cnt in fight of the City Dabttl , famous for the marks 
k ot xj4- Qur ^ rms j, a( j b e f ore l e f t there , and novV the chief Scale 
of Hidalcaon's Ports j at a diflance were fecn a great

here was the Enemies refinance in hindering, or retar- 
ding our paflage ; the Batrail was for fome time with- 
out inclining > the place and caufe heighrning their Bra.

pain or fcar ; the D<* who fell were not an example 
for their Fear but Vcngeante. The Blood ran down on 
both fides , and the refolutenefs of both parties made 
the fueccis Contingent, when the Governour with the 
reft of hts men came in , and charg d the Itnemy, fo 
home, as he began to abate in his Defence ; they were 
by degrees giving ground , till- by a declar’d flying they 
left us the Viftory. The Governour mingled with the 
Moors entred the City , where many Dy’d in fight of 
t’heir Wives they could neither forfake nor defend.

6z. The Governour leaving the City in Flames re- 
itnbark’d, and fleer’d for Agacaim , where he expe&ed 
Dm Diogo de Almeyda with one hundred and fifty Horfe, 
and' the ftanding Militia , and with ftore of Barks to 
pals the men j the Governour ftaid here one day, to 
inform himfelf of the Enemies force, and defign, and 
on the next (The Apoftle Saint Thomas's Eve ) refolv'd 
to fall on the Moon, and in the Batcail invoke the name 
of the Sain!, not to deprive him of the honour of the 
Prote&ion of India , purchas'd by his Preaching, and

63. The Enemy was quartered at a Town call’d 
Morgaoft , not farr from Agacaim ; the Governour having :h 
notice of it, form’d his men into two Battallions , he 
gave the firft to his Son Dom Alvaro de Caftro, the Com.

Cochim, and Citizens of Goa ; the fecond ( which he

j 64. The Moors were fpread without Order or L>if- 
cipline , as men who neither fear’d nor cxpe&ed an 
Enemy j fomc of their Souldiers, who went up and 
down the Camp, fpy'd our CoJours, and by their fight, 
or intelligence, knowing the Governour look’t out for 
’em , went in a fright to advife Cal a Batecaon , aggrava* ' 
ting our ftrength, which their fear, and the diltance 
made greater. The lnr\ alarm’d at the approach of 
fo Victorious Arms , was not Maftcr of more confidera-. 
tion, then by his Flight to be an example to his men } 
they left in their quarters , Tents, Provifion, and Bag- 
gage, and what meat was for Supper, then almoft ready ; 
tor the difficulty of our March a moft neceifary and 
plealant Booty.

65. The Moors went over a deep River, only to be 
paft by fome Loggs of Wood laid acrofs mfteadof a 
Bridge , which the Enemy to hinder our perfutc cut in 
pieces, yet info much haftc,.asthe Earth which fell 
down, left open a paffage , not without difficulty, 
though without danger. Dorn Alvaro in this place fee 
upon paffing the River , beginning to wade by few at a 
time, as the ftraightnefs of the ground permitted.

The other Commanders, though with difficulty, 
croft the River, put upon’t by the Governours example, 
whom they faw engag’d with the Enemy, and was more 
envy d then obey’d by his own Souldiers , who fcattered 
and difordered, fome cautious, others heady caft them- 
felvesinto the River; but when all his men were over, 
he fo Vigoroufly charg’d the Enemy, as not able to en- 
dure the Ibock of the Battail he gave ground.

[deferv’d to be nam’d fecond. By the calling on Saint On* Saint 
I Thomas y md on his Day, was this Battail won, who gave 7 W*’s 
the Eastern Catholicks an eminent proof of his Patro- hi?* media- 
nage. Thisfo memorable Defeat is yet, fo many years don.

The Mofqueaand Temples 
were thrown to the ground, and the Idols broke and 
proftrate , our Anger not differencing ftone from ftone, 
and the Moors and Pagans bewaild with the fame tears 
their .Gods and own miferies i The fury of our A rms 
went to the Defolatingthe Campagnia , deftroyingthe and th . 
Flocks, and Groves of Palmes, that the Warr might be Camp.tvnid, 
attended by Famine , a Sword not to befcap'tby Flight 
or Refiftance. All was in fine fo wafted, as the diffe- 
rence between the Villages, and Campagnia) was not by 
the fight, but memory. 

7 1. The Governour reteeated to Bacam , Whence he Goes co 
defign’d his Arms for the Warr of Cambaya , fetting forth Bacatm - 
fbnte Veflels to Endamraage all that Coaft, and make 
Prize of the Meca Fleet , which came to an Anchor in 
1 the Ports of that Bay; this was happily perform’d by s r° ;iJ 
i Ddm Antonio de Noronha , and Dom lorgt Baroche , who am 
|by their Prizes, and Viftories, rais'd the States ftrength, 
jand reputation; our Arms in Dow John de Cairo’s time 
, being fo fear’d or refpe&ed , that moft of the Princes of 
\Afia y Borderers, and Remote, became ( to defend, or 
fecure their Kingdoms with the prote&ion of bur For- 
ces^ by voluntary Obedience the States Tributaries ; 
of this truth the Kings of Campar y and Caxem were no 
fleight Arguments, 

71. Our Chronhlcs ( and Forein with greater 
amalement ) relate that famous Seige of Dio , held out 
by Antonio da Sylveira , by whom the Purk/ Arms in 
India tcceiv’d the firft, or greateft Baffle ; Their Gene. A. Charf&erj 
ral in this expedition was Rax Solimon , who, after the s>u ' 
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, ; lots of a great part of his Arm ado in the Siege, for fear of 
! our Ships at Anchor in the Port, retir'd Flying, and left 
j on Shore his Baggage and Wounded ; and feeing he 
could not atchieve what he promis’d his Mafter, ( whofe 
Pride, and Imperioufnefs us’d not to receive latisfa&ion 
for mifearriages, or misfortunes ) ventured, rather then 
; his Head, his Loyalty j He Went into the Port of Aclem 
under Cqlour of Friendfhip, where the King fent to 
Vifrthim, with ftegallios and Refrdhrttcnts from Shore, 
but was cautious and vigilant to prelerve the City for 
!the Bajbaw’s Force and Loyalty was fiifpitious. The 
r urkj who faw his Treafon fear’d or difeovered, defign’d 
to furprife the City by Scaling , but was afraid of the 
Fortrefs of the place, and Courage of the Arabians , 
and on that, had Rccourfe 16 an other Stratagem, more 
bale, and* more fecure, which was to exculc himfelf to 
the King for not coming into the City, in fear to lole 
the favourable Wind j that he delir’d to fee him on 
Board, for he was to communicate to him lome bufinefs 
from the Grand Signior to^the great advantage of his 
Kingdome. The poor King, 'facil, or credulous in ti e 
good of his State, went immediately to meet the Ba 
jbarv at Sea, fecure in an innocent Confidence j but the 
Tyrant forgetting Faith, and Humanity, made him with 
Scoffs and Derifion , ( a cruel delight in lo foul a 
Treafon’^) be Beheaded in the Galley. ’ Twas eafie for 
the Bajbatv upon the Death of the‘ King to feife on the i' 
City, frighted and confus’d at the violent Murder of 
their Prince ; and becaufe the Turkj/b Neighbourhood 
colt the State blood, and troable , we will in brief give 
you this relation of the place. 

„ 73* lc is fituate on the Coaft of Arabia the happy, 

in twelve degrees, and fifteen minutes of Northern Lati- 
tude, prote&ed by a little Mountain, which with forne 
Caftlcs defends the entrance of the Harbour . it lies in 
the mouth of the Straight, the Port bold, capable tc 
Anchor Ships of any burden , though expos’d to Wejier 
1 ly winds, which ate the Mdttfonet in Summer. Art and 
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j Nature have made it Tenable by Land, fecuring it from 
the ambition of the Neighbour Princes and the incur- 
fions of the Mountainous Arabs, who molefl: the Goun. 
try with troubldome Inroads; there is in the Port a 
’little lflapd, tolerably Fortify J d, call’d by the Natives! 
Cira , before it is an other fafc Harbour, fheltcrcd from i 
many Winds, where the Mecca Fleet ule to come to an j 
Anchor. There are no Rivers or Fountains to water j 
the ground , it doth not lbmctimes Rain lor two or 
three years, whether it be the nature of the Clime, or 
fome hidden Judgment, fo as they letch their water 
at a diftance with Caravans of Camels. T he chief Com- 
jmodity of the place is Rubarb, but that which brings 
in moll profit is the Anchorage of Ships which pals the 
Straight. The Nation is Warlick and Cruel , goes 
willingly to die Warr, though more for Plunder, then 
Vi&ory. 

74.. Tire having leis’d on the City, and fee- 

ing himlelf, though an Intruder, obey’d , began with 1 
diverfe Oppreflions to break the people, unarming ’em, 
that their fear, and lubjc&ion might make them more 
eafily Govern’d j he Cut off, and Confifcated with- 
out any rcalon thole who were Eminent , their Lives 
being a fault, their Eftates a crime ; the poor Peoples 
fuffering was more their Virtue, then Cure , for the 
Tyrant was irritated at the fo fervile patience of the 
innocent. Mar%aon fucceeded him in the Government 
of the City, as alio in his Tyranny , being io Cruel as 
(quite to wear out the patience of the nrilerable lnha. 
bitants r who refolv’d rather to endure him as an Enemy, 
then Oovernour ; They found*out ways to offer their 
City and Obedience to the King of Cantpar , faying, 
they would with any Relief fall upon the T urks, 
grown cafelefs , in a peaccfull and almoft hereditary 
Dominion, much more in their Contempt of thofe men, 
who ( as they thought) had loft all memory of their 
Liberty, and Injuries. 

75. Toe Neighbouring King, with words full of 
’ Com- 
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Compaflion and Gratitude accepted the offer, whether 
oat of ambition, or humanity ; He fele&ed out of his 
'Army, a thoufand Souldiers well-deferving of fo honou- 
rable an A&ion , and would himfelf be their Compa. 
nion,'a»d Commander } they began to Ma^ch in the 
jfilence of the Night, and being come to the City, the 
Coufpiritors pofleft *em of a Gate, at which they en- 
tred, makiug themfelvcs with a weak refinance Mafters 
of the Caftle. Marz.aoti with five hundred Turk/ For- 
tify ^ 'd himfelf in the Palace , more certain of the Dan. 
ger, then the Caufe, and Authors j The firft light difco- 
covered the King, Commanding his men, who-prefcntly 
difpatch’t a Trumpeter to Mar%aoa ) to tell him, he bad 
antient pretenfions on that City , and now the Eleftion 
of the Inhabitants, who under the Oppreffionof the 
BajhatP s intrufion, were fo ty’d up in their Voice and 
Liberty, as not to pronounce the name of their natural 
Prince ; that he came to their help as Sufferers , but 
much more, as his own Subjc#s j that if he would leave 
the City, he would ufe him as a Friend j permitting 
him to carry away his Arms and Baggage, if not, Juftice 
and Vi&ory fhould give him a double Title to Iris own 
Subjcfls. 

76. The twk^ finding out the confpiracy of the 
Arabs, and wanting Strength and Provifions for his 
Defence, obey’d necefiity, and Marclft out with Co. 
lours flying and Drams beating, to poflefs himfelf of a 
Caftle eight Leagues oft', defigning from thence with. 
Relief from Bacora to reduce the City to its former 
flavery; He began to fall upon the Caravans of Aden, 
which furnifh’t the City , which receiving water, and 
provifions from the Mountain, was in a few days brought 
to great Strcights ; for if afty Provifions came in, they 
were few, dear, knd ftollen. The deplorable people 
with tears in their Eyes weigh’d in the fame Scale Fa. 
mine, and Tyranny, evils which only Afford a miferable 
e Choife. The Tyrant reefuited his party with continual 
fupplies, which the King could not with equal Force 
oppofc, 
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oppofe , and difcourfing with the Magiftrates on the 
ways of faving the City, they put him in tnind of the 
Fame of our Victories againft the and our Fide- 

lity in prote&ing our Confederates. 1 hey refolv'd to 
difpatch a fmall Bark to the Governour of Om*/, who 
was then Dom Manoel da Lima , offering him a Fortrefs, 
and the Revenues of the Cuftom-houfe, withall letting 
us underftand the danger the State would be in, if the 
Tar^got footing in the City. 

77. ’Twas reported Mar%gon in a (hort time cxpe& 
ed confiderable Relief from Ualfora , and if forborn 
till his Recruits arriv’d, would by open force fall upon 
the City ; on which the King of Campar ihcwing him- 
felf a Souldier, in his Difcourlc and Courage, unwilling 
that Stock fhould take faff er R.oot, refolv’d with three 
thoufand Choife men to Befiege the Fortrefs , which 
with greater Refolution then Fortune he engag’d im 
being Kill’d in the firft affault. The Arabs feis’d with 
fear at the Death of their King, left the Siege to Bury 
the Body , though upon that oecafion, Revenge had 
been more opportune then Piety. 

78. The Veffel which went for Ormus at the en- 
trance of Cape Rofalgate met with Dom Payo de No- 
ronha , who with twelve fmall Galleys guarded that 
Straight , and undemanding the Arabs pretenfions, 
thought that Relief worthy fome great Commander, 
and writ to the Governour of Ormus , that if he de- 
fign’d not that honour for himfclf, not to refufc it fiim j 
Vom Manoel fent him two Ships more, and fome feled 
Souldicry, with them to go and fccurethe City whilft 
he was making greater Levies , ^nd after an honourable 
reception, Counfel’d the King of Campari Embaffadour 
to ask a Fleet of the Governour of India, who was one 
would not deny protection to the States friends, efpe- 
I daily againft the l urks whofe Wgrr was look't upon as 
the Inheritance of our Arms. 

79. Dom Payo arriv’d at Adem, where he was receiv’d j 
with wbat affe&ion and greatnefs they could fhew to 
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their own Prince, and the City delivered him, as Defender 
and Govcrnour ; They planted our Colours, for which 
all vow'd lolemnly to Dye , letting themfelves Blood in 
their Breaffo, Barbarous, but Loyal dcmonfiiations and 
ceremonies, protefting they would hold out the City 
as a Member of the State, to which they were by obc- 
. dicnce Vaflals j by affeSion, Children > but Dom Payo fo 
inn'll carryd himfelf, as to forfeit the reputation of our Arms 
in the Eaft i in favour to fo great a Family we will omit 
the particulars of the Story , though by an other Pen 
written with more Liberty in ordinary Hiftory. 

The 1 80. I he Citizen^of Adem though ill prote&ed by 

b rants (end Dom Pa)o, loft not their devotion to the State, holding 
cood./. ouc t }j C City with only the name of Portugal in their i 
mouths j and either not having or not dcfirhig other 
prote&ion , refolv’d to fend one of the Blood-Royal to 
the Governour, to advife him of their condition, on 
whofe extremities he might raife a new Name, by not 
fleighting the glory of helping the afflifted ■, that the 
Prince of Adem would receive Laws and his Crown 
from the State, to whom he would turn Feudatary, 
with a gratefull, and honourable Tribute. 

The Gnv*'- 81. Dom Jobnde Castro was over-joy ’d to hear, the 
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- report of his Name and Victories, reach’t the Ears of 
Princes fo remote, heigluning not only their Reverence 
but Subje&ion ; the meffage gave extraordinary con- 
tent to Goa , feeing their Governours fortune bring the 
State the felicity of the firft difoovery of India , fince 
where other Arms were icarce heard of, his were O- 
bey’d. 

8a. The Governour ga.ve the expedition to his Son 
s Dom Alvaro, who had fo well deferv’d in all he under- 
took, as it look't not like the ele& ion of a Father, but 
of apublick Minifterj diverfe old Cavalliersdefir’d to 
accompany him , whom the Governour by a rnodeft 
decree took off, commanding their flay in Goa, becaufe 
he fliould want ’em for. more important bufinefs , yet 
I fuch was their eagernefs on the expedition, as they look’t 
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on rhe decree as a coinmon grievance ■> the fault of 
thole times feem’d to be the ambition of dangers j the 
Governour iacisfy’d ’em, and was content to fee fuch 
Emulation begot under his Difcipline. He prefen tly vvithwh.it 
gave order for the Equipping and Vidualling thirty Flcec ‘ 
Galleys, and made Commanders of ’em , Dom Antonio 
de Noronba, Son of the Vice-King Dom Garcia , Antonio 
Momx. Barretto , who went Governour of the Forrrefs 
to be made in Adem , Doui Pedro d’ Lea, Dom Fernando 
Coutinho , Pero de Attayde Inferno , Dom Joan de Attayde , 

Alvaro Paex> de Sottomajor, Fernaon Per ex. de Andrade } 

Pero Lopex, de Soufa } K uy Diax, Pereira , Pero Botelho 
Porca Brother to Diogo Botelho } one of the Infante Dom 
Lewis's Family, Alvaro Serraon ^ Luis tiomem, .Melchior 
Botelbo Over-leer of the Revenue, Gomex.da Sylva, An- 
tonio da Veiga , Luis Alvarex, de Csonfa, Joaon Rodrigue x. 

Correa , Diogo Correa , who came with the Embafladour 
of Adem, Diogo Banbo, Pero Preto , Alvaro da Gama , and 
others. 

83. But few days before the Fleet weigh’d, came to An other 
Goa an Embafladour from the King of Caxem , from f rnb ilage 
whom his Neighbours the Fartaquesha.d ulurp’tacon- t ' a< ‘ w ‘ w ' 
fiderabie part of his Kingdotne ; He reigning on the 
Southern Shore of Arabia, and knowing Adem was to be 
reliev’d by our Jrmado , concluding that with the fame 
Fleet we might reftore him, writ to the Governour, 
that the Reftitution of Caxem would not be Id's Lau- 
dable in the World then the defence of Adem ; Kcpre- 
fented what fecure entertainment our Fleet had found i 
in.his Ports, reckon’d up thofe which at feveral times 
had Anchor’d there, on which he was fufpitious to the 
Turk^, offer’d alfo beftdes his Loyalty a reasonable 
Tribute. The Governour, considering that by thole xb f - rv „. 
fuccours our Arms came into repute, and got friends "our’s an. 
to the State, ordered the fame Fleet fhould counte- i v ’"' 
nance Caxem j the atefoieving both the one and other 
defign being but the fame Voyage and expence : and 
becaufe the i*iege of Adem flood in need of fpeedy 
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luppucs, the uovernOur tore-lceing the main Body^of 
the Fleet would arrive too late , and fo fruftratc the 
aim and defign, Cent away Don Job » dt Attayde with 
four Veflels to make his way into Adem, and bold oat 
the Siege till Dam Alvaro s arrival. Dam Jab* de At* 
tayde fee Sail , the frefh North- weft Winds endammag’d j 
one of the Ships, which arriv’d fluttered, the reft pef 
I fu’d their Voyage. 

j 84. The Beficgers and Befieg'd In the mean time 
fought refolutely in Adem, drawing Blood on both tides j 
The weight of the Warr light upon Tome fartugutfe 
of Dam Pay o‘s Fleet, who fliew’d from a mean Origine 
glorious Courage, fo engag’d in the retiftance, as if they 
had defended their own Country, notaftrangers Do- 
minion j thefe fuffis’d tft retard for many days the Turks 
Victory, and being Souldiers of Fortune, our Chronicles 
in ungratelull filencc obfeure their Names , as if Virtue 
of neceflity were to haye noble Progenitors, and thefe 
were for their own A&iOns lels honourable then others 
for other men’s ; I believe the great»Ones have with in- 
juring Nature let up new Laws, not making only Effaces 
bur. Ueferts hereditary. 

8 5. I hings in A dm being ( as we have faid ) in that 
Contingency, there appear d a Fleet of far^rof nine 
Galleys Royal, and fomcfmall Vcllels, which fac’t the 
City, and coming to Anchor out of the Bay, got to 
Shore , where they Pitch’c their Tents and Fortify'd 
their Encamping, adyifing the Bajbatv to joyn 'em with 
his Army. The Arabs on fight of fo great numbers 
come againft’em, came remilslyto the Defence , forae 
Pufillaniraous, others out of Heart, thought the Cou- 
rage and Strength of the Enemy infuperable , and at 
private meetings blam’d the King’s ambition df dila- 
ting his Crown with the Blood of his innocent Subje&s, 
not content with the fortune of his Predeceflours ; but 
the fortuguefe amongft ’em , observing the brighteft 
Fame work’t out of difficulties, fore’e on the Arabs , 
j convincing the Retiftance to be neccflary and poffible, 
offering, 
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offering chemfeives arreffi to be ihc voluntary Com pa. 
hions of tueir Fortune ; enougn to put new Courage 
in 'em upon wiiicn they vow'd to Dye in their defence, 
not id much out or Obligation as Example. 

86. The T«#«yr Befieg’d tiic City , by tailing two Lay Siege. 
Batteries with pieces on 'em or an extravagant bigneis,

87. As loon as the Arabs underftood the F art ague fe what thu 
were Retreated , ( all hopes of Defence being defpe- do. 
rate ) they began to parly; buc the Prince comman- 
ded 'em to give over Treating, laying he had rather be 
beaten out, then give up tne City 5 that the lurkj 

(bould not without ibine i rains of their Blood, win 
thofe Colours of the Kings of Fortagal. Loyalty which 
delerv'd better Afliftauce from oin Arms. The Enemy, 
knowing che Divition and Goofneftof the Inhabitants, 
continued ‘iris Aiiaults , which brought on again the 
Speech of a Surrender, which the Prince always- broke 
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off, conflant to himfelf, and the State j but danger, 
famine, and defpair, prevail’d with fomc of the Inha- 
'bitant.s to give up a fecret Gate to the Enemy, at which 
he entredthe City. The Prince fighting with Royal, 
but Unfortunate courage, difengag’d with his Life, the 
Loyalty he had promis’d to the State ; Manoel Pereira ,! 
and Francifco Vieira , fav’d a young Prince whom they: 
carry’d to Campar , comforting the Subjcdls with that 
tender branch of its proflrate Trunk. 

88. Dom John de Attayde , ( whom we Jeff with three 
Ships at Sea ) continued on his Voyage, and having fa- 
vourable Winds, in few days law the Coafl of Arabia ; , 
He flood for the City Adetn , and Rowing into the Har- j 
bour, got amongfl the Galleys which were there at I 
Anchor , but the Ea&erly winds yet reigning, got out to j 
Sea again. T he Turhf on the fight of our Ships imme- j 
diately weigh’d , and by the advantage of their Oars i 
gave us fo hot a Chafe, that the two Ships commanded 
by Gomel, daSylva , and Antonio da Veiga , were altnofl 
under the Prow of their G alleys, and feeing it impofli- 
ble to fly, much more to refill, ran their Veffelson the 
Shore which was near them, and by that means fcap't 
with their Lives. Dom John de Attayde who was in the 
bell Ship , bore up what he could againfl the Wind ; 
feeing himfelf often loft, till by the Night coming on 
he flood {orAbexinty under which Shore he carin’d his 
Ship in the ] (land of Mete , which lies o’re againfl the 
Cities of Barbaray and Zeila , thofc who fav’d them- j 
felves by Land got to the prote&ion of the King of 
Campary where they found Manoel Pereiray and Francifco 
Vieira , who acquainted them with the fuccefs we have 
now related ; they were entertain’d and provided of 
all things with plenty and affe&ion. 
i 89. Dom Alvaro de Cajiro leering Sail with the 
. whole Fleet, and going before the Eajierly winds, made 
a fhort Voyage, and got fo farr as to recover the lflands 
of Canecanim where he met with Dom John de Attayde 
of whom he knew the lofs of Adem, and how the Purler 
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chas'd him, from vvhofe Galleys he had by the favour? 
of the Night freed himlelf. Dom Alvaro with the 
Gentlemen and Souldiers of the Fleet , betray'd a juft 
refentment at the News, valuing lefs the lofs of that 
State, then the foil of our Arms, becaufe both amongft 
Natives and Strangers the finking in opinion is always 
Eternis’d. The King of Campar’s Emballadour, and 
Brother-in-law, who was in our Fleet , becomingly re- 
lented the Deaths of his Brother-in-law, and Nephew 
yet was not a little comforted with the knowledge they 
were not in Arrerages to Honour or Loyalty, and on 
thofc confiderations ffiew’d as ftrong a mind, as if he 
had been to calm an others forrow. Dom Alvaro con- 
futed with the Officers of the Fleet what was to be CnlmdLW 
done, and all were of opinion, fince the relief of Adern "lut re- 
had been incfte&ua], to divert their Arms in favour of fo ' vc '* 
the King of Caxm , ( as the Fleet had inftru&ions ) on 
whom the Bordering Fartaques had furpris'd the For- 
trefs of Xael , which commanded a Haven, the principal 
Scale of thofe few that petty King had • a defign more 
advantagious then difficult. 

90. Oom Alvaro commanded to Steer to Xael, and Goss to 
coming to Anchor in fight of the Caftle, the Fartaques , Xacl ’ 
out of either fear or friendffiip receiv’d peaceably our 
Amtado i The Fort was Built of Turfs , vyith four fo 
little Works, as five and thirty Souldiers, who were 
there in Garrifon, were enough to Man it j Thefe men 
on light of our Fleet, fent out a Woman ( who under, 
ftood and fpoke Portuguefe ) to ask for the Commander 
in chief and tell him, the Fartaques were friends to the 
State , that if we came to demand that Fortrefs, they 
would immediately quit it ; many concluded the pro*, 
poiition acceptable, tor of fo few Enemies and without 
Name we could not expeft Glory, or Booty ; molt 
Voted, that for the Authority of our Arms wefhould 
fummon ’em to Surrender on diferetion. The woman 
well underltanding this refolution, and ill fatisly’d with

ro j. As foon a$ the Vice-Roy perceiv’d himfelf fum-j 
mon’d to a fharper Confli& , avoiding the importune 
diversion of Human cares, he fecluded himfelf with the 
Father Saint F rancifco Xavtrius , providing for fo doubt- 
full a Voyage fo fecure a Pilot , who all the time of his 
Sicknefs, was his Nurfe, Reconciler, and Governour j 
As he had .got no Riches to make a new Dilpofal of, he 
made no other Will then that he left ( at his coming 
1 to Govern India ) in the Kii^dome, in the hands of 
Dom Rodrigo Finberro Bifhop of Angra y to whom he had 
Communicated it ; and receiving the Sacraments of the 
. Church, he gave up his Soul to God the fixth of June 
one thoufand five hundred forty eight, in the eight and 
fortieth Y.ear of his Age, and abort three of his Go- 
vernment of that State. The Riches he gain’d in Afia 
were his Heroick a&ions, which Pofierity will read in 
this Book with a tender Memory. In his Study were 
found' three pieces of fmall Money , and <a Discipline 
which feenvd to have been often us’d, and the Locks of 
his Beard he had pawn'd j He ordered his Body fbould 
be Depofited in Saint Francis Church in Goa , thence 
i to be Tranflated to his Chapel at Sintra i Theyimme- 
i diately confulted on his Funeral , which was to be not 
Ids Compaffionate then Solemn , deferving the Illu- 
ftrious, and common Tears of the whole State.

'Twas always in the pofleffion of the Kings of p - 0tf 
Portugal , where for the freihneis of the Air, they had a 
CountryJhoufe , which they went to for Divcrfion of 
bufine{9, or the cxercile of Hunting. King John the 
Firft , finding himfelf indebted to God for fo many Vu 
Tories, amongft other A&s of Thankfgiving, gave this 
Palace to the order of Saint Dominic^, with the Adjacent 
grounds, Gardens and Orchards , the twenty fecond of 
May , one thoufand three hundred ninety and nine, for 
the Founding a Convent, which was not only Founded 
but Augmented by our Kings. The Founder oblig'd 
himfelf, by his Letters Patents ( preferv’d in the Archives 
of the Convent ) to prote&, and defend the caufe, the 
|perfon9, and goods of the Religious, Sollicitous in God’s 
jcaule, Couragious in his own. King John the Second 
endow’d it with a great Revenue , which the Houfe 
now enjoys under the Name of the Fifth of the lflands, 
without impofing any new Obligation, which might 
render the Alins lefs Liberal, or Acceptable ; the King 
Dom Emanuel, though Diftra&cd with greater Cares 
ahd Buildings, left in the Sacrifices of this Temple, a 
Religious memory, ordering that twice in a Week fhoujd 
bi Sung two Mafles to the Angels, in the behalf of thole 
whowere at Sea ; this was in that Age the Aftrolabe 
Vyy of 
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|of his Dilcoverics , and the Abetter of the Vi&oriesinl 
the Edjl. The Queen Dona Katherina> Jook’t upon this 
Houfe as her private Chapel, offering here from her own 
t Oratory, Rcliqucs of Veneration, and Value , amongft 
others, in a great Silver Crofs a piece of the holy Crofs, 
which offering from Royal hands doth affure the Cer- 
tainty of fo ineftimablc a prefent • Our Princes confer- 
ring on this Houfe temporal and fpiritual benefits. 
•King Philip the Second , augmented with an honou. 
t able Alms, thofe it before enjoy’d. This Convent hath 
always been for the ftri&eft obfervcrs of the Religion,, 
who under the name of Rccolets allow no Swerving 
or Indulgence from the firft inftitution ; hither as to a 
School of Virtues, ufe to retire the moft eminent of the 
Order , fome to avoid, others to be at reft after their ) 
Prelacies, in a holy leifure to be untakeq up but by God, ! 
and to reform their Afte&ions. 

106. In this Convent, llluftrious for its Foundation, 
and Difcipline , reft the V i&orious Alhes of Dom John 
de Caftro, in a Chapel, and Monument of a Religious 
greatnds. The Chapel is Confccrated by the name of 
Corpus Cbrifti, hath the great Door into the Cloifter 
of the Convent, and over that in a Scutcheon of Re. 
lieve the Arms of the Founder ; the widends of the

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o i Alntada , lie by an Antidated old Age avoided the 
ambition of the Court j He went to ferveat Tangier s , 
where lie- gave the firfi: , but extraordinary proofs of 
his Courage, though of his A&ions there, we have more 
from his Fame then our Knowledge. He rcrurn’d to 
Court, re-call’dby the King Dorn John the third, and 
*the Kingdome being too narrow for his Gallantry, went 
to India with Dorn Garcia de Noronba ; He accompany ’d 
Dom EUevaon de Gama in his expedition to the Mouth 
of the Red-Sea, and made a Journal of his Voyage, a 
ufcf ull and acceptable work to Sea. men. On his return 
to •Portugal he Retir’d to his Country-houfe at Sintra, 
recreating himfelf by Reading , in his Solitudes, and 
employments always Exemplary ; He put off his Sword 
again to follow the Eagles of Charts the Emperour in 
the Battail of Tutted, where he rais’d His name with new 
Glory ; when this defign was over , hiding himfelf 
from his own Fame, he again retir’d to Sintra, knowing 
how to avoid , not keep himfelf from employments.

He appear d above the Great ones, and Father 
of the Meaneft ; fuch was his Life, as try that, morethen 
by Punilhments, he reform’d extravagancies j his firff 
Zeal was always in God's caule, then in theStatcs j he 
Ipaft no Virtue without Reward , fome Vices without 
Puniflnnent > amending not a few, foinc by Favours, 
others by Clemency. The prefents he receiv’d from the jj„, ,u 
Princes of Afia^ he put to the King’s Revenue, a Virtue 
all prais’d , few imitated > the maimed Souldiers found Dec.s.Lib. 
him Sollicitous in their Cure , and Gompaffionate of u Pjg.4. 
their Condition ; He oblig’d every one, yet leem'd ob- 
noxious to all ; He kept the Souldiers ( as what would 
prove the F ineof the State ) from Merchandizing; 

He fet upon no A&ion , which he did hot atchieve, 
being ready in Execution, mature in Counlel : amidft 
the employments of a Souldier, he preiervd the virtues 
of a Religious man , was frequent in vifiting Temples, 
a great honourer of Church-men, mercifull and liberal 
to the Poor ; had great Devotion to the Croft of 
Chrift , which he Reverenc’d in its Figure, by a low 
inclination without any difference of time or place ; 
and foReligioufly was he fir'd with the Worihip of this 
mofl: holy Reprefen tat ive, as he rather chofe to Build a 
Temple to its Memory, then raile a Houfe to his Polie- 
rity , leaving it on his Fatherly bleffing to his Son Dom 
Alvaro , that if he found in the favour, or julficeofthe 
King, any recotnpence for his Services, he fiiouldwith 
that Build a Convent for the Francifcan Recollets in 
the Mountain of Sintra , and name the Houfe T be invo- 
cation of the Holy Crofs. Dom Alvaro de Caflro , Heir
